PROJECT  LEARN  WELL  Involves  Community 


One  of  the  nation's  first  individualized  non-graded  ele- 
mentary schools  in  which  parents  from  the  community 
will  play  an  active  role  in  the  educational  process  opens 
this  week  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

Dr.  Robert  E.  Jenkins,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  has 
announced  that  the  program  known  as  PROJECT 
LEARN  WELL  will  be  implemented  in  the  Raphael 
Weill  Elementary  School,  located  at  1501  O'Farrell 
Street. 

Dr.  Jenkins  states  that  the  680  students  in  the  school's 
kindergarten  through  sixth  grades  will  participate  in  the 
innovative  total  curriculum  program  in  which  teachers, 
the  local  community  and  school  administrators  will  work 
hand  in  hand.  Under  PROJECT  LEARN  WELL,  tradi- 
tional guidelines  will  be  eliminated,  and  instruction  will 
be  individualized  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  student. 

The  students  of  Raphael  Weill  will  attend  courses  in 
four  "learning  blocks"  which  will  concentrate  on  lan- 
guage arts  including  reading,  spelling,  sentence  structure, 
vocabulary,  dictionary  and  research  skills;  mathematics 
and  science;  social  studies;  and  arts  and  crafts.  One  of 
the  higher  level  objectives  of  the  curriculum  will  be  the 
teaching  of  foreign  languages. 

Dr.  Jenkins  points  out  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  has  approved  the  expenditure  of  $159,000  for 
the  first  year  of  the  three-year  program. 

Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  of  Palo  Alto,  Cali- 
fornia, which  is  coordinating  similar  PROJECT  LEARN 
programs  in  school  systems  such  as  New  York's  Ocean 
Hill-Brownsville  Demonstration  School  District  and  in 
Harlingen,  Texas,  has  entered  into  a  $48,000  agreement 
with  the  San  Francisco  Board  to  supply  the  materials 
geared  for  individualized  instruction  and  delegate  experi- 
enced consultants  to  conduct  pre-service  and  in-service 
training  of  teachers  and  paraprofessionals. 

Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  is  also  the  developer 
of  PROJECT  READ,  which  was  launched  initially  in 
San  Francisco  and  is  now  used  in  more  than  50  other 
school  systems  across  the  country.  San  Francisco  will  con- 
tinue PROJECT  READ  for  the  second  full  year  this  fall 
in  some  30  District  schools. 

The  funds  for  PROJECT  LEARN  WELL  will  also  go 
for  the  hiring  of  32  parents  from  the  community,  who  are 
being  trained  to  be  teacher  assistants  and  assigned  to  each 
classroom.  Also,  a  project  coordinator,  full-time  librarian 
and  a  community  teacher,  who  will  be  the  liaison  between 
the  teachers  and  the  community,  have  been  retained  for 
PROJECT  LEARN  WELL.

Dr.  Jenkins  has  met  with  the  teachers  and  teacher  as- 
sistants, who  completed  a  pre-service  training  session 
conducted  by  Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  consult- 
ants in  cooperation  with  school  and  community  repre- 
sentatives. The  teachers  and  paraprofessionals  attended  a 
five-day  pre-service  training  session  on  a  voluntary  basis, 
and  for  the  first  time  in  the  District's  history  are  being 
remunerated  for  the  pre -school  sessions. 

Dr.  Jenkins  noted,  "Our  Board  of  Education,  admini- 
strative staff  and  teachers  are  extremely  optimistic  over 
PROJECT  LEARN  WELL's  potential.  We  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Raphael  Weill  School  will  be- 
come an  outstanding  model  for  the  nation  on  how  teach- 
ers, the  community  and  the  administration  can  work 
together  for  the  benefit  of  each  of  the  students." 

He  added,  "We  feel  an  individualized  approach  using 
programmed  materials  is  ideal  for  the  inner-city  child 
since  the  learning  process  can  be  fitted  to  the  student, 
instead  of  fitting  the  students  to  one  program.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  measureable  improvement  in  both 
attitudes  and  achievement  on  the  part  of  the  children. 
Materials  selected  for  the  program  by  the  Behavioral 
Research  Laboratories  have  been  developed  to  maximize 
the  success  of  each  individual  child  by  creating  an  aca-

demic  environment  -where  the  teacher  —  with  the  aid  of 
the  assistant  —  can  assure  individualized  attention." 

Dr.  Jenkins  explained  that  since  becoming  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  two  years  ago,  he  has  made  a  concert- 
ed effort  to  find  the  right  answer  to  assist  San  Francisco 
children  improve  their  achievement.  "I  feel  that  with 
PROJECT  LEARN  WELL  and  other  innovative  pro- 
grams such  as  PROJECT  READ,  we  are  proving  that 
San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  most  innovative  school  dis- 
tricts in  the  nation." 

At  the  end  of  PROJECT  LEARN  WELL's  first  year, 
Dr.  Jenkins  states  that  the  administration,  with  the  aid  of 
the  community  and  the  teachers,  will  evaluate  the  pro- 
gram so  that  its  effectiveness  continues  to  improve. 

Dr.  Jenkins  credited  the  Raphael  Weill  School  Com- 
munity Organization  for  expressing  an  interest  in  finding 
out  more  about  PROJECT  LEARN  WELL  and  helping 
to  make  the  program  a  community-wide  endeavor.  "I 
don't  know  anywhere  in  the  country  where  devoted  mem- 
bers of  a  community  group  would  spend  the  summer  in- 
terviewing hundreds  of  parents  to  make  sure  that  the  32 
selected  as  teaching  assistants  would  be  committed  to 
woiking  with  children  and  accepting  the  relation  of  the 
child  to  his  environment." 

In  the  spring,  several  parents  and  teachers  had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  New  York's  Ocean  Hill-Brownsville 
PROJECT  LEARN  individualized  school  coordinated 
by  Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  to  see  the  individu- 
alized learning  approach  succeeding.  Following  evaluat- 
ing their  trip  and  after  additional  research  and  analysis, 
the  parents  and  teachers  informed  Dr.  Jenkins  that  they 
were  in  favor  of  the  program. 

Mr.  James  H.  Johnson,  who  heads  up  tre  PROJECT 
LEARN  WELL  Steering  Committee  for  the  Raphael 
Weill  School  Community  Organization  and  was  one  of 
the  parents  visiting  the  PROJECT  LEARN  school 
in  Ocean  Hill  stated,  "Our  community  and  teachers 
feel  that  PROJECT  LEARN  WELL  will  encourage 
parents  and  teachers  to  work  together  to  solve  the  learn- 
ing problems  of  the  children  in  our  community.  We  feel 
this  inter-relationship  will  close  the  gap  between  home 
and  school  and  make  the  school  more  relevant  in  the 
home." 

Mr.  Johnson  added,  "We  are  optimistic  that  with  the 
students  working  at  their  own  pace  in  the  individualized 
Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  materials,  the  school 
will  become  for  our  children  a  place  where  learning  is 
sought  and  enjoyed." 

Mrs.  Joella  B.  Moon,  president  of  the  Raphael  Weill 
Community  Organization,  said  that  throughout  the  year 
the  community  will  have  the  opportunity  to  come  into 
the  school,  learn  about  the  program  and  play  an  active 
role  in  the  overall  educational  process. 

Dr.  Jenkins  further  explained  that  the  non-graded, 
continuous  progress,  individualized  program  offers  the 
maximum  opportunity  for  student  growth.  "The  child 
works  at  his  own  puce,  participates  actively  and  responds 
personally,  while  rinding  that  the  programmed  instruction 


materials  will  help  him  experience  success  and  strong 
reinforcement  as  his  learning  progresses." 

Dr.  Jenkins  said  the  use  of  programmed  instruction 
materials  in  PROJECT  LEARN  WELL  also  brings 
about  innovations  such  as  a  non-graded  primary  depart- 
ment, a  non-graded  intermediate  department,  and  co- 
operative and  team  teaching. 

Mr.  Felix  Duag,  principal  of  the  Raphael  Weill  Ele- 
mentary School  said  the  response  of  the  teachers  to  the 
program  has  been  excellent.  "The  teachers  are  finding  the 
pre-service  program  an  invaluable  experience  and  we 
look  forward  to  working  with  the  community  on  PRO- 
JECT LEARN  WELL" 

Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  has  arranged  for 
LeRoy  Bolden,  an  educational  psychologist  who  was  in- 
strumental in  setting  up  the  Ocean  Hill  PROJECT 
LEARN  School,  to  act  as-consulting. director  for.PRO- 
JECT  LEARN  WELL.  Mr.  Bolden,  who  is  the  Behavi- 
oral Research  Laboratories'  National  Director  for  PRO- 
JECT LEARN  Programs,  is  an  alumnus  of  Michigan 
State,  and  a  former  All-American  football  player. 

Mr.  Bolden  pointed  out  that  the  non-graded  individu- 
alized approach  brings  about  a  "rapid  attitude  change 
among  the  students  since  the  child  is  still  in  control  of  the 
learning  process.  In  a  sense,  the  students  take  personal 
responsibility  for  their  own  progress  under  the  careful 
guidance  of  a  team  of  teachers  —  who  vary  their  methods 
according  to  the  children's  personal  needs." 

Once  PROJECT  LEARN  WELL  is  underway,  Mr. 
Bolden  and  other  Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  con- 
sultants will  conduct  regular  in-service  meetings  for 
teachers  and  teaching  assistants.  Project  administrators 
representing  Behavioral  Research  Laboratories  will  in- 
clude Dr.  Allen  D.  Calvin,  president  of  Behavioral  Re- 
search Laboratories  and  a  noted  learning  theorist;  Dr.  M. 
William  Sullivan,  the  noted  linguist  and  developer  of  the 
Behavioral  Research  Laboratories-Sullivan  programmed 
materials;  and  Dr.  Robert  L.  Green,  Professor  of  Educa- 
tion at  Michigan  State  University  and  a  former  education 
director  for  the  Southern  Christian  Leadership  Confer- 
ence under  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King.

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In-Service  Courses  for  Fall  I9&9  Listed 


District- sponsored  in-service  courses  beginning  this  se- 
mester will  focus  on  the  specific  needs  of  teachers  relating 
to  projects  presently  underway  and  to  new  curriculum 
thrusts. 

Courses  are  designed  to  provide  teachers  and  admini- 
strators with  the  newest  techniques  and  information  in  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects. 

Dr.  Raymond  Pitts.  Assistant  Superintendent.  Instruc- 
tional Development  and  Services,  is  in  the  process  of  com- 
piling, from  information  and  requests  submitted  to  him, 
a  list  of  in-service  courses  which  will  be  available  to  the 
teachers  and  administrators  of  the  District  during  the  fall 
1969  semester. 

Additional  courses  will  be  offered  as  the  need  arises  and 
will  be  published  in  a  subsequent  Newsletter.  Among 
areas  to  be  included  are  reading,  civics,  individualized 
instruction,  and  the  social  studies  framework. 

In-service  courses  are  so  designed  that  upon  satisfactory 
completion  teachers  may  receive  non-college  credit  ac- 
ceptable for  increment  credits  All  regularly  employed 
District  teachers  are  required,  by  Board  of  Education 
policy,  to  satisfactorily  complete  six  semester  units  of  ac- 
ceptable work  in  order  to  advance  from  one  salary  "in- 
crement block"  to  another.  Increment  blocks  are  a  period 
of  time. 

Teachers  on  Classification  I  should  complete  six  units 
every  three  years. 

Teachers  on  Classification  II  should  complete  six  units 
every  four  years. 

Teachers  on  Classification  III  should  complete  six 
units  every  five  years. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their  57th  birthday  are 
exempt  from  these  requirements.  Increment  and  classifi- 
cation credits  are  given  for  in-service  courses  satisfactorily 
completed. 

Failure  to  complete  required  units  in  the  allotted  time 
will  cause  the  teacher  to  lose  the  normal  salary  increments 
until  such  requirements  have  been  fulfilled.  Non-college 
in-service  units  arc  usable  as  credits  within  the  SFUSD 
and  arc  not  transferable  to  other  districts. 

San  Francisco  public  school  teachers  have  opportuni- 
ties for  further  studies,  if  they  so  elect,  through  late  after- 
noon, evening,  and  weekend  courses  provided  by  many 


BOARD   POLICY  —  SALARY  CREDIT 

"The  maximum  credit  that  will  be  accepted  for 
salary  classification  purposes  of  teachers  engaged 
in  full-time  teaching  will  be  six  semester  hours,  or 
six  quarter  hours,  or  the  equivalent,  for  any  semes- 
ter or  quarter,  exclusive  of  summer  sessions.  A 
maximum  of  twelve  hours  or  equivalent,  exclusive 
of  summer  sessions,  will  be  accepted  for  any  one 
school  year  for  salary  classification  purposes.  A 
limit  of  twenty  semester  hours  or  equivalent  will 
be  the  maximum  allowable  in  four  consecutive 
semesters." 


Bay  Area  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Hundreds  of 
university  and  college  courses  are  offered  as  well  as  the 
non-college  in-service  program  sponsored  by  the  SFUSD. 

Application  for  approval  forms  must  be  filed  if  teachers 
are  to  receive  the  credit.  Prior  to  starting  an  in-service 
course  or  any  other  college  or  university  course  for  a  sal- 
ary credit,  the  teacher  should  file  an  application-for-ap- 
proval  form  with  Dr.  Kemp  Frederick,  Director  of  Per- 
sonnel. This  form  is  to  be  signed  by  the  principal  of  the 
teacher  concerned.  The  approval  form  must  be  filed  as  it 
is,  in  part,  the  record  determining  whether  credit  will  be 
granted  for  taking  the  course. 

The  following  in-service  courses  will  be  offered  by  the 
District  during  the  fall  1969  semester: 

Human  Relations  Courses 

One  unit,  non-college  credit,  8  meetings,  3:30  to  5:30 
p.m.,  at  designated  school  sites.  Course  content,  speakers, 
and  approaches  to  the  study  of  human  relations  will  be 
based  upon  the  needs  of  the  individual  school  and  will  be 
determined  by  the  school  staff,  parents,  and  pupils  in 
conjunction  with  the  Human  Relations  Office.  The 
school  site  principal  will  be  responsible  for  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  program,  and  starting  dates  will  be 
determined  at  the  school  sites. 

The  following  schools  will  conduct  Human  Relations  courses  this  fall: 
Elementary  —  Andrew  Jackson,  Bayview,  Jean  Parker  (Jean  Parker  course 
will  meet  on  Wednesdays  starting  September  17),  and  Starr  King;  Junior 
High  —  Aptos,  James  Denman,  James  Lick,  and  Portola. 

Ethnic  Studies 

Two  units,  non-college  credit,  15  meetings,  Wednes- 
days, time  to  be  announced.  First  meeting  will  be  held 
Monday,  September  8,  from  3 :  30  to  5 :  30  p.m.  in  Glide 
Memorial  Temple,  Ellis  and  Taylor  Streets.  Joaquin 
Arago,  coordinator.  Limited  to  275  teachers-volunteers, 
two  from  each  of  the  District's  elementary  and  secondary 
schools.  Teachers  taking  part  will  be  notified  prior  to 
September  8.

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I969-70  School  Budget  Receives  Approval 


The  Board  of  Education  unanimously  approved  the 
budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1969-70  on  Tuesday,  August  5, 
1969,  and  reviewed  commitments  that  contributed  to  an 
increase  of  $4,531,501  from  the  Publication  Budget  sub- 
mitted in  June. 

Superintendent  Robert  E.  Jenkins  recommended  a 
budget  totaling  $116,496,797  which  reflects  the  cost  of 
providing  more  effective  learning  opportunities  for  all 
San  Francisco  students. 

San  Francisco  school  taxes  will  be  raised  73  cents, 
from  $3.27  per  $100  assessed  valuation  to  $4.00,  to  pay 
for  the  cost  of  strengthening  the  educational  program. 

Increased  educational  opportunities  for  San  Francisco 
students  will  include  reduction  in  class  size,  a  change  in 
the  counseling  and  guidance  formula  with  an  addition  of 
seven  counselors  in  senior  high  schools,  an  expanded  in- 
tensified reading  program,  an  increase  of  five  school 
librarians,  and  establishment  of  a  new  health  and  family 
life  education  curriculum  in  68  elementary  schools  and 
Opportunity  High  School. 

Dr.  Jenkins  emphasized  that  the  major  part  of  the 
$4,531,501  increase  in  the  final  budget  is  necessary  be- 
cause an  additional  $2,106,143  had  to  be  allocated  for 
retirement  and  social  security  benefits  as  provided  under 
new  retirement  provisions  which  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco approved  in  the  election  in  November,  1968. 

Another  sizeable  allocation  of  $1,370,142  has  been  in- 
cluded for  Junior  College  construction  as  a  result  of 
State  approval  in  July  of  the  Master  Plan  adopted  by 
the  Board  for  City  College.  This  one-time  allocation  for 


construction  funds  for  the  Junior  College  insures  San 
Francisco  of  a  grant  of  approximately  $340,000  from  the 
State. 

Adjustments  in  the  operation  of  the  salary  schedules, 
contract  increases  and  continuation  and  strengthening  of 
present  programs  account  for  the  remainder  of  the  in- 
crease of  $1,055,216. 

A  breakdown  of  the  total  budget  increase  of  $18,436,- 
523  over  the  1968-69  adjusted  budget  follows:

Airport  School  Offers  Training  Program 


An  innovative  vocational  education  training  program 
designed  to  train  young  people  for  ground  service  jobs 
with  commercial  air  carriers  has  been  initiated  at  the 
3an  Francisco  International  Airport  as  a  result  of  co- 
jperative  efforts  of  community  groups,  the  airline  indus- 
try, the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  the  San  Fran- 
;isco  Unified  School  District. 

The  training  program's  primary  objective  is  to  help 
meet  some  of  the  needs  of  the  rapidly  expanding  Bay 
Area  aero  industry,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  unique  oppor- 
tunity for  the  air  industry  and  the  School  District  to 
work  together  to  ameliorate  some  of  the  more  pressing 
employment  needs  of  San  Francisco  students,  according 
to  Superintendent  Robert  E.  Jenkins. 

The  first  stage  of  the  program's  development  took 
place  this  summer  when  an  eight-week  training  program 
in  airfleet  services  was  conducted  at  the  airport  for  some 
40  enrollees.  Fourteen  of  the  students  have  now  been 
placed  at  the  various  airlines  in  full-time  positions. 
Thirteen  of  the  group  were  counseled  into  continuing 
their  education  in  the  fall  term. 

The  second  stage  starts  this  term  as  an  extension  of 
the  summer  program  and  is  being  developed  into  a  full- 
scale  aero  training  program  at  the  present  time,  being 
carefully  planned,  implemented,  and,  where  necessary, 
modified  over  the  next  five  years.

Pan  American  Airlines  cafeteria.  Other  facilities  at  the 
San  Francisco  Airport  are  also  available  to  assist  in  class- 
room work  and  in  providing  exposure  to  various  airline 
operations. 

James  Dierke,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Adult  and 
Occupational  Education,  states  that  the  program  will 
expand  several  of  the  vocational  aviation  training  courses 
presently  offered  at  John  O'Connell  Vocational  High 
School. 

At  a  press  conference  at  the  airport  with  Dr.  Jenkins, 
Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  noted  that  the  new  program  is 
"an  excellent  example  of  what  City  departments  can  do 
when  they  function  in  a  truly  cooperative  manner." 

Senate  Bill  109,  authored  by  Senators  Milton  Marks 
and  George  R.  Moscone  and  sponsored  by  the  School 
District,  made  it  possible  for  the  District  to  offer  instruc- 
tion at  the  airport,  which  could  not  be  done  prior  to 
the  bill's  passage. 

Signed  by  Governor  Ronald  Reagan  in  late  spring,  the 
bill  was  the  first  of  such  legislative  action  initiated  by 
James  T.  Healy,  Administrative  Assistant,  Legislation 
and  Administration. 

The  airlines,  airport  management,  the  Human  Rights 
Commission,  the  Urban  League,  and  the  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps  groups  have  all  expressed  a  high  degree  of 
interest  in  the  program.  A  good  deal  of  school-commun- 
ity pre-planning  and  preparation  have  gone  into  the 
development  of  the  program,  and  cooperation  between 
the  groups  concerned  has  been  enthusiastic,  according  to 
Mr.  Dierke.

Lowell  High  Reorganization  Is  Underway 

Flexibility  and  individuality  are  the  key  components  are  directed  to  and  instructed  in  the  use  not  only  of 


n  the  reorganization  of  the  instructional  program  being 
implemented  at  Lowell  High  School  this  fall  semester. 

The  concept  of  modular  flexible  scheduling  has  been 
ncorporaled  into  the  Lowell  program  along  with  a  nuin- 
)er  of  major  curricular  and  co-curricular  innovations. 

The  specifics  of  the  changes  taking  place  at  Lowell  are 
;arefully  spelled  out  in  a  report  presented  to  the  Board 
sf  Education  in  May  titled  Project  On-Site,  Educational 
'mprovement  Through  On-Site  Initiative. 

The  new  scheduling  structure  revolves  around  the 
sasic  instructional  unit  of  time  —  the  18  minute  module. 
The  total  school  day  encompasses  a  span  of  20  modules, 
aeginning  at  7 :  39  a.m.  and  ending  at  3 :  10  p.m. 

Each  department  in  the  school  has  selected  a  weekly 
aattern  of  meetings  from  among  several  options.  The 
jattcrns  allow  for  time  in  the  week  when  teachers  can 
*roup  students  for  individual  purposes  in  a  variety  of 
ways  — =:in  large  groups,  small  groups,  seminars,  for  indi- 
vidual tutoring,  and  for  individual  conferences. 

The  schedule  provides  time  within  the  school  day  for 
students  to  study  independently,  and  time  for  the  students 
to  utilize  various  resource  centers  and  multi-media  learn- 
ing aids  newly  instituted  within  the  school. 

Teachers  are  provided  time  to  meet  with  students  on 

i  individual  basis  outside  the  classroom  setting  in  de- 
partmental offices  and  in  resource  centers  which  are  de- 
signed to  bring  together  a  variety  of  learning  materials 
and  equipment  and  professional  services  into  an  organ- 
ized, systemized  and  efficient  relationship. 

Modular  flexible  scheduling  provides  all  Lowell  stu- 
dents with  some  self-scheduled  time  throughout  the  week. 
Up  to  18  per  cent  of  student  time  is  self-scheduled,  pro- 
viding the  student  an  opportunity  for  lunch,  independent 
( study,  tutoring,  mini-course  enrollment,  teacher  assistant 
15  service,  guidance,  community  resource  utilization,  and 
_  homework. 

Thirteen  departmental  offices  have  been  established  in 
the  Lowell  building  where  teachers  and  students  may 
meet,  confer,  and  discuss  (three  in  English,  two  in  social 
studies,  and  one  each  in  science,  mathematics,  creative 
arts,  foreign  language,  boys'  physical  education,  girls' 
physical  education,  drivers  education,  and  advanced 
placement  and  honors.) 

The  resource  centers  at  Lowell  are  combined  physical 
and  professional  resources  whereby  students  are  helped  to 
reinforce  and  extend  their  skills  and  understandings 
gained  initially  in  the  classroom.  In  such  centers  students 


books,  magazines,  and  unbounded  documentary  materials, 
but  also  tapes,  recordings,  filmstrips,  loop  films,  slides,  art 
media,  microfilms,  maps,  charts,  diagrams,  etc. 

The  resource  center  concept  presupposes  a  coordinated 
effort  of  librarians,  audio-visual  coordinator,  teachers, 
department  heads  and  resource  technicians,  instructing, 
tutoring  and  otherwise  helping  students  make  maximum 
use  of  the  wide  range  of  materials  and  services. 

Resource  centers  have  been  established  in  the  follow- 
ing areas:  social  studies,  English,  science -math,  listening- 
viewing,  advanced  placement  and  honors,  foreign  lan- 
guages, and  college  and  career  information.  The  tradi- 
tional concept  of  the  school  library  has  been  expanded 
into  a  multi-media  center  staffed  with  professional  and 
semi-professional  help. 

The  mini-course  concept  fits  best  into  a  school  program

(Continued  from  Page  1) 
which  is  flexibly  scheduled,  since  such  schedules  provide 
most  students  with  blocks  of  time  during  which  they  may 
pursue  special  interests,  but  such  courses  may  also  be 
available  in  schools  on  conventional  schedules,  perhaps 
during  study  periods.  Mini-courses  focus  on  specialized 
areas  of  interest  rather  than  on  broad  fields  of  knowledge. 
Mini-courses  are  short  term  courses  attended  voluntarily 
by  students  without  credit  dealing  with  subjects  students 
have  expressed  a  desire  to  study. 

Experiments  with  the  mini-course  curriculum  began 
last  year  at  Lowell.  Content  of  these  voluntary,  non- 
credit,  short-term  courses  provide  students  with  opportun- 
ities to  develop  individual  talents  and  to  broaden  their 
perspectives  and  horizons. 

Self-scheduled  time  in  the  weekly  programs  of  students 
will  open  up  opportunities  for  arTexpansion  of  ~the  teach- 
er  assistant  program  begun  during  the  spring  1969  term. 
The  program  is  an  innovation  in  teacher-pupil  relations 
designed  to  provide  for  the  direct  involvement  of  a  stu- 
dent in  the  teaching/learning  process  as  an  active  partici- 
pant in  classroom  instruction.  Approximately  100  stu- 
dents are  serving  as  teacher  assistants,  developing  lesson 
plans  and  teaching  under  the.  supervision  of  teachers. 

A  major  change  in  the  co-curricular  program  at  Lowell 
has  also  been  instituted  concurrently  with  the  scheduling 
changes  already  described.  A  new  Lowell  Charter  now  in 
effect  creates  a  unique  educational  co-curriculum. 

The  school's  current  Bulletin  of  Information  states,

Under  the  direction  of  teachers  Maureen  Rogan  and  Francis 
Claussen  and  with  the  cooperation  of  Rose  Mary  Colligan,  ele- 
mentary resource  librarian,  students  at  Alamo  School  have  been 
collecting  a  series  of  reproductions  of  the  works  of  various  artists 
for  the  school  library  to  be  used  for  classroom  and  home  circula- 
tion.

"In  its  expanded  form  the  co-curriculum  offers  Lowell 
students  opportunities  for  decision  making  over  a  wide 
range  of  activities,  from  organizing  rooting  sections  and 
producing  rallies,  to  sponsoring  outside  speakers  and 
teaching  mini-courses.  Although  they  are  expected  to 
seek  instructional  help  and  guidance  from  the  faculty  in 
co-curricular  as  well  as  in  curricular  activities,  Lowell 
students  are  guaranteed  the  widest  latitude  possible  with- 
in policy  and  legal  limits  to  choose  their  own  leadership, 
develop  their  own  budgets,  plan,  execute  and  evaluate 
their  programs  and  stand  on  their  own  decisions,  wise  and 
unwise.  The  Charter  incorporates  the  view  that  learning 
conies  from  failure  as  well  as  success,  and  Lowell  students 
have  opportunities  within  the  co-curriculum  to  profit 
from  both." 

It  further  states,  "The  new  co-curriculum  liberates  stu 
dents  from  the  confinements  and  frustrations  of  tradition' 
al  student  government.  In  its  most  sophisticated  forms  it 
is  a  staging  and  testing  ground  for  new  programs,  new 
styles  of  teaching,  and  new  ways  of  learning,  many  of 
which  can  find  their  way  eventually  into  the  curricular 
program." 

The  Lowell  "On-Site"  plan  grew  and  evolved  during 
the  1968-69  year  as  a  result  of  continuous  work  and  de- 
velopment by  school  administrators,  teachers,  students, 
parents,  community  members,  and  Central  Office  staff. 

Principal  Barton  H.  Knowles  has  commented,  "I  have 
been  most  gratified  at  the  overwhelming  support  of  the 
Lowell  High  School  faculty  as  the  plan  evolved.  In  addr 
tion  to  their  regular  professional  responsibilities,  they 
have  been  unstinting  in  their  efforts  to  plan  a  better  San 
Francisco  senior  high  school  program  of  the  future.  They, 
as  well  as  students  and  parental,  alumni  and  community 
leadership,  have  overwhelmingly  opted  for  reorganiza- 
tion." 

Mr.  Knowles  adds  that  the  components,  relationships 
and  safeguards  built  into  the  Lowell  program  of  reorgani- 
zation will  hopefully  have  relevance  to  any  senior  high 
school,  comprehensive  or  academic,  so  that  what  is  tried 
and  tested  at  Lowell  may  have  applications  within  any 
other  school  considering  a  new  format  or  direction.

•   PROJECT  "FEAST"  GROWTH   IS   NOTED 

The  FEAST  (Food  Education  and  Service  Training) 
project  which  started  at  the  City  College's  Hotel  and 
Restaurant  Department  in  1964  has  now  been  adopted 
in  public  high  schools  in  six  western  states. 

FEAST  was  the  subject  of  a  documentary  on  television 
station  KVOR  in  Sacramento,  which  explained  how  the 
program  is  operating  in  high  schools  of  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley. 

More  recently,  television  station  KGO  in  San  Fran- 
cisco gave  the  FEAST  program  full  treatment  in  an  edi- 
torial by  David  M.  Sacks,  vice  president  and  general 
manager,  and  in  its  news  coverage  program.

•  THERMAL  STENCIL,   NEW  STOCK   ITEM 

Late  this  past  spring,  the  Elementary  Supply  Com- 
mittee evaluated  a  new  and  completely  revolutionary 
stencil  that  can  be  exposed  through  a  thermal  process 
photo-copy  machine  being  used  in  the  schools,  such  as 
the  3M,  Add-O-Fax,  and  other  thermal  copying  ma- 
chines, to  reproduce  the  image  on  a  stencil. 

The  stencil  can  then  be  used  with  the  mimeograph 
equipniefil  presently  in  the  schools  to  reproduce  copies. 
In  addition  to  being  used  as  a  thermal  stencil,  the  stencil 
can  also  accept  typing,  stylus  marking,  etc.,  either  before 
or  after  being  exposed  through  a  thermal  machine. 

The  stencil  has  been  extensively  tested  at  Lowell  High 
School  with  complete  success,  reports  Edgar  Lahl,  Super- 
visor of  Supplies.  He  states,  "The  many  applications  of 
this  stencil  make  it  extremely  desirable  for  school  use, 
and  represents  the  greatest  breakthrough  in  stencil  work 
and  mimeographing  in  fifteen  years." 

This  item  and  samples  of  work  reproduced  from  this 
stencil  were  recently  displayed  at  the  School  Supplies 
Warehouse  exhibit  and  Open  House  held  during  May  of 
this  yeai . 

The  thermal  stencil  is  available  from  the  warehouse 
now,  and  may  be  ordered  by  a  general  requisition  from 
the  Division  of  Supplies.  The  cost  is  approximately 
$12.81)  per  package  ol  100.  A  bulletin  has  been  sent  to 
schools,  giving  the  sprain  ordering  information  for  this 
item.

The  paraprofessionals  in  the  Buena  Vista  program  will 
be  parents  drawn  from  the  community  who  will  be  given 
orientation  and  training  at  the  staff  level  with  further 
ongoing  training  by  the  teachers. 

According  to  Mr.  Jiminez,  "The  paraprofessional  be- 
comes an  extension  of  the  parental  role  at  home  and  the 
teacher's  own  professional  competence,  at  one  level  pro- 
viding the  cognitive  aid  to  children's  understanding  and 
at  another  level  serving  to  enlarge  the  affective  domain 
of  the  teacher  by  providing  more  immediate  attention  to 
the  students." 

The  non-graded  approach  at  Buena  Vista  will  be  to 
continue  to  assign  students  to  a  grade  level  and  to  refer 
to  a  student's  status  in  school  as  a  "fifth  grader"  or  a 
"fifth-year  student."  The  difference  would  be  that,  under 
the  individually  prescribed  program,  a  student  could  very 
well  be  in  his  fifth  year  at  school  and  yet  be  reading  at  a 
third  level,  be  able  to  comprehend  mathematics  at  a 
fourth  level,  and  easily  perform  athletically  with  sixth 
year  students. 

Teachers  will  have  their  assigned  grade  levels  to  teach 
as  formerly.  If  a  teacher's  assignment  is  to  teach  at  a 
fifth-year  level,  she  can  normally  expect  to  be  operating 
with  a  fifth  grade  curriculum.  Students  working  with  her 
at  any  given  time  would  be  at  fifth  grade  level,  and  most 
would  be  fifth-year  students. 

The  school  day,  however,  will  be  broken  into  time 
periods  or  learning  blocks  which  will  facilitate  the  mov- 
ing of  students  from  classroom  to  classroom  to  work  at 
the  level  which  their  abilities  or  current  studies  prescribe. 
Generally,  the  school  day  will  consist  of  four  time  periods: 
the  language  arts  block,  the  mathematics  block,  the  social 
studies  block,  and  the  block  which  includes  science,  the 
arts,  and  physical  education. 

A  student  in  the  fifth  grade,  then,  could  conceivably 
remain  in  his  room  most  of  the  day  except  to  move  to  a 
higher  or  lower  level  for  specified  subjects  such  as  mathe- 
matics or  science. 

Provisions  are  also  made  in  the  Buena  Vista  plan  for 
Spanish  bilingual  instruction.  Some  four  classrooms  will 
be  used  in  the  primary  grades  with  students  drawn  from 
neighboring  schools  in  addition  to  those  from  Buena  Vista 
who  qualify. 

Co-curricular  and  enrichment  opportunities  have  been 
extensively  investigated  and  include  close  cooperation 
and  exchange  of  ideas  with  the  nearby  Good  Samaritan

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At  Cleveland  School 


Apollo  Space  Flights  Studied 


The  interest  generated  by  the  Apollo  space  flights  resulted  in  a 
unique  science  project  at  Cleveland  School.  The  fourth  grade 
class  of  Ben  Cardinalli  constructed  a  large  model  of  the  Apollo 
Command  Module  to  accommodate  three  student  astronauts.  The 
frame  was  formed  from  the  wire  of  metal  coat  hangers.  The 
instrument  panel  was  complete  with  flashing  lights  and  turning 
dials.  As  the  science  project  progressed,  it  was  expanded  to  in- 
clude current  events,  arithmetic,  creative  writing,  reading  and 
art.  As  part  of  the  building  program,  the  students  formed  a 
corporation  and  paralleled  their  stock  with  one  on  the  New  York 
Stock  Exchange.  Students  took  photographs  during  various  phases 
of  construction  giving  them  a  sequential  record  of  the  project. 
Mr.  Cardinalli  revealed  that  the  study  provided  a  variety  of  learn- 
ing experiences  with  student  interest  and  motivation  at  a  high 
level. 

District  Administrator  Honored 

Edgar  Lahl,  Supervisor  of  Supplies,  was  recently  qual- 
ified as  a  Certified  Public  Purchasing  Officer  (CPPO). 

This  certification  program,  conducted  through  the 
California  Association  of  Public  Purchasing  Officers,  is 
recognized  by  the  National  Institute  of  Government  Pur- 
chasers (NIGP). 

Qualified  applicants  are  those  who  have  been  in  public 
purchasing  for  ten  years  or  more,  and  those  who  have 
the  educational  background,  including  course  work  in 
business  law,  purchasing,  personnel  management,  bud- 
geting and  accounting  procedures.

Mr.  Jiminez  envisions  a  close  working  relationship  witl 
the  Buena  Vista  community  through  the  use  of  parents  a 
paraprofessionals  and  utilizing  the  help  of  communit 
groups  in  planning  and  expanding  the  school's  program. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  cost  of  the  Buena  Vist 
program  will  be  mainly  covered  through  new  differenti 
ated  staffing  patterns  and  new  plans  of  staff  utilization. 

The  Buena  Vista  program  of  individualized  instructioi 
parallels  the  .Project  -Learn  Well  program-  at  Raphae 
Weill  School  as  outlined  in  the  September  1,  1969  issu 
of  the  Newsletter. 

Both  programs  involve  concerted  efforts  to  expand  in 
dividualized  instruction  through  the  use  of  a  non-gradci 
curriculum,  use  of  programmed  materials,  and  the  use  o 
paraprofessionals.  Both  also  involve  expanded  communit 
participation.  The  Buena  Vista  program,  however,  wil 
function  within  normal  budgetary  allocations,  not  requir 
ing  the  additional  financial  expenditures  comparable  b 
the  Project  Learn  Well  plan. 

Mr.  Jiminez  has  stated,  "The  concept  of  a  teacher  a 
an  organizer  and  leader  of  a  team  of  paraprofessional 
requires  a  unique  outlook  on  some  traditional  and  long 
standardized  attitudes.  Primarily,  a  renewed  faith  mus 
be  accorded  to  the  teacher's  ability  to  move  into  innova1 
tive  areas  which  are  not  really  impossible.  If  the  teache 
is  able  to  teach  children,  she  ought  to  be  able  to  sho\| 
adults  how  to  help  her  manage  a  class  as  an  extension  o 
her  own  abilities." 


The  Buena  Vista  plan  calls  for  a  corps  of  20  paraprol 
fessionals  working  with  ten  teachers  in  the  individualized 
instructional  program.

SABBATICAL  LEAVE  APPLICATIONS 

Teachers  who  are  considering  applying  for  Sab- 
batical Leave  for  spring  1970  are  urged  to  submit 
their  applications  before  October  1,  1969.  Forms 
may  be  obtained  from  principals  or  from  the  Per- 
sonnel Services  office,  room  116,  Central  Office. 

The  Administration  Regulations  Manual  states 
that  applications  for  Sabbatical  Leave  must  be  sub- 
mitted prior  to  October  1  or  March  1  of  the  semes- 
ter preceding  that  in  which  the  leave  is  desired. 

State  law  requires  a  minimum  of  seven  years  of 
service  for  eligibility.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  limits  the  total  number  of  Sabbatical 
Leaves  to  two  per  cent  of  the  certificated  force, 
with  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  grants  to  be 
allotted  during  a  single  semester. 

Seniority  is  considered  in  determining  precedence 
in  case  the  number  of  applicants  exceeds  two  per 
cent  of  the  certificated  staff.

Those  who  can  do  so  and  who  choose  to  complete  high 
chool  in  five  semesters  will  graduate  with  the  class  just 


ahead  of  them.  Some  of  them  may  wish  to  attend  a  sum- 
mer session  somewhere  along  the  line  in  order  to  com- 
plete a  full  four  years  of  college  preparatory  math  or 
foreign  language. 

Those  who  complete  graduation  requirements  at  the 
end  of  six  semesters  will  be  able  to  leave  high  school  to 
enter  college  or  to  go  to  work  in  January.  If  they  choose, 
they  can  return  in  June  to  take  part  in  graduation  cere- 
monies. 

Those  who  are  unable  to  complete  the  requirements  in 
either  five  or  six  semesters  will  continue  in  high  school, 
subject  to  age  limitations.

Pebble  Mosaic  Is  School  Effort

ADDITIONAL  INCREMENTS  FOR  TEACHERS 

In  line  with  policies  recommended  by  the  Super- 
intendent and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
probationary  appointees  since  July  1,  1969  have 
been  given  credit  for  up  to  four  years  of  prior  out- 
side teaching  experience  on  a  year-for-year  basis. 
This  means  that  it  is  now  possible  for  a  new  teacher 
to  start  on  the  fifth  rating. 

Section  7.10  of  the  1969-70  Salary  Schedule  pro- 
vides that  "presently  employed  teachers  who  quali- 
fy on  this  basis  (i.e.,  have  had  four  years  of  prior 
experience)  shall  be  similarly  placed  on  the  Sched- 
ule." 

The  Personnel  Services  Division  announces  that 
this  policy  is  being  carried  out.  Teachers  who  were 
appointed  during  1968-69  were  allowed  up  to 
three  years  of  credit  for  former  teaching,  and  other 
teachers  were  given  additional  credit  to  the  three- 
year  level. 

For  1969-70,  all  teachers  in  the  District  who  had 
received  credit  for  three  years  of  teaching  experi- 
ence prior  to  employment  here  and  who  were  ap- 
pointed prior  to  this  year  are  being  granted  an  addi- 
tional increment,  from  July  1,  1969,  if  they  had 
four  or  more  years  of  prior  experience.  Some  431 
teachers  have  received  the  fourth  increment,  ex- 
cepting teachers  already  on  maximum  rating.

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'reposition  'B'   on  November  Ballot 


New  Hunters  Point  Schools  Are  Proposed 


The  construction  of  two  new  elementary  schools  and 
he  modernization  of  an  older  school  in  the  Hunters  Point 
rea  of  San  Francisco  will  be  effected  if  Proposition  "B" 
m  the  November  4,  1969  election  ballot  is  successful. 

Proposition  "B"  will  authorize  a  bonded  indebtedness 
f  $5  million  to  provide  the  new  construction  and  mod- 
rnization. 

The  measure  will  fulfill  an  emergency  need  in  some  of 
the  long-neglected  school  facilities  in  the  Hunters  Point 
lommunity  by  providing  additional  educational  facilities 
|p  meet  the  present  and  immediate  future  requirements 
if  elementary  school  children  in  the  area. 

The  master  plan  for  the  southeast  section  of  San  Fran- 
iisco  calls  for  some  2,000  new  and  replacement  housing 
inits  to  be  built  in  the  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment 
'roject.  Proposition  "B"  ties  in  closely  with  the  plan  by 
iroviding  the  latest  and  most  up-to-date  facilities  and 
pportunities  for  the  children. 

The  passage  of  Proposition  "B"  would  result  in  dollar 
avings  for  San  Francisco  in  that  $2  million  of  the  $5 


million  bond  issue  will  be  substituted  for  part  of  the 
City's  cash  one-third  contribution  to  the  Hunters  Point 
Redevelopment  Project. 

If  the  proposed  school  improvements  were  made  and 
paid  for  in  full  from  the  City  treasury  on  a  current  basis, 
the  immediate  effect  would  be  a  sharp  increase  in  the  tax 
rate.  On  the  other  hand,  Proposition  "B",  if  passed, 
would  spread  the  cost  of  school  improvements  over  16 
years. 

Assessment  of  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  edu- 
cational programs  in  Hunters  Point  indicates  that  space 
requirements  and  existing  facilities  will  be  inadequate, 
and  that  new  school  facilities  and  modernization  are 
necessary.  Because  of  rising  construction  costs,  delay  in 
authorizing  these  school  bonds  will  increase  the  eventual 
expenditure  for  building  public  schools. 

Honorary  co-chairmen  in  support  of  Proposition  "B" 
are  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  and  former  mayor  of  San 
Francisco  George  Christopher. 


Emergency  Evaluation   Clinic  Starts 


The  District's  Emergency  Evaluation  Clinic  began 
operations  on  Wednesday,  October  1 .  The  clinic  is  the 
result  of  extended  planning  between  staff  members  and 
the  Negotiating  Council.  On  recommendation  of  the 
Superintendent,  the  Board  of  Education  approved  the 
funding  of  this  item  in  the  1969-70  budget. 

The  Emergency  Evaluation  Clinic  is  designed  to 
provide  assistance  to  administrators  and  teachers  in 
dealing  with  some  of  the  serious  student  behavior  prob- 
lems with  which  they  are  faced  and  with  the  concern 
that  has  been  expressed  about  some  of  the  student 
transfers.  For  example,  the  clinic  will  be  concerned 
with  pupils  who  are  involved  in  attacks  on  staff  mem- 
bers, in  unprovoked  assaults  on  other  students  or  in 
other  acts  of  violence  and  with  those  who  have  serious 
drug  problems. 

The  clinic  will  provide  an  immediate  assessment  of 
(a)  the  students'  intellectual  capacity,  (b)  their  emo- 
tional status,  and  (c)  their  academic  achievement  and 
vocational  goals.  Parental  involvement  will  be  actively 


sought  and  direct  suggestions  will  be  made  by  staff  as 
to  needed  changes. 

Three  disciplines  will  make  up  the  staff  —  two 
learning  specialists,  two  psychologists,  and  two  social 
workers.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  medical  ex- 
aminations including  hearing  and  vision  tests. 

Selection  of  pupils  to  be  studied  by  the  Emergency 
Evaluation  Clinic  will  be  made  by  the  Student  Place- 
ment Committee  from  those  pupils  who  are  suspended 
because  of  serious  difficulties  in  the  schools.  In  accord- 
ance with  provisions  of  the  State  Education  Code,  all 
pupils  under  study  by  the  Emergency  Evaluation 
Clinic  must  be  maintained  on  the  roll  of  the  referring 
school  until  some  other  official  disposition  is  made. 

The  clinic  is  housed  at  the  new  offices  of  the 
Special  Education  Unit  of  Pupil  Services,  850  Folsom 
Street.

Superintendent  Robert  E.  Jenkins  has  announced  that 
School  District  personnel  will  be  asked  to  participate  in 
the  United  Bay  Area  Crusade  campaign  during  the 
month  of  October. 

Dr.  Jenkins  states  that  the  Crusade's  1969  target  is 
$16.5  million  which  will  be  used  to  support  the  activities 
of  some  ISO  community  agencies. 

Multipurpose  pledge  cards  have  been  forwarded  to  all 
School  District  personnel  providing  for  voluntary  con- 
tributions to  the  drive. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  "fair  share"  formula  be  used  as 
a  guide  in  governing  contribution  amounts.  The  formula 
calls  for  one  hour's  pay  per  month  for  incomes  under 
$10,000  and  1  percent  plus  for  incomes  above  $10,000. 

Some  of  the  services  and  agencies  financed  through 
United  Bay  Area  Crusade  contributions  are  boys'  clubs, 
neighborhood  centers,  Catholic  Social  Services,  Jewish 
Welfare  Federation,  USO,  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  YMCA, 
Salvation  Army,  hospitals,  free  and  part-pay  medical 
and  psychiatric  clinics,  Red  Cross,  and  Camp  Fire  Girls, 
to  name  a  few. 

Because  the  task  of  collecting  and  distributing  contri- 
butions is  done  by  volunteer  workers,  the  cost  is  kept  at 
a  minimum  with  some  90  percent  of  the  funds  going  to 
help  people  in  need.

>art-time  employment  during  the  summer.  The  office  of  Occupational  Preparation  coordinated  the  program.  Pictured  are  students  at  their 
raining  positions.  Instruction  was  offered  in  areas  where  ample  employment  opportunties  are  to  be  found. 


Project  3000,  a  new  District  summer  school  work  study 
>rogram   that   included   both   exploratory  occupational 
Education  and  an  opportunity  for  paid  employment,  was 
uccessfully  carried  out  during  the  summer  months. 

The  project,  which  was  a  fully  funded  program  spon- 
I  ored  by  the  State  of  California  and  the  Vocational  Edu- 
cation Act,  was  operated  by  the  District  from  July  16  to 
fugust  29,  1969. 

Governor  Ronald  Reagan  signed  AB  136  (authorizing 
project  3000)   into  law  on  July  .14,  and  on  July  16  the 
>roject  went  into  full  operation. 

As  part  of  the  project,  300  students  attended  summer 
chool  for  part  of  the  day  and  were  gainfully  employed 
or  another  part  of  the  day. 

The  program  consisted  of  training  and  instruction  in 
iccupational  areas  where  ample  opportunity  for  regular 
mployment  is  to  be  found.  The  instructional  program 
vas  offered  in  several  occupational  cluster  areas. 


Component  One  included  125  boys  and  was  organized 
so  that  the  work  experience  part  of  the  program  took  the 
form  of  sheltered  workshops  using  senior  high  school 
industrial  arts  facilities. 

Component  Two  included  the  job  cluster  related  to 
sales  and  services,  office  occupations,  and  allied  medical 
careers.  All  of  the  students  in  this  group  were  employed 
as  receptionists,  switchboard  attendants,  typists,  file  clerks, 
key  punch  operators,  and  so  forth,  in  federal,  state,  local, 
educational,  and  non-profit  institutions. 

Component  Three  dealt  with  adjustment  students  who, 
in  addition  to  classroom  instruction,  received  various 
work  training  opportunities  which  permitted  them  to  re- 
inforce their  basic  skills.  Of  equal  importance  in  this 
component  was  the  stress  placed  upon  the  actual  acqui- 
sition and  demonstration  of  social  skills  needed  in  work- 
ing with  people.

Component  Four  consisted  of  40  students  who  worked 
at  shop  maintenance  jobs  at  John  O'Connell  Vocational 
Summer  School  and  who  later  helped  to  prepare  the  new 
airport  facility  as  detailed  in  the  September  8,  1969  issue 
of  the  Newsletter. 

Students  averaged  over  two  field  trip  contacts  during 
the  summer  with  various  businesses  and  industries.  They 
were  able  to  learn  about  job  opportunities,  job  require- 
ments, and  the  relevancy  of  the  school  curricula  in  pre- 
paring themselves  for  a  variety  of  careers. 

From  all  indications  Project  3000  was  of  significant 
value  to  those  who  participated.  Reports  from  work  sta- 
tion supervisors,  instructional  personnel,  and  student  en- 
rollees  reveal  the  impact  which  was  made  on  the  develop- 
ment of  students'  interests,  attitudes,  and  knowledge.

1.  What  is  Proposition  "B"  ? 
Proposition  "B"  is  a  $5  million  bond  issue  to  provide 

wo  new  elementary  schools  and  modernization  of  an 
ilcTef^crTool  lfi'the  Hunters  Point  area. 

2.  How  will  the  $5  million  be  used  ? 

The  money  wil  be  used  to  purchase  a  4.01  acre  school 
ite,  to  construct  two  elementary  schools,  and  to  moder- 
lize  Jedediah  Smith  Elementary  School.  One  of  the  new 
chools  will  be  located  at  Hudson  and  Keith  Streets  and 
he  other  at  Palou  and  Jennings. 

3.  Why  is  this  bond  measure  necessary? 

The  Redevelopment  Agency  plans  to  complete  2,000 
[welling  units  in  Hunters  Point.  This  deveopment  will 
iring  additional  children  into  the  area.  New  schools 
lust  be  built  to  accommodate  them.  Fifty-five  bungalows 
onstructed  prior  to  1947  for  "temporary"  use  are  now 
erving  the  children  in  the  Hunters  Point-Bayview  Dis- 
rict  and  are  scheduled  for  removal. 

4.  When  will  construction  be  completed? 

The  proposed  time  table  calls  for  a  minimum  of  37 
nonths  required  for  the  construction  of  each  school  with 
onstruction  taking  place  between  October  1971  and 
'ebruary  1973. 


5.  Are  present  school  facilities  adequate? 

The  answer  is  "no."  Hunters  Point  I  School  has  been 
closed  because  of  its  antiquated  condition  and  is  being 
used  for  pre-school  programs.  Hunters  Point  II  School 
is  composed  entirely  of  temporary  classrooms  and  will  be 
demolished  upon  the  construction  of  the  two  new  schools 
and  the  remodeling  of  Jedediah  Smith  School.  Jedediah 
Smith  Annex  was  built  in  1944  and  consists  of  World 
War  II  bungalows  built  for  "temporary"  use.  These  14 
buildings  will  be  torn  down  during  the  proposed  re- 
modeling. 

6.  How  many  temporary  classrooms  are  presently  in 
use  in  the  Hunters  Point  area? 

Fifty-five.  These  buildings  are  serving  approximately 
1,200  children  and  will  be  replaced  by  the  new  school 
facilities  proposed  under  the  bond  issue. 

7.  Why  hasn't  the  School  District  planned  a  larger 
bond  measure  in  order  to  meet  the  school  needs  in  other 
parts  of  the  city? 

The  School  District  is  presently  planning  a  city-wide 
building  and  modernization  bond  measure  for  the  June 
1970  ballot.  The  present  $5  million  bond  issue  is  tied  in 
with  the  Redevelopment  Agency's  plan  for  the  Hunters 
Point  area  of  the  city.  Construction  must  begin  immedi- 
ately if  the  schools  are  to  be  ready  for  families  moving 
into  the  2,000  new  dwelling  units.

"  groups  live.  Each  of  the  three  teacher  groups  meets  week- 
ly in  one  of  the  areas  —  Western  Addition,  Chinatown, 
>r  Mission  —  for  orientation,  and  then  goes  out  into  the 
community. 

These  "walking  field  trips"  give  the  teachers  an  oppor- 
unity  to  meet  residents  of  the  district,  talk  to  shop  own- 
ers, and  see  the  homes  and  living  and  working  conditions 
jirst-hand  —  not  just  hear  or  read  about  them. 


The  planners  of  the  course  felt  that  the  personal  con- 
tracts afforded  would  be  the  most  effective  approach  to 
learning  about  people  from  diverse  backgrounds. 

An  in-service  ethnic  studies  committee  met  this  past 
summer  in  workshop  sessions  to  develop  the  course  con- 
tent outline.  Members  included  John  Orofino  (Galileo), 
John  Reilly  (Polytechnic),  Aner  Young  (Woodrow  Wil- 
son), Millie  Johnston  (Daniel  Webster),  Gerald  DeRyan 
(Marina) ,  Ken  Wong  ( Aptos) ,  and  Mr.  Arago. 

The  committee  members  have  planned  the  course  with 
an  eye  toward  the  possibility  of  it  becoming  a  continuous 
program,  eventually  to  involve  all  teachers  in  the  District. 

The  city's  major  teacher  organizations  have  urged  that 
an  in-depth  ethnic  studies  program  be  implemented 
which  would  bring  teachers  an  awareness  of  the  inner 
community  problems  of  the  city  and  its  diverse  cultures. 

The  basic  objectives  of  the  current  pilot  program  as  it 
has  evolved  are  1.)  to  open  communication  channels  to 
look  at,  talk  about,  and  feel  the  problems  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's cosmopolitan  educational  population  and  to  spell 
out  the  task  of  the  school  in  view  of  the  cosmopolitan 
community;  2.)  to  provide  the  teachers  and  administra- 
tors with  a  first  hand  awareness  of  the  experiential  world 
of  the  inner  city  child  and  of  possible  implications  of  this 
for  the  school  program;  and  3.)  to  establish  a  peer  rela- 
tionship with  inner  city  parents  and  an  awareness  of  the 
importance  of  parent  interests  and  opinions  as  a  resource. 


Teachers  enrolled  in  the  Dis- 
trict's Ethnic  Studies  in-service 
course  are  seen  as  they  go  out 
into  the  community  to  meet  par- 
ents, businessmen,  and  residents. 
On  the  left,  teachers  are  in  the 
Western  Addition  District  and  on 
the  right  in  the  Mission  District.

Ten  District  students  from  Abraham  Lincoln,  George 
Washington,  and  Lowell  High  Schools  participated  in  a 
five-week  summer  drama  workshop  at  San  Francisco 
State  College  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Sam  Elkind 
with  the  cooperation  of  William  B.  Cummings,  Super- 
visor, Programs  for  the  Gifted. 

The  students  studied  make-up,  improvisation,  technical 
theater,  production,  and  voice  and  diction.  They  were 
also  responsible  for  producing  and  directing  13  one-act 
plays  during  the  course  of  the  summer. 

Highlights  of  the  summer  program  were  the  produc- 
tion of  Taming  of  the  Shrew  by  the  students  under  the 
direction  of  Barry  MacDonald  of  the  American  Conserv- 
atory Theater  and  the  sessions  of  improvisation  led  by 
members  of  The  Committee. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  1970  workshop  and 
partial  or  full  scholarships  will  be  available  for  selected 
students.  District  drama  teachers  will  receive  full  particu- 
lars about  the  program  in  the  spring.

The  major  objectives  of  the  program  are  to  guide 
lupils  to  understand  the  value  systems  and  motivations

'upils  to  examine  critically  a  wide  range  of  factual  in- 
I  initiation  and  expert  opinion  and  to  distinguish  between 
id  evaluate  them.

The  target  group  of  the  program  is  youth  who  are  still 
in  the  mainstream  of  society.  It  is  felt  that  those  in  this 
group  who  are  uninformed  or  misinformed  and  those 
who  will  accept  guidance  can  be  reached  by  the  program. 

A  sequential  classroom  instruction  program  is  now 
being  implemented  in  each  District  school  in  each  grade, 
K  through  12. 

Responsibility  is  assigned  to  the  classroom  teacher  in 
the  elementary  schools  and  to  teachers  of  certain  desig- 
nated courses  in  the  secondary  schools:  health,  science, 
social  studies,  and  family  life  education. 

An  instructional  package  of  sample  lesson  plans  is 
available  for  each  grade  and/or  subject. 

Teacher  education  and  classroom  instruction  focus 
on  drugs  as  one  of  many  problems  young  people  face  as 
they  grow  up.  Teachers  are  helped  to  understand  that 
many  responsible  young  people  view  the  drug  scene  and 
the  world  quite  differently  than  do  most  adults.  Facts 
and  expert  opinions  are.  compared  with  myths  and  folk- 
lore, and  motivations  and  value  systems  are  explored. 

Projects,  methods,  and  plans  initiated  by  the  School 
District  are  aimed  at  preventing  young  people  from  in- 
juring themselves  by  misusing  and  abusing  drugs.  Such 
activities  include  the  following: 

•  A  K  through  12  sequential  instructional  program 
and  grade  level  lesson  plans  have  been  prepared  by  a 
committee  of  selected  teachers  representative  of  each 
educational  level.  There  is  a  package  of  five  lesson  plans 
for  each  grade,  except  for  grades  K,  1,  and  2  (three 
lessons)  and  grade  10  (ten  lessons).  The  lessons  suggest 
objectives,  major  concepts,  learning  opportunities,  evalu- 
ative procedures,  and  pupil  and  teacher  instructional 
aids  and  references.  These  lesson  plans  will  be  used  in 
each  school,  evaluated,  revised,  and  augmented. 

•  As  an  outcome  of  several  District  in-service  courses 
held  during  the  past  18  months,  about  700  teachers  have 
completed  at  least  one  in-service  course  on  the  drug 
scene.  Courses  are  offered  throughout  the  school  year 
and  during  the  summer.  Some  courses  are  of. the  survey 
type,  while  others  are  seminar  groups  which  visit  com- 
munity agencies  and  have  conferences  with  therapists 
and  addicts  and  users  under  therapy.  Some  courses  focus 
on  training  key  teachers  in  each  school  to  prepare  them 
to  conduct  teacher  preparation  sessions  on  each  school 
site. 

•  Each  school  has  been  asked  to  organize  a  Drug  In-

formation  Center  for  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils.  A 
resource  teacher  from  the  regular  school  staff  is  in  charge 
of  the  center,  which  serves  as  a  depository  for  instruc- 
tional materials  and  references,  a  counseling  and  referral 
center,  a  teacher  education  center,  and  a  channel 
through  which  parent-school-community  efforts  may  be 
coordinated  and  evaluated. 

•  In  each  of  two  senior  high  schools  approximately 
100  pupils  selected  by  their  peers  visited,  in  groups  of 
about  ten,  a  variety  of  rehabilitation  and  treatment 
agencies  and  drop-in  centers.  They  shared  their  observa- 
tions, learning,  and  impressions  with  their  classmates  in 
and  out  of  class. 

•  About  100  teachers,  representative  of  all  secondary 
and"  some  elementary  schools,  sp'erit  ~6"neT  Saturday  "on"  a 
field  trip  to  Mendocino  State  Hospital,  "The  Family" 
Drug  Therapy  Unit,  exchanging  ideas  with  patients  and 
therapists  in  small  group  seminars. 

•  Following  a  careful  orientation  of  administrators, 
teachers,  and  parent  representatives,  screened  former 
users  and  addicts  are  utilized  as  resource  persons  for 
formal  classes  and  informal  discussions. 

•  The  Medical  Society,  the  .Banisters  Club,  and  the 
University  of  California  Medical  Center  provide  volun- 
teer resource  persons  for  teacher  training,  parent  meet- 
ings, and  classroom  programs.  Other  agencies  provide 
resource  persons  also. 

•  A  three-week  trial  use  of  the  Lockheed  "Drug  De- 
cision" multimedia  program  was  held  in  six  schools  in- 
volving 300  pupils  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  school 
levels. 

•  During  the  summer,  on  Saturdays,  and  in  evennigs, 
a  number  of  teachers  and  high  school  students  do  volun- 
teer service  in  drug  therapy  agencies. 

•  A  Drug  Abuse  Advisory  Committee,  composed  of 
representatives  from  the  Medical  Society,  Public  Health, 
city,  state,  and  federal  law  enforcement,  probation,  PTA, 
elementary  and  secondary  teachers,  and  high  school 
pupils,  meets  monthly  to  exchange  ideas,  share  reports, 
evaluate  the  instructional  program  for  pupils  and  teach- 
ers, and  recommend  action  items  to  the  administration. 

•  In  at  least  one  senior  high  school  a  group  of  inter- 
ested pupils  (Youth  to  Youth  Project)  meet  twice  weekly 
after  school  with  a  volunteer  teacher  to  plan  and  carry 
out  projects  to  utilize  peer  pressure  to  discourage  drug 
experimentation  by  younger  pupils  in  nearby  junior  high 
schools  and  elementary  schools.  The  students  are  study- 
ing the  drug  scene  in  depth,  including  visitations  to 
agencies,  and  arc  preparing  panels  and  other  presenta- 
tions which  they  will  give  to  younger  children  upon  re- 
quest of  the  principal. 

•  A  set  of  24  color  drug  identification  slides  of  contra- 
band drugs  and  drug  paraphernalia  has  been  made  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Danger- 
ous Drugs.  One  set  of  these  slides  is  cosigned  to  each 
school. 

•  Each  secondary  school  is  setting  up  a  school  site 
subcommittee  on  drugs  within  the  existing  structure  of 


the  School  Site  Committee  of  parents,  pupils,  teachei 
and  community  representatives.  The  purpose  of  th 
committee  is  to  study  and  act  upon  the  drug-relate 
problems  unique  to  its  school. 

Several  innovative  teaching  methods  and  projects  a: 
under  development  and  in  trial  operation  now.  The 
activities  emphasize  the  direct  participation  of  childre 
and  youth  as  respected  members  of  the  teaching-learnir 
team,  rather  than  as  passive  recipients  of  solely  "ov<

Approximately  53  percent  of  the  voters  of  San 
Francisco  registered  their  approval  of  Proposition 
B,  the  District's  School  Bond  Measure.  In  light  of 
the  voter  reaction  to  higher  taxes  throughout  the 
state  and  in  particular  our  city,  we  at  least  won  a 
moral  victory. 

Mayor  Alioto  has  announced  that  legal  efforts  are 
under  way  to  establish  the  possibility  of  a  majority 
vote  on  bond  issues. 

However,  the  District's  plans  to  construct  two  ele- 
mentary schools  in  the  Hunters  Point  Redevelop- 
ment Area  must  be  postponed.  Rededication  and  a 
strong  commitment  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  all  school  personnel  will  bring  vic- 
tory to  this  project  in  the  June  1970  bond  cam- 
paign.

•  WOODSHOP  EXPERIENCE  AT  HORACE  MANN 

As  part  of  a  new  classroom  experience,  the  8th  and  9th 
grade  woodshop  students  of  James  Meagher  at  Horace 
Mann  Junior  High  School  are  learning  to  operate  a 
radial  saw,  a  complex  piece  of  woodworkingxquipment. 

Through  viewing  loop  films,  working  with  illustrated 
programmed  instruction  books,  and  through  performance 
sessions,  Mr.  Meagher's  students  are  becoming  familiar 
with  the  parts  and  functions  of  the  radial  saw.  Students 
are  given  an  opportunity  to  make  machine  cuts  on  the 
saw  and  evaluate  results. 

Individually  and  independent  of  teacher  instruction, 
students  are  teaching  themselves  by  using  a  Total  Self- 
Instructional  System,  the  components  of  which  have  been 
designed  and  built  by  Jon  Kassay,  Associate  Professor  of 
Industrial  Arts  at  San  Francisco  State  College. 

Each  afternoon  Professor  Kassay  comes  to  Horace 
Mann  to  collect  data  that  will  be  analyzed  to  determine 
how  well  each  of  the  instructional  components  func- 
tions, making  certain  students  do  not  perform  sawing 
operations  in  an  unsafe  manner.  He  states  that  although 
the  system  was  designed  for  high  school  students  and 
adults,  Horace  Mann  students  are  performing  exception- 
ally well.

At  Palace  of  Arts  and  Sciences 


New  Work  Experience  Program  Start 


In  cooperation  with  the  Rosenberg  Foundation  and 
the  Palace  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the  Office  of  Occupa- 
tional Preparation  has  developed  a  program  of  unique 
work  and  learning  experiences  for  District  students  this 
semester. 

The  Palace  of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  made  available  to 
high  school  students  the  facilities  and  services  of  its 
Exploratorium  of  science,  technology,  and  human  per- 
ception. 

Staff  members  of  the  Exploratorium  are  guiding  Dis- 
trict work  experience  students  in  developing  new-  skills  in 
the  creation  of  exhibits  and  displays.  The  students  are 
being  taught  how  to  plan,  construct,  and  design  exhibits 
which  will  subsequently  be  on  view  at  the  facility. 

This  learning-while-doing  will  expose  students  to  ele- 
ments of  science,  carpentry,  electronics,  art,  decoration, 
photography,  and  many  other  technical  areas.  Once  they 
have  learned  about  the  displays  through  involvement  in 
their  construction,  the  students  will  then  serve  as  guides 
to  visitors  of  the  museum.    . 

Students  will  be  paid  for  their  services  through  funds 
made  available  by  the  Rosenberg  Foundation.

Approve  Adult  Education  Move 

The  Adult  and  Occupational  Education  Division  of 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  city's  newly  created  Junior  College  District 
effective  November  6,  1969. 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  November  5,  1969  meet- 
ing unanimously  approved  the  move  and  allocated  53 
cents  of  the  present  $3.53  school  tax  limit  to  the  new 
Junior  College  District. 

A  recent  state  law  requires  the  creation  of  the  Junior 
College  District  by  July  1,  1970,  and  requires  that  con- 
trol of  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  now  under  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District,  be  taken  over  by  the 
new  district. 

The  Board  of  Education  approved  the  additional  stip- 
ulation that  the  Adult  and  Occupational  Education  Divi- 
sion should  be  part  of  the  new  district. 

An  exception  to  this  is  the  day  program  of  the  John 
O'Connell  Vocational  High  School  and  Technical  Insti- 
tute, most  of  which  will  remain  under  the  SFUSD. 

The  resolution  noted  that  it  is  customary  in  junior  col- 
lege districts  in  California  for  many  of  the  technical 
courses  and  programs  currently  being  offered  in  the  Adult 
and  Occupational  Education  Division  to  be  classified  at 
the  13th  and  14th  grade  levels  and  for  students  enrolled 
in  such  courses  and  programs  to  earn  the  Associate  in 
Arts  degree  or  Associate  in  Science  degree,  supporting  the 
transfer  of  tin-  division.

Dr.  Jenkins  emphasized,  "Individualized  instruction  is 
acIe  of  the  productive  techniques  of  the  Project  READ 
'•"[ogrammed  materials  now  in  use  and  is  outstandingly 
eVective  when  used  by  excellent  teachers.  The  percentage 
™tf  children  achieving  a  year  or  more  by  grade  level  far 
*  fceeds  the  system-wide  percentage." 

The  Superintendent  also  stated  that  in  addition  to  the 
"Y/ealing  improvements  in  the  20  schools  on  the  basis  of 
-K  system-wide  test  results,  "Hard  Data"  showed  the 
*%ne  improvements  in  a  carefully  designed  study  of  1,296 
r*tildren  who  remained  in  the  same  school  during  1968- 
{ i  and  were  using  the  Project  READ  programmed  read-

A  student  progresses  at  his  own  rate  and  re- 
ceives immediate  reinforcement  from  the  book  he  uses. 
The  book  literally  says  to  him  'that's  right  —  try  again  — 
good!'" 

Dr.  Jenkins  summed  up  the  results  of  the  reading  pro- 
gress by  stating,  "In  addition  to  teacher  commitment,  we 
must  continue  to  seek  parent  and  pupil  commitment.  We 
are  finding  the  answers  together  and  are  moving  forward 
in  San  Francisco."

Curriculum  materials  which  were  produced  during  the 
summer  of  1969  in  production  workshops  are  now  gener- 
ally available  for  classroom  use  on  an  experimental  basis.

Initial  planning  was  executed 
through  the  District's  Supplementary  Education  Center, 
Title  III. 

In  August  1969  two  complex  planners  were  appointed 
—  Mrs.  Thelma  Boyer  for  the  Richmond  Complex  and 
Mrs.  Betty  L.  McNamara  for  the  Park-South  Complex. 

Betty  de  Losada  has  been  named  community  organiza- 
tion representative  to  work  with  the  planners,  and  Charles 
Roberts  is  assisting  with  the  evaluation  design. 

The  Supplementary  Education  Center  suggested  three 
major  areas  for  immediate  action.  They  included  the 
following : 

1 .  Development  of  a  computer  bank  of  information  on 
pupils  which  would  assist  in  the  designation  of  school 
levels  and  which  could  be  used  to  develop  program. 

2.  Identification  of  and  introduction  of  quality  com- 
ponents. 

3.  Establishment  of  a  community  organization  model 
which  would  address  itself  to  the  entire  complex  plan. 

Under  area  1  above,  a  contract  has  been  made  with 
the  University  of  San  Francisco  to  develop  computer  pro- 
gramming. 

Dr.  James  Haag  and  Edward  Dierauf,  parents  of  chil- 
dren in  the  complex  area  and  instructors  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  San  Francisco  and  City  College  of  San  Francisco, 
respectively,  are  giving  direction  to  the  computer  pro- 
gram. 

Under  area  2  above,  relative  to  quality  components, 
teachers  and  administrators  of  schools  in  the  complexes 
have  been  meeting  as  separate  groups  to  discuss  and  help 
identify  ingredients  which  they  believe  will  help  improve 
the  educational  product  in  these  schools. 

In  addition,  substitute  time  has  been  provided  to  free 
teachers  so  that  they  can  visit  programs  that  have  been 
identified  as  quality  programs.  New  programs  have  al- 
ready been  introduced  in  many  schools  as  a  result  of  visits 
and  interest  generated  by  Report  #3  .  .  .  Educational 
Equality /Quality. 

Under  area  3  above,  interim  councils  were  estab- 
lished in  October  with  parent  representatives  from  each 
school  in  the  complex  as  well  as  from  interested  com- 
munity groups  and  civic  organizations.  Representatives 
from  each  teacher  council  have  been  added. 

Each  council  now  has  a  permanent  chairman  —  James 
Browne  for  the  Park-South  Complex  and  Peter  Mezey 
for  the  Richmond  Complex.

The  councils  have  established  nine  working  committees 
which  have  been  discussing  the  nine  points  named  in 
the  Board  Resolution.  Each  of  the  committees  has  par- 
ents, teachers,  field  administrators,  and  central  office  staff 
members  working  together. 

The  Park-South  Council  meets  each  Thursday  at  7:30 
p.m.  at  Jefferson  Elementary  School,  and  the  Richmond 
Council  meets  each  Wednesday  at  7 :  30  p.m.  at  Roosevelt 
Junior  High  School. 

Each  council  sends  a  regular  newsletter  to  all  parents 
in  the  respective  district. 

Under  a  technical  grant  from  the  Great  Cities  Re- 
search Council,  a  meeting  was  sponsored  on  October  31  - 
November  1  with  representatives  from  major  cities  send- 
ing personnel  to  discuss  how  they  were  meeting  the  chal- 
lenge of  improving  racial  balance  and  providing  quality 
education.  This  was  the  first  such  meeting  of  this  type  in 
the  nation. 

Dr.  Jenkins  and  Mr.  Pivnick  were  in  Washington  D.C. 
and  New  York  recently  to  discuss  Report  #3  and  funding 
possibilities  with  Commissioner  Allen  and  his  staff  of  the 
United  Stairs  Office  of  Education.

At  Lafayette  School 

Butterfly  Project  Draws  Notice 


A  special  study  of  butterflies  at  Lafayette  School  has  members  of 
the  first  grade  classes  anxiously  awaiting  the  "hatching"  of 
Monarch  butterflies.  Students  displaying  their  butterfly  booklets 
include  (left  to  right)  Jeanna  Kelly,  Lori  McLoughlin,  Andrea 
Cahee,  Robert  Durham,  Randal  Fehlhaber,  and  Terry  Tarn.  With 
the  students  are  Charlene  Courtney,  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Stella 
Rosenberg,  Lafayette  principal. 

An  in-depth  study  of  butterflies  has  been  undertaken 
by  the  combined  first  grade  classes  at  Lafayette  School 
this  semester.  Under  the  direction  of  teacher  Charlene 
Courtney  the  students  are  participating  in  a  scientific 
probe  of  the  insect  in  both  the  areas  of  physical  properties 
and  the  environments  in  which  they  are  found. 

The  study  includes  the  metamorphosis  of  the  Monarch 
butterfly  and  following  the  changes  by  direct  observation. 
The  children  have  studied  the  different  stages  of  the  life 
cycle,  the  feeding  habits,  the  structure  of  the  insect,  and 
the  migration  pattern.  The  latter  topic  brings  in  geogra- 
phy and  map  reading. 

Much  of  the  science  work  has  involved  language  arts. 
The  classes  have  made  books  that  will  contain  individual 
charts  and  stories.  Many  books  from  libraries  have  been 
utilized  by  teachers  to  increase  knowledge  which  has  been 
used  in  the  compilation  of  facts,  charts,  and  maps. 

Audio  visual  materials  such  as  films  and  film  strips  have 
been  used.  A  parent  loaned  the  classes  her  slide  collection 
of  beautiful  South  American  butterflies  and  moths. 

Various  media  of  art  have  been  used  to  make  decora- 
tive covers  for  the  students'  individual  booklets.  These 
have  included  collages  and  butterflies  made  out  of  tissue, 
cloth,  and  paper. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  aspects  of  the  study  for  the 
students  is  the  observation  of  eight  Monarch  chrysalises 
as  they  hatch  and  the  butterflies  emerge.  The  students 
have  set  up  an  investigative  process  using  data  they  are 
observing.  This  includes  dates  and  notes  of  the  progress 
witnessed. 

The  big  event  of  the  project  will  be  the  emergence  from 
each  chrysalis  of  the  beautiful  butterflies.

Maud  E.  Pearson,  teacher  at  Pelton 
Junior  High  School  and  a  research 
staff  member  of  the  California  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences,  served  as  both  a  con- 
sultant and  a  discussant  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  West  Coast  Elasmo- 
branch  Panel  sponsored  by  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Biological  Sciences. 
>  The  meeting  was  held  at  the  Cali- 

1  1  I     fornia  Academy  of  Sciences,  Novem- 

ber 12-13.  Many  international  and 
west  coast  shark  investigators  gathered 
to  share  their  recent  findings  and  activities  in  shark  re- 
search. This  panel  is  supported  by  the  Office  of  Naval 
Research,  Washington.  D.C. 

Miss  Pearson's  studies  have  been  concerned  with 
blood  plasma  protein  in  more  than  fifteen  different  spe- 
cies of  sharks,  skates,  and  rays.  The  techniques  employed 
are  both  biochemical  and  electrophorectic  studies  to  de- 
termine both  the  normal  and  abnormal  changes  in  the 
plasma  protein  components.  Using  the  leopard  shark, 
Triakis  semifasciatus,  she  has  been  able  to  demonstrate 
changes  in  the  blood  plasma  due  to  environmental  stress. 

Other  species  studied  by  her  include  bony  fishes, 
whales,  dolphins,  monkeys,  and  humans.  These  studies  are 
now  being  used  for  inter  and  intraspecific  taxonomy.  Her 
works  were  presented  to  the  panel  by  Dr.  Earl  S.  Herald, 
Curator  of  Steinhart  Aquarium,  California  Academy  of 
Sciences.

Of  the  $2.8  million  figure,  it  is  anticipated  that  $1.6 
million  will  be  forthcoming  from  federal,  state,  and 
foundation  sources.

Dr.  Jenkins  further  indicated  that  transportation  plans 
are  currently  being  refined  and  would  also  be  available  in 
March. 

The  plan  calls  for  integrating  the  schools  in  the  two 
complexes  by  using  an  operating  method  in  which  some 
schools  will  offer  only  grades  1  to  3  and  others  will  have 
only  grades  4  to  6.  Kindergarten  placement  has  yet  to  be 
decided. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  one-half  of  the  9,000  chil- 
dren will  require  bus  service  with  the  longest  run  of  about 
15  minutes.  It  has  been  recommended  that  no  children 
be  bused  to  schook-out  of-the-complexes.

The  88  bilingual  students  in 
the  project  were  tested  in  a  cooperative  venture  with 
graduate  students  from  San  Francisco  State  College 
working  toward  a  Masters  Degree  in  English  as  a  Second 
Language. 

In  addition,  over  120  other  pupils  were  tested  in  the 
Spanish  bilingual  program.  Test  results  will  assist  the 
teachers  in  determining  the  individual  language  needs  of 
each  student. 

Teachers  Lynn  Blaskower,  Zoanne  Harris,  Candace 
McMurray,  and  Dolores  Nice  volunteered  for  the  project 
which  is  non-graded.  They  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
play  a  major  role  in  planning  the  program  and  develop- 
ing instructional  objectives  which  will  be  used  to  create 
individualized  instructional  curricula. 

The  bilingual  teachers  are  receiving  guidance  from 
Dr.  Samuel  Henrie,  consultant,  and  Elmer  Gallegos,  Su- 
pervisor, Spanish  Bilingual  Education.  Curricula  pro- 
duced by  private  companies  and  material  which  origin- 
ated during  the  past  year  and  summer  workshop  are 
being  used  for  instruction. 

It  is  hoped  that  Title  VII  funds  of  the  bilingual  act 
will  be  available  to  support  the  production  of  instruc- 
tional bilingual  packages. 

The  bilingual  classes,  as  they  become  more  individual- 
ized in  structure,  will  serve  as  models  for  the  future 
Spanish  bilingual  education  program.

"Maadhimishma  African,"  a  Swahili  term  for  African 
Festival,  was  the  theme  of  a  multi-culture  program  pre- 
sented recently  at  Le  Conte  School. 

The  all-day  program  was  designed  to  familiarize  Le 
Conte  students  with  various  cultural  aspects  of  Black 
culture.

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SABBATICAL  LEAVE  APPLICATIONS 

Teachers  who  are  considering  applying  for  Sab- 
batical Leave  for  fall  1970  are  urged  to  submit 
their  applications  before  March  1,  1970.  Forms 
may  be  obtained  from  principals  or  from  the  Per- 
sonnel Services  office,  room  116,  Central  Office. 

The  Administration  Regulations  Manual  states 
that  applications  for  Sabbatical  Leave  must  be  sub- 
mitted prior  to  October  1  or  March  1  of  the  semes- 
ter preceding  that  in  which  the  leave  is  desired. 

State  law  requires  a  minimum  of  seven  years  of 
service  for  eligibility.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  limits  the  total  number  of  Sabbatical 
Leaves  to  two  per  cent  of  the  certificated  force, 
with  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  grants  to  be 
allotted  during  a  single  semester.

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Varied  Offerings 


Spring   Inservice  Courses  Are  Schedule* 


A  sustained  effort  is  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Instruc- 
tional Development  and  Services  Department  to  offer 
inservice  opportunities  designed  to  meet  specific  instruc- 
tional needs  as  they  arise.  Staff  development  and  curric- 
ulum development  are  seen  as  interrelated  parts  of  a 
process  designed  to  insure  instructional  improvement. 
Many  variables,  operating  in  greater  and  lesser  degrees 
of  urgency,  influence  curriculum  design.  Basic  among 
these  are  the  composition  of  the  student  population 
which  is  being  educated  and  its  relation  to  an  adult 
urban  society. 

ETHNIC  STUDIES 

In  San  Francisco,  composed  as  it  is  of  people  from 
myriad  ethnic  background's;  there  tes'been  an"  urgent 
demand  for  information  on  these  varied  cultures.  The 
information  needed  encompasses  historical  as  well  as 
value  system  data.  Effort  has  been  made  to  collect  these 
materials  in  Black  Studies,  in  Asian  Studies  (predomi- 
nantly Chinese;  one  unit  on  the  Japanese),  and  in  Latino 
Studies.  The  materials  in  Black  Studies  already  circu- 
lated are  predominantly  for  use  at  elementary  level,  but 
guides  are  now  being  printed  for  both  junior  high  and 
senior  high  instruction.  Materials  have  been  developed 
in  Asian  Studies  K-12.  In  Latino  Studies  a  volume  of 
reference  materials  is  now  available.  Curriculum  models 
for  integrating  the  Latino  materials  are  yet  to  be  de- 
veloped. 

BILINGUAL  AND  ESL 

Concentrated  effort  is  currently  being  directed  toward 
the  development  of  bilingual  and  ESL  materials  and  five 
inservice  situations  are  scheduled  for  this  semester.  Rec- 
ognition of  other  areas  of  urgent  need  is  indicated  in  the 
addition  of  diagnositc/remedial  approaches  to  individu- 
alized instruction  in  reading  and  content  areas.  There  is 
an  emphasis  on  ecology/conservation,  inquiry  in  social 
science  instruction,  elements  of  group  interaction,  and 
reading-articulation  design  between  elementary  and  jun- 
ior high  levels. 
SUMMER  PRODUCTION  WORKSHOPS 

Inservice  design  has  been  extended  to  cover  classroom 
usage  and  evaluation  of  experimental  materials  in  order 
to  effect  a  closer  tie  between  theory  and  practice.  Evalu- 
ation seminars  are  a  part  of  this  program.  Summer  pro- 
duction workshops  provide  an  opportunity  for  teachers 
in  groups  to  develop  the  new  materials  which  are  then 
tested  in  instructional  situations  before  being  approved 
or  revised. 
TASK  FORCE  INVOLVEMENT 

Curriculum  task  forces,  on-site  requests,  and  experi- 
mental usage  of  materials  provide  the  data  for  determ- 
ining what  kinds  of  materials  —  on  the  basis  of  need 
priority  —  will  be  developed  in  any  given  summer. 
Teacher  specialists  and  personnel  from  elementary  and 
junior  and  senior  high  levels  in  the  areas  of  English/ 
Language  carry  on  the  work  of  the  task  forces.  The  role 
of  these  groups  is  to  study  the  instructional  programs 


to  make  them  more  relevant  to  the  needs  of  toda; 

students;  recommend  ways  of  individualizing  instructio 

help  plan  better  articulation  vertically   (within  subje 

areas  from  preschool  to  City  College),  and  horizontai 

through    interdisciplinary    approaches    to   instructior 

programs. 

VARIED  INSERVICE  OPPORTUNITIES

The  resources  of  Teacher  Corps  interns  are  available 
to  District  administrators  and  teachers  who  desire  to 
present  multi-culture  programs  in  their  schools  similar 
to  the  successful  program  held  recently  at  Le  Conte 
School. 

The  Le  Conte  program  was  designed  by  the  Teacher 
Corps  interns  to  familiarize  students  with  various  as- 
pects of  Black  culture  and  featured  displays  of  art, 
sculpture,  artifacts,  and  costumes  and  an  auditorium, 
program  which  included  African  dance,  music,  singing, 
historical  reading,  poetry,  and  choral  reading. 

The  Le  Conte  Teacher  Corps  interns  were  assisted  by 
interns  from  Bret  Harte,  Emerson,  E.  R.  Taylor,  Jean 
Parker,  Junipero  Serra,  McKinley,  and  Patrick  Henry

Sidney  Trager,  Bessie  Carmichael  principal,  was  an 
active  participant  in  the  planning  sessions.  The  planning 
process  was  guided  by  Elmer  Gallegos,  Supervisor,  Span- 
ish Bilingual  Education,  who  met  with  the  group  on 
Mondays. 

A  community  advisory  committee  has  now  been  form- 
ed to  provide  future  direction  to  the  program. 

The  pilot  class  of  20  students  is  composed  of  third 
grade  pupils  who  speak  little  or  no  English.  Eventually, 
when  additional  classes  are  implemented,  the  project  will 
be  non-graded,  and  the  chidren  will  receive  individual- 
ized instruction.  As  the  need  develops,  new  Pilipino  bi- 
lingual classes  will  be  added  in  other  schools. 

The  Pilipino  language  is  taught  as  a  separate  subject 
in  order  that  the  children  can  become  functional  in  two 
languages  and  learn  to  appreciate  their  own  culture. 
Materials  from  the  Philippines  are  used  as  basic  text- 
books and  supplementary  readers. 

Myrna  Gatbonton  is  a  former  teacher  in  the  Philip- 
pines and  is  able  to  utilize  the  books  to  full  advantage. 
The  Filipino  community  representatives  emphasized  that 
English  is  a  second  language  instruction  should  be  stress- 
ed throughout  all  courses.

It  was  founded  by  an  ex-slave  Colonel  Allen  Allensworth 
who  escaped  and  joined  the  Union  forces  as  a  soldier.  He 
attained  the  highest  rank  held  by  a  black  in  the  military 
during  his  time.  It  was  his  dream  to  establish  a  commun- 
ity somewhere  in  California  where  blacks  could  live  in 
peace,  exercising  control  over  their  own  lives. 

After  retirement  from  the  military,  Colonel  Allens- 
worth formed  a  group  called  the  California  Home  Im- 
provement Association.  This  association  founded  the 
town  of  Allensworth  in  1908,  naming  it  after  the  colonel. 
Its  people  have  eked  out  a  very  difficult  living  during  the 
years  and  economic  and  industrial  developments  would 
soon  have  absorbed  the  area  if  the  Senate  had  not  inter- 
vened. Ebony  magazine  publicized  the  plight  of  Allens- 
worth. Its  preservation  was  urged  by  interested  blacks 
throughout  the  country  and  by  Senators  Robert  Kennedy, 
Kuchel,  Murphy,  and  Clark,  Representative  Mathis  and 
numerous  other  political  officials. 

The  area  consists  of  about  80  acres.  There  are  about 
35  buildings,  five  of  which  are  of  major  historical  signifi- 
cance with  12  occupied.  It  is  planned  to  restore  the  five 
major  structures  as  follows:  Colonel  Allensworth's  resi- 
dence  and  an  adjacent  building  which  would  house 
materials  interpretive  of  his  life;  the  existing  school  to  be 
restored  to  its  1909  condition;  the  church;  the  general 
store,  and  the  town  hotel.  It  is  planned  also  to  preserve 
the  remaining  30  structures,  restoring  when  feasible.  The 
history  of  Allensworth  is  to  be  displayed  and  picnic  and 
rest  facilities  arc  to  be  made  available.  Concessions  for 
food  and  lodging  arc  to  be  developed.

The  subjects  included  have  changed  as  the  needs  for 
information  have  changed.  For  the  last  30  years  the  law 
providing  for  the  census  has  called  for  a  Census  of 
Population,  Unemployment,  and  Housing  (including 
utilities  and  equipment). 
Must  the  census  questions  be  answered? 

Yes,  the  law  requires  that  census  questions  be  answer- 
ed truthfully  and  to  the  best  of  the  person's  knowledge. 
This  has  been  so  for  every  census  since  1790.  The  public 
has  always  cooperated  with  the  census,  and  very  few 
people  have  ever  been  fined  by  the  courts  for  failure  to 
cooperate.  No  one  has  been  jailed. 
Why  must  questions  be  answered? 

The  requirement  that  questions  be  answered  empha- 
sizes to  everyone  the  importance  of  his  participation, 
and  assures  him  that  the  obligation  is  shared  by  all.  It 
also  gives  assurance  that  statistics  from  the  census  will 
be  accurate  for  very  small  areas,  such  as  neighborhoods 
within  a  city,  as  well  as  for  every  city,  county,  and  state. 
Voluntary  surveys,  such  as  those  conducted  by  the 
Census  Bureau  and  by  private  polling  organizations,  can 
produce  estimates  for  the  Nation  or  a  state,  but  are  not 
suitable  for  providing  statistics  for  many  small  areas. 
Privacy? 

In  a  census  the  Government  asks  the  public  to  provide 
certain  information  in  order  to  prepare  the  statistical 
data  which  are  needed  by  the  Government,  and  not  for 
any  other  purpose.  All  information  given  to  the  census 
taker  must  be  held  in  confidence  and  only  statistical 
totals  may  be  published.  No  one  outside  the  Census 
Bureau  can  see  the  information  for  any  individual.  It 
cannot  be  given  to  any  other  Government  agency,  local 
officials,  tax  collectors,  police,  health,  welfare,  or  school 
officers,  nor  to  anyone  else.  All  census  workers  —  in 
Washington  and  elsewhere  —  are  subject  to  severe  penal- 
ties if  they  violate  their  oath  not  to  reveal  any  informa- 
tion about  persons  or  households. 
Isn't  the  information  already  available? 

The  information  to  be  provided  by  the  census  is  not 
available  from  any  other  source  in  the  degree  of  cross- 
classification  and  geographic  detail  which  a  census 
makes  possible.  For  example,  the  tax  returns  do  not  show 
the  relation  between  income  and  educational  attainment, 
and  the  records  of  the  Veterans  Administration  cannot 
provide  data  on  the  present  employment  status  of  World 
War  II  veterans.

How  many  questions? 

For  four  households  in  five  there  are  seven  questions 
relating  to  each  individual,  three  to  make  sure  everyone 
has  been  counted,  and  thirteen  relating  to  the  home.  For 
one  household  in  five  there  are  additional  questions.  The 
largest  number  is  for  one  household  in  twenty,  for  whom 
the  total  could  be  89  (including  questions  for  the  housing 
unit),  but  not  all  apply  to  every  family.  Answering  most 
of  the  questions  just  means  marking  the  correct  category, 
such  as  highest  grade  of  school  attended  or  whether  a 
veteran.  The  average  household  takes  no  more  than  15 
minutes  to  answer  the  questionnaire  which  goes  to  four 
out  of  five  households;  if  the  household  is  in  the  one-out- 
of-five  sample,  about  30  minutes  more  is  required. 

Is  the  sample  fair? 

Most  of  the  information  is  collected  from  only  a  sample 
of  the  people.  The  selection  of  the  sample  is  done  entirely 
impersonally  in  accordance  with  scientific  sampling  pro- 
cedures. Every  household  and  every  person  has  an  equal 
chance  of  being  included.  Using  a  sample  reduces  costs 
and  makes  it  easier  for  most  of  the  public. 
On  what  basis  were  census  questions  chosen  ? 

Every  question  included  in  the  census  is  asked  because 
the  information  is  needed  by  some  agency  of  govern- 
ment, Federal,  State,  or  local,  to  guide  important  pro- 
grams in  the  public  interest,  such  as  improving  educa- 
tion, employment,  or  housing.  The  fact  that  many  of  the 
statistics  are  also  useful  to  others  is  an  added  benefit. 
New  questions? 

The  questions  for   1970  are  essentially  the  same  as 
those  which  were  answered  in  1960.  Most  of  them  were 
included  also  in  1950  and  earlier  censuses. 
Who  gets  the  information? 

All  statistics  from  the  census  are  published  and  made 
generally  available.  Newspapers,  magazines,  and  refer- 
ence books  are  free  to  republish.  Everyone  is  entitled  to 
see  the  compiled  statistics. 
Will  the  information  go  into  a  data  bank  ? 

No,  information  on  census  questionnaires  cannot  be 
turned  over  to  any  other  agency  and,  therefore,  cannot  be 
made  available  to  any  data  bank. 

Every  one  of  these  statements  applies  also  to  the  1970 
Census.

Project  Read 
was  initiated  during  an  eight-week  period  in  the  spring 
of  1968,  and  experienced  its  first  full  year  of  operation 
during  1968-69.  The  program  is  being  continued  during 
1969-70. 

For  all  31  Project  Read  schools  the  25th  percentile 
status  increased  by  11  points  on  the  national  scale,  the 
50th  percentile  by  15  points,  and  the  75th  percentile  by 
14  points. 

The  impact  of  Project  Read  was  most  productive  in 
bilingual  schools.

bilingual  schools  was  about  50  per  cent  greater  than  in 
unilingual  schools. 

In  the  disadvantaged  schools,  both  bilingual  and  uni- 
lingual improvement  appears  to  have  been  greatest  for 
the  highest  quarter  (75th  percentile)  and  least  for  the 
lowest  quarter  (25th  percentile).  A  reversal  of  this  find- 
ing has  been  observed  for  the  advantaged  schools. 

As  a  result  of  the  improvement  in  Project  Read  schools, 
the  District  status  in  readiness  for  the  more  formal  first 
grade  program  matched  the  national  status  at  the  end  of 
the  1968-69  school  year. 

The  District's  75th  percentile  was  identical  with  the 
national  norm,  while  its  50th  percentile  was  three  points 
higher  (53rd  percentile  on  national  norms),  and  its  25th 
percentile  was  one  point  higher  (26th  percentile) . 

The  scores  indicate  that  on  the  average  District  chil- 
dren at  the  end  of  kindergarten  are  no  longer  starting 
from  behind. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  children  can  perform  equally  as 
well  in  the  first  grade  during  1969-70  to  maintain  the  "at 
grade"  status  implied  by  the  readiness  attained  during 
1968-69. 

If  this  can  be  accomplished,  San  Francisco  will  have 
made  strides  achieved  by  few  large  school  districts 
throughout  the  nation.

Grant  Made  to  Health  Program

The  Allied  Health  Program,  initiated  at  Polytechnic 
High  School  in  fall  of  1969,  has  been  enriched  financially 
by  $5,000  presented  to  the  School  District  by  Llwellyn 
White,  Associate  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Founda- 
tion. 

The  financial  grant  will  be  used  by  the  pilot  program 
to  help  pay  19  Polytechnic  students  who  are  receiving 
work  experience  training  at  the  University  of  California 
Medical  Center. 

The  program  was  developed  by  the  Office  of  Occupa- 
tional Preparation  of  the  School  District  under  the  guid- 
ance of  its  director,  Bryant  Lane,  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Fitz- 
gerald, career  counselor. 

It  is  a  pre-technology  medical  program  which  pro- 
vides an  exploratory  and  cooperative  work  study  program 
to  encourage  career  selection  in  a  wide  variety  of  hospital 
service  occupations  and  professions.  The  curriculum  in- 
cludes basic  communication,  computational,  language, 
and  science  skills  coordinated  with  medical  laboratory 
and  hospital  experiences.

Both  basic  programs  in  lan- 
nje  arts  and  mathematics  and  supplementary  and  enrichment 
herials  in  all  subject  matters  were  examined  on  the  two  after- 
t«»s.  Teachers  were  then  asked  to  choose  a  program  to  pilot  in 
'hr  classrooms  in  order  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the  ma- 
uls with  their  pupils.  Over  200  teachers  indicated  that  they 
■nied   to   participate   in   the   pilot  studies   beginning    early    in 
"Vjil.  An  inservice  course  is  being  offered  to  those  teachers  who 
!V  uate  the  materials.  Parents  and  children  will  be  asked  to  join 
nie  evaluation  to  ensure  community-administrator-teacher-stu- 
U-  involvement  in  the  final  determination  of  instructional  ma- 
's ils  for  the  Complex  schools. 


A  team  of  teachers  visited  other  schools  and  designed 
a  minimum  essentials  program  which  they  felt  was  need- 
ed. The  screening  and  readiness  tests  were  a  part  of  this 
program.  Felix  Duag,  principal,  secured  a  grant  from  the 
School  Community  Organization  and  Behavioral  Re- 
search Laboratories  to  purchase  the  tests. 

The  screening  was  organized  by  the  guiding  teachers, 
Mrs.  Marie  Harris  and  Mrs.  Kathleen  Munson  (who  has 
since  become  a  community  teacher) .  The  data  was  com- 
piled into  class  and  individual  profiles.  Consultants  from 
Frederick  Burke  School  —  Mrs.  Henry  Grimm,  assistant 
director,  Mrs.  Mary  Herman,  instructor,  S.  F.  State  Col- 
lege, and  Mrs.  Gloria  Hogan,  counselor  —  assisted  the 
teachers  by  conducting  orientation  sessions,  which  includ- 
ed test  administration  techniques  and  interpretation. 
They  also  provided  follow-up  service  after  the  tests  were 
administered. 

The  kindergarten  screening  was  done  on  an  individual 
basis  by  teachers,  paraprofessionals  and  Teacher  Corps 
personnel.  The  first  grade  test  was  administered  by  each 
teacher  in  small  group  settings.  Paraprofessional  help 
made  it  possible  to  organize  these  groups. 

The  first  grade  test  measured  visual  discrimination, 
eye-motor  coordination,  self-concept  and  language  devel- 
opment. The  kindergarten  test  measured  number  con- 
cepts, discrimination  of  form,  color  naming,  symbol 
matching,  speaking  vocabulary,  general  information  and 
hearing  vocabulary. 

The  data  gathered  from  the  tests  is  being  used  as  part 
of  a  diagnosis  of  individual  strengths  and  weaknesses,  and 
teaching  strategies  based  upon  this  data  have  been  de- 
vised. 

Activities  designed  to  develop  motor  skills,  auditory 
discrimination  and  thinking  skills  are  being  used  by 
teachers.  The  Peabody  Language  Development  Kit  has 
proven  to  be  very  successful.  Mrs.  Nancy  Phillips,  learn- 
ing specialist  and  Mrs.  Grace  King,  counselor,  are  assist- 
ing the  primary  teachers  with  cases  which  need  more  in- 
tensive work. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  make  readiness  testing  an  on- 
going part  of  the  Raphael  Weill  Program  and  secure  the 
necessary  materials  to  make  the  program  successful.  The 
sooner  learning  difficulties  are  identified,  the  greater  the 
chance  of  correction  or  remediation.  The  plan  was  co- 
ordinated by  the  Director  of  Project  Learn  Well,  Mrs. 
Fannie  Preston,  who  has  been  in  close  consultation  with 
Roy  Minkler,  Director  of  Reading.

The  Chinese  Bilingual,  Pilot  Class  at  Commodore 
Stockton  School  hosted  a  Chinese  luncheon  for  a  group 
of  young  visitors  from  Tiburon.  This  Chinese  New  Year's 
event  was  one  of  several  classroom  exchange  visits  ar- 
ranged by  Alfred  Sing  Yuen,  assistant  principal  of  Com- 
modore Stockton,  with  Robert  Gowan,  principal  of  Bel 
Aire  School  in  Tiburon.

The  children  also  saw  the  colorful  125  feet 
dragon  on  display  at  the  Chinese  YWCA.  Following  the 
tour,  a  typical  Chinese  luncheon  was  enjoyed  by  all  the 
young  hosts  and  visitors.

Teachers  Take  Cantonese  Course 


The  District  sponsored  inservice  course  on  the  Cantonese  lan- 
guage has  attracted  some  22  enthusiastic  students  representing 
various  schools  in  the  Chinatown-North  Beach  area  from  elemen- 
tary through  senior  high  school.

Pilot  Elementary  Water  Program  Initiate] 


A  pilot  program  in  Water  Safety  and  Elementary 
Swimming  Techniques,  offered  as  part  of  the  District's 
physical  education  program,  is  in  its  second  semester  at 
Le  Conte  School. 

Groups  of  4th,  5th,  and  6th  grade  students  report  daily 
to  Garfield  Pool,  just  a  block  from  the  school,  to  take  part 
in  the  program  which  is  being  conducted  by  Susanne 
Sorge,  District  physical  education  specialist. 

Each  period  of  instruction  covers  a  six  week  cycle,  and 
some  300  Le  Conte  students  take  part  in  each  cycle. 

The  Red  Cross  station  teaching  method  is  employed, 
and  stress  is  placed  on  comfort  in  the  water  and  safety 
factors.  Each  child  progresses  _at  his  own  rate,  jvkh-_no 
attempt  made  to  introduce  the  element  of  competition 
into  the  instruction. 

Students  are  taught  to  overcome  their  fear  of  the  water 
and  learn  the  water  safety  rules.  In  addition  they  are 
given  instruction  in  elementary  swimming  techniques. 

Principal  Leonard  R.  Flynn  reports  that  the  program 
has  been  very  successful:  Parents  have  expressed  strong 
support  for  the  program,  and  many  students  who  were 
afraid  to  get  their  faces  wet  on  the  first  day  have  pro- 
gressed to  the  point  where  they  have  lost  their  fear  of 
water  and  are  progressing  well  in  the  swimming  instruc- 
tion phase. 

According  to  Harold  Fox,  Supervisor,  Elementary 
Physical  Education,  the  success  of  the  pilot  program  is 
due  in  no  small  part  to  the  complete  cooperation  and 
support  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department  and  to 
the  services  rendered  by  the  District's  physical  education 
specialists.

tests,  and  become  directly  involved  in  the  teaching/ 
learning  process  as  an  active  participant  in  classroom 
instruction.  All  teaching  assistants  go  through  an  orien- 
tation process  and  are  called  upon  to  evaluate  the  pro- 
gram once  they  are  involved. 

The  current  year  has  witnessed  still  other  new  and 
stimulating  changes  in  the  Lowell  educational  design. 
Senior  students  who  have  demonstrated  personal  quali- 
ties of  motivation  and  responsibility  may  request  the 
opportunity  to  pursue  an  area  of  interest  on  an  individ- 
ual study  basis  rather  than  as  a  member  of  a  regular 
class.  In  order  to  qualify,  the  applicant  must  meet  a 
number  of  specific  prerequisites. 

The  Lowell  Social  Science  Department  has  pioneered 
the  community  laboratory  concept,  and  members  of 
some  Civics  1  and  2  classes  become  directly  involved  in 
community  service  throughout  the  semester.  Students 
select  individual  projects  and  go  into  the  community  to 
research  them. 

Space  prohibits  a  further  detailing  of  the  many  new 
curriculum  changes  being  tried  and  tested  at  Lowell  dur- 
ing the  1969-70  school  year.  Expansion  of  the  school's 
Creative  Arts  Department  and  its  course  offerings,  op- 
portunities to  take  and  to  teach  mini-courses,  inclusion 
of  self-scheduled  student  time,  development  of  a  new 
co-curriculum,  and  the  opening  of  a  Parent-Teachers 
Association  paperback  bookstore  on  campus  are  each  a 
story  in  themselves.  (The  incorporation  of  the  flexible 
modular  scheduling  and  the  creation  of  eight  resource 
centers  within  the  school  building  were  detailed  in  a  pre- 
vious Newsletter  article  of  September  15,  1969.) 

Mr.  Lucey  indicates  that  the  new  modular  scheduling 
has  successfully  met  three  objectives  which  it  was  hoped 
it  would  do.  It  has  1.)  ended  the  dictate  of  time  over  the 
instruction;  2.)  resulted  in  time  for  teachers  to  meet  on 
an  individual  basis  with  students;  and  3.)  provided  stu- 
dents with  some  unscheduled  time  during  the  day. 

Since  these  and  other  innovations  have  been  initiated 
at  Lowell,  educators  from  all  over  the  state  and  nation 
have  created  a  well-worn  path  to  the  school's  doors  to 
observe  the  changes  and  learn  how  they  have  been  imple- 
mented and  to  seek  aid  in  starting  similar  programs  at 
their  own  institutions  of  learning.

Sixth  grade  students  from  Samuel  Patterson's  class  at  Paul  Re- 
vere School  have  been  taught  how  to  utilize  special  video-tape 
equipment  at  the  school  in  connection  with  a  federally  funded 
program,  "Teaching  the  Educationally  Handicapped  in  the  Regu- 
lar Classroom."  The  program  is  geared  to  aid  teachers  in  better 
diagnosing  learning  problems  in  their  classrooms.  The  sixth 
grade  students  can  tape  various  classroom  activities  for  teachers 
and  then  play  the  tapes  back  so  all  concerned  can  better  evaluate 
the  lessons  recently  completed. 

help  with  the  project  and  to  decide  how  the  funds  were 
to  be  expended. 

Twice  each  week,  on  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays, 
teachers,  volunteers,  and  student  teachers  meet  to  hear 
outside  speakers,  to  discuss  the  program  as  it  progresses, 
and  to  evaluate  its  various  aspects. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  unique  features  of  the  pro- 
ject is  the  use  of  a  video-tape  recorder  which  is  used  to 
tape  teachers  as  they  work  and  present  lessons,  affording 
them  a  chance  to  evaluate  their  performances  and  stu- 
dent responses  when  the  tapes  are  played  back. 

Sixth  grade  students  have  been  trained  to  run  the 
video-tape  equipment.  Four  teams  of  six  members  each 
can  set  up  the  equipment,  tape  class  sessions,  and  then 
play  them  back  for  the  teachers.  The  students  are  under 
the  supervision  of  Samuel  Patterson,  6th  grade  teacher, 
and  are  on  call  to  go  to  any  teacher's  class  in  the  two 
Paul  Revere  buildings  when  their  services  are  needed. 

Additional  professional  and  paraprofessional  help  is  in- 
volved in  the  program.

•  Secretary  —  works  one  hour  daily  on  project  busi- 
ness. 

In  addition  to  aspects  of  the  program  detailed  above, 
Mrs.  Markoff  and  the  kindergarten  teachers  have  de- 
veloped a  readiness  inventory  of  skills  test  which  is  ad- 
ministered to  all  kindergarten  children. 

Children  in  the  upper  grades  who  have  demonstrated 
ability  in  subject  matter,  but  who  have  personality  prob- 
lems are  encouraged  to  participate  in  a  tutoring  pro- 
gram in  which  they  work  with  primary  children  at  least 
once  per  week.  It  is  designed  as  ego-development  for  the 
older  child  and  an  aid  to  the  younger  child  needing 
assistance  in  subject  matter  understanding. 

Each  teacher  at  the  schooLwas.  allowed  a-$150  stipend 
to  purchase  materials  for  his  or  her  room. 

Improvement  in  reading  is  one  of  the  major  objectives 
of  the  program.  All  children  are  encouraged  to  utilize 
the  facilities  of  their  branch  public  libraries  and  to  read 
at  least  three  library  books  each  month.  Students  who 
fulfill  this  requirement  are  invited  to  the  showing  of  a 
special  motion  picture  at  the  school. 

The  coordination  of  the  entire  project  at  Paul  Revere 
is  under  the  direction  of  John  Soso,  principal,  who  is 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Grace  K.  Novitski  and  Sidney  Silver- 
man, assistant  principals.  The  project  is  a  one-year  op- 
erationj  and  Mr.  Soso  says  all  concerned  would  like  to 
sic  it  extended  beyond  the  current  school  year.

one  complex  and  maintaining  all  the  schools  in  the  other 
complex;  and  3.  retaining  all  the  schools  in  both  com- 
plexes but  using  the  existing  funds  to  establish  integrated 
quality  education  in  primary  and  intermediate  schools 
with  over  $1  million  to  strengthen  quality  education. 

After  a  long  evening  of  discussion  and  debate,  the 
Board  approved  the  first  alternative,  indicating  its  hesi- 
tancy in  voting  for  opening  all  20  schools  unless  the 
quality  components  could  be  included  as  originally  indi- 
cated. 

Under  the  plan  chosen,  the  Richmond  Complex  will 
include  schools  that  will  offer  grades  1  through  3  and 
intermediate  schools  offering  grades  4  through  6.  Tenta- 
tively, these  schools  include  Andrew  Jackson,  Argonne, 
Frank  McCoppin,  Alamo,  Anza,  and  Lafayette. 

The  Park  South  Complex  will  also  have  primary  and 
intermediate  schools,  grades  1-3  and  grades  4-6r,  Tenta- 
tive selections  include  Dudley  Stone,  Laguna  Honda, 
Columbus,  and  Jefferson. 

The  designation  as  primary  or  intermediate  schools  is 
to  be  made  by  a  computer  this  week.  The  original  plan 
called  for  serving  some  10,000  students,  while  the  modi- 
fied plan  will  serve  approximately  5,200. 

The  other  six  elementary  schools  in  the  Richmond 
Complex  and  the  four  in  the  South  Park  Complex  in- 
cluded in  the  original  plan  will  operate  in  the  fall  as  they 
did  during  this  school  year,  drawing  their  students  from 
their  immediate  neighborhoods  and  offering  all  six  grades.

"With  the  tragic  pass- 
ing of  Dr.  Edward  D. 
Goldman  and  his  de- 
voted wife,  we  have  lost 
a  fine  educator  and  a 
dedicated  and  effective 
leader. 

"Borivand  educated 
in  San  Francisco,  Dr.  Goldman  served  the  City 
schools  for  34  years  as  a  teacher,  principal,  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  for  Adult  and  Vocational  Edu- 
cation, and  for  the  past  two  years  as  Associate 
Superintendent  for  Instruction.  While  Assistant 
Superintendent,  he  was  recognized  as  a  national 
leader  in  the  area  of  Adult  and  Vocational  Educa- 
tion, and  as  President  of  the  state  and  national 
associations  his  influence  was  felt  nation-wide.  He 
provided  strong  leadership  as  Associate  Superin- 
tendent and  head  of  the  largest  division  of  system- 
wide  services,  and  he  effectively  served  as  Acting 
Superintendent  whenever  necessary. 

"San  Francisco  has  lost  a  fine  man,  one  who  was 
respected  by  his  colleagues  and  friends  throughout 
the  City." 

Dr.  Goldman  started  with  the  San  Francisco

ematics, and  social  studies.  In  1941  he  was  appoint- 
ed director  of  counseling  and  guidance  at  the 
school. 

In  1944  Dr.  Goldman  was  asked  to  organize  and 
administer  the  District  elementary-junior  high 
school  summer  program.  At  the  same  time  he 
served  as  principal  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the 
Hunters  Point  Housing  Project. 

He  was  appointed  Coordinator  of  Adult  Educa- 
tion in  1949  and  in  1955  became  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent for  Adult  and  Vocational  Education.  In 
1968  he  was  named  Associate  Superintendent  for 
Instruction. 

He  was  active  in  numerous  educational  and  com- 
munity organizations,  serving  as  president,  direc- 
tor, or  member  of  some  50  such  groups  over  the 
years.

Practically  all  members  of  the  teaching  profession  will 
insist  that  they  are  concerned  for  the  individual  child  yet 
most  studies  indicate  that  80  to  85%  of  the  classrooms  in 
America  are  still  under  mass  instruction. 

To  assist  you  in  some  specific  way  through  which  you 
...:..  move  toward  individualization,  I  am  suggesting  a 
series  of  techniques  out  of  which  you  may  wish  to  select 
one.  Undoubtedly,  many  of  you  are  using  some  of  these 
ideas  or  can  develop  some  much  better.  If,  however,  the  list 
below  is  of  any  help  and  inspiration  to  you,  I  would  be 
pleased  to  have  your  reaction  as  you  seek  to  implement  one 
of  these  different  techniques. 

(1)  Teaching  a  class  or, a  course  without  the  use  of  a 
formal  textbook. 

(2)  A  cl'ass  or  course  where  learning  takes  place  pri- 
marily outside  the  school  building. 

(3)  A  class  or  course  where  individual  evaluation  re- 
places competitive  marks. 

(4)  A  class  or  course  whose  content  has  a  community 
orientation. 

(5)  A  class  or  course  whose  content  is  oriented  around 

the   use  of  mass   media   (TV,   radio,   newspapers, 
magazines,  etc.). 

(6)  A  program  aimed  at  raising  the  self  image  of  the 
students. 

(7)  A  program  which  faces  squarely  the  controversial 
issues  of  the  day. 

(8)  A  presentation  before  teacher  groups  of  the  impor- 
tance of  continuous  progress. 

(9)  A  presentation  before  community  groups  of  the  im- 
portance of  continuous  progress.

Approval  of  the  School  District's    1970-71   budget  f 
$111,904,570  was  given  by  the  Board  of  Education  - 
August  4,  1970  meeting. 

The  figure  was  $2,852,947  higher  than  the  Publica 
Budget  of  $109,051,623  approved  by  the  Board  on 
24,  1970. 

The  final  budget  is  $11,626,923  higher  than  the  196S 
comparative  budget  of  $100,277,647.  The  net  increas 
an  accumulation  of  increases  and  decreases  in  the  progr; 
which  has  been  approved  for  1969-70. 

The  major  part  of  the  increases  in  the  final  budget 
as  follows:  Educational  Complex,   $1,207,114;  Field 
Tax  Levy,   $2,000,000;  salary  increases,  $4,518,400; 
adjustments    in    the    operation    of    the    salary    schedi 
$2,440,227. 

Decreases  include  a  reduction  of  teachers  due  to  a 
jected  decrease  in  enrollment,  $1,157,316;  food  servi 
$200,000;  Special  Educational  Services,  $239,000;  Sum 
Schools,  $280,344;  a  decrease  in  on-going  proje 
$1,600,301;  and  modifications  due  to  retirements,  etc.,

Certain   factors   essential   to   the   determination   of 
School  District's  1970-71  tax  rate  have  not  been  finali

The  master  plan  for  the  southeast  section  of  San  Fran- 
cisco calls  for  some  2,000  new  and  replacement  housing 
units  to  be  built  in  the  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Proj- 
ect. Proposition  "B"  ties  in  closely  with  the  plan  by  pro- 
viding the  latest  and  most  up-to-date  facilities  and  oppor- 
tunities for  the  children. 

The  passage  of  Proposition  "B"  would  result  in  dollar 
savings  for  San  Francisco  in  that  $2  million  of  the  $5.5 
million  bond  issue  will  be  substituted  for  part  of  the  City's 
cash  one-third  contribution  to  the  Hunters  Point  Redevel- 
opment Project. 

If  the  proposed  school  improvements  were  made  and 
paid  for  in  full  from  the  City  treasury  on  a  current  basis, 
the  immediate  effect  would  be  a  sharp  increase  in  the  tax 
rate.  On  the  other  hand,  Proposition  "B",  if  passed,  would 
spread  the  cost  of  school  improvements  over  15  years. 

Assessment  of  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  edu- 
cational programs  in  Hunters  Point  indicates  that  space 
requirements  and  existing  facilities  will  be  inadequate,  and 
that  new  school  facilities  and  modernization  are  necessary. 
Because  of  rising  production  costs,  delay  in  authorizing 
these  school  bonds  will  increase  the  eventual  expenditure  for 
building  public  schools.

Four  Lowell  High  School  students — Wanda  Chang, 
Candace  Lee,  Corinne  Lee,  and  Ben  Woo — were  selected 
to  attend  the  High  School  Workshop  in  Critical  Thinking 
and  Education  for  three  weeks  at  the  National  College  of 
Education  in  Evanston,  Illinois,  this  past  summer. 

All  four  were  awarded  full  scholarships  to  the  session, 
including  transportation,  books,  and  room  and  board.  They 
were  the  only  students  of  Chinese  ancestry  at  the  work- 
shop and  the  only  San  Francisco  students  who  participated. 

The  aim  of  the  program  was  to  introduce  the  student  to 
college  thinking  and  living.  It  focused  on  the  skills  and 
techniques  of  critical  thinking  as  a  requirement  to  effec- 
tiveness in  college  and  in  meeting  the  challenges  of  edu- 
cation and  teaching. 

The  students  lived  on  the  campus  and  took  part  in  col- 
lege level  seminars,  discussions,  and  courses,  and  met  with 
educators,  specialists,  and  laymen  from  the  community. 

The  Lowell  students  were  selected  on  the  basis  of  their 
fine  school  records  and  the  recommendations  of  their 
teachers. 

In  addition  to  the  sessions  on  the  National  campus,  the 
students  spent  time  working  in  the  community  at  child  day 
care  centers  and  took  weekend  tours  of  the  area. 

Corinne  Lee  was  so  impressed  by  the  program  and  the 
work  of  the  college  that  she  plans  to  enroll  there  upon 
completion  of  high  school.  The  students  received  college 
credit  for  their  participation  at  the  workshop. 

The  Evanston  director  of  the  program  was  Mrs.  Joan 
Smutny,  and  Mrs.  Elena  Catelli  of  the  Lowell  faculty  co- 
ordinated the   local   arrangements.

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal 
or  other  administrative  officer  or  other  school  employee  to 
influence  any  teacher  or  other  employee  to  join  or  refrain 
from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unpro- 
fessional conduct.

When  will  construction  be  completed? 

The  proposed  time  table  calls  for  a  minimum  of  32 
months  required  for  the  construction  of  each  school  with 
construction  beginning  March,  1972. 

Are  present  school  facilities  adequate? 

The  answer  is  "no."  Hunters  Point  I  School  has  been 
closed  because  of  its  antiquated  condition  and  is  being  used 
for  pre-school  programs.  Hunters  Point  II  School  is  com- 
posed entirely  of  temporary  classrooms  and  will  be  de- 
molished upon  the  construction  of  the  two  new  schools  and 
the  remodeling  of  the  addition  at  Jedediah  Smith.  Jedediah 
Smith  Annex  was  built  in  1944  and  consists  of  World  War  II 
bungalows  for  "temporary"  use.  These  14  buildings  will 
be  torn  down  during  the  proposed  remodeling. 

How  many  temporary  classrooms  are  presently  in  use  in 
the  Hunters  Point  area? 

Fifty-five.  These  buildings  are  serving  approximately 
1 ,200  children  and  will  be  replaced  by  the  new  school  fa- 
cilities proposed  under  the  bond  issue. 

Why  hasn't  the  School  District  planned  a  larger  bond 
measure  in  order  to  meet  the  school  needs  in  other  parts 
of  the  city? 

The  present  $5.5  million  bond  issue  is  tied  in  with  the 
Redevelopment  Agency's  plan  for  the  Hunters  Point  area 
of  the  city.  Construction  must  begin  now  if  the  schools  are 
to  be  ready  for  families  moving  into  the  2,000  new  dwelling 
units. 

What  will  happen  if  Proposition  "B"  is  not  passed?

These  are  the  positions  I  take  when  I  discuss  the  prob- 
Jns  of  student  activism  and  student  unrest  because  I  see 
K  solutions  to  activism  and  to  unrest  to  be  also  the  funda- 
itntal  solutions  to  the  basic  problems  in  all  of  education: 

lil.  Eliminate  the  3-R's  of  Restraint,  Rote  Memory  and 
Regurgitation. 

IE.  Put  into  use  in  the  schools  and  the  classrooms  the 
findings  of  good  educational  research  and  psychology. 
We  are  far  from  doing  in  our  schools  what  we  have 
known  for  many  years.

Insist  that  law  and  order  be  truly  observed,  and  that 
injustices  be  eliminated  in  the  school  and  in  the 
broader  society. 

Recognize  that  practically  every  youngster  can  learn, 
and  that  he  deserves  a  chance  to  learn. 

Accept  that  the  biggest  change  in  our  schools  must 
be  attitudinal  —  administrators  and  teachers  must 
"give  a  damn"  about  kids — the  children  must  be  more 
important  than  the  institution.  We  need  the  school 
where  children  know  they  are  welcome  and  respected, 
where  every  day  they  experience  some  measure  of 
success,  and  where  they  are  constantly  reminded  that 
what  they  do  really  makes  a  difference. 

Allow  children  to  live  in  the  now.  Too  much  of  our 
school  program,  especially  at  the  secondary  level, 
has  a  focus  on  tomorrow.  Avoid  what  I  call,  "the 
spinach  and  carrots  approach."  Learn  this,  we  insist 
to  children,  because  it  will  be  good  for  you  some 
day.  One  of  our  psychologists  told  us  that  in  the 
fourth  grade  he  had  learned  to  multiply  one  fraction 
by  another.  "That's  the  last  time  I  used  that  knowl- 
edge!" he  goes  on  to  say. 

Know  that  children  like  cattle  on  the  range,  do  better 
when  allowed  to  roam. 

Recognize  that  the  tokenism  (e.g.,  the  tokenism  of 
"getting  tougher")  which  gets  you  off  the  hook  today 
may  impale  you  more  sharply  tomorrow. 


9.  Know  that  the  student  of  today,  exposed  so  broadly 
by  television  and  the  other  mass  media  to  the  events 
of  world  in  greater  depth  than  ever  before,  will 
not  accept  platitudes  and  lip  service  statements  when 
he  can  see  and  read  for  himself  that  actions  of  many 
adults  do  not  conform  to  their  platitudes.  Under- 
stand that  the  youngsters  of  today  are  the  first  gen- 
eration with  instant  world-wide  and  other-world 
communication.  Adults  need  to  be  more  models  than 
critics.  The  student  of  today  is  astute  enough  to 
distinguish  pretense  from  sincerity. 

10.  Realize  that,  above  all,  in  the  desire  of  segments  of 
the  adult  world  for  compliance  and  acquiescence  in 
the  young,  tolerance  and  support  must  be  afforded 
to  those  youngsters  who  through  peaceful  dissent 
seek  identity  in  the  complex  and  confused  world  in 
which  they  find  themselves.

Special  Homeroom  Setting — The  45  students  in  LEAP 
are  divided  equally  among  three  homerooms.  The  teachers 
— Edward  Anderson,  Marian  Murphy,  and  Mrs.  Carol 
Yates — volunteered  for  their  assignments  and  were  selected 
because  of  their  demonstrated  interest  in  developing  inter- 
personal homeroom  relationships,  their  proven  ability  to 
relate  to  Polytechnic  students,  and  their  willingness  to  com  • 
mit  themselves  beyond  their  normal  teaching  hours  and 
duties. 

Bi-weekly  Group  Counseling  Sessions — Each  of  three 
group  counselors  meets  the  students  of  one  LEAP  home- 
room twice  a  week  during  the  first  period.

Comprehensive  Tutoring  Program — LEAP  students  at- 
tend tutoring  classes  three  days  a  week  during  first  period. 
Tutoring  is  given  in  math,  science,  humanities,  and  reading. 
The  purpose  of  the  tutoring  classes  is  threefold:  to  provide 
needed  remedial  help  to  students  whose  ability  in  these  sub- 
ject areas  is  very  limited;  to  provide  supplemental  assistance 
to  students  who  are  doing  fairly  well  in  these  subjects;  and 
to  provide  enrichment  material  to  students  who  are  already 
well  versed  in  the  subject  matter.  Student  tutors  come  from 
two  sources  at  San  Francisco  State  College — the  Step-Up 
Program  and  the  Student  Teacher  Program  of  the  School 
of  Education.  Polytechnic  teachers  who  supervise  the 
tutoring  sessions  are  Gail  Beresford,  Marian  Murphy,  Mrs. 
Jean  Morell,  and  Mrs.  Cheryl  Ward. 

Advisory  Councils  —  Since  the  success  of  the  LEAP 
Program  is  geared  to  the  cooperation  and  participation  of 
parents  and  students,  two  advisory  groups  have  been  formed 
to  provide  forums  for  feedback.  The  Parent-Student 
Advisory  Council  consists  of  eight  sets  of  parents  and  their 
children.  A  separate  Student  Advisory  Council,  consisting 
of  1 1  students  who  represent  the  three  homerooms,  has  been 
formed. 

Parent-Student-Stafi  Evening  Meetings  —  Twice  each 
month,  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  evenings,  all 
participants  in  the  LEAP  Program  meet  in  the  Polytechnic 
cafeteria  to  talk  with  each  other  about  individual  problems 
or  progress,  the  LEAP  Program  in  general,  the  Polytechnic 
scene,  or  any  topic  they  desire.  Parents,  students,  and  staff 
meet  in  homeroom  groups  during  most  of  the  evening  with 
everyone  coming  together  at  the  conclusion  for  a  general 
session. 

Progress  Reports — Progress  reports  are  given  to  all  stu- 
dents in  the  program  every  two  weeks.   Students  take  these 
reports  to  all  their  teachers,  have  them  filled  out  for  current

attendance,  behavior  and  academic  status,  take  them  home 
for  their  parents  to  sign,  and  then  return  them  to  the  home- 
room teachers. 

The  man  behind  the  LEAP  Program  at  Polytechnic  is 
Robert  Baker,  Assistant  Supervisor  of  Child  Welfare  and 
Attendance.  The  program  he  has  spearheaded  is  based 
upon  giving  the  students  concentrated,  individual  attention, 
backed  up  by  special  help  from  teachers,  tutors  and  parents. 

Last  spring,  Mr.  Baker  conducted  a  pilot  program  work- 
ing with  ten  students  who  were  ready  to  leave  school  or 
who  already  had.  All  of  the  students'  attendance  records 
improved  and  most  of  the  students'  academic  records  did 
likewise.  Communication  lines  were  maintained  at  all  times 
between  the  school  and  the  home  regarding  the  academic- 
attendance  records  of  the  students. 

The  program  was  expanded  this  fall  to  encompass  45 
students  and  three  homerooms,  with  all  of  the  screening, 
parental  contacts,  and  planning  conducted  during  the  sum- 
mer period. 

The  LEAP  Program  thus  far  has  required  no  extra  fund- 
ing. It  is  being  carried  on  through  the  extended  commit- 
ment of  the  various  Polytechnic  staff  members  involved, 
the  utilization  of  students  from  San  Francisco  State  College 
and  Langley  Porter,  and  the  encouragement,  backing,  and 
active  cooperation  of  the  administrators  at  the  school  and 
Mrs.  Alice  C.  Henry,  Director  of  Pupil  Services,  and  How- 
ard Clay,  Supervisor  of  Attendance  Services.

alder  school  in  the  Hunters  Point  area. 

The  school  bond  issue  is  tied  in  with  plans  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  to  complete  2,000  dwelling 
inits  in  Hunters  Point,  bringing  additional  children 
nto  the  area.

On  the  basis  of  close  individual  and  group  observation, 
every  student  showed  progress,  in  varying  degrees,  in  one 
or  more  of  the  five  major  categories — motor  skills,  posture, 
reduction  of  random  movements,  orientation  to  space,  and 
self-concept. 

At  the  beginning,  not  one  child  in  the  class  had  proper 
posture.  But,  in  time,  they  became  aware  of  the  impor- 
tance of  good  posture,  of  how  it  affects  health  and  social 
acceptance.  All  but  two  members  of  the  class  could  not 
run,  hop,  slide,  walk  correctly,  or  turn  without  losing  their 
balance.  One  child  uttered  cries  of  fear,  an  anxiety  ap- 
proaching terror,  at  the  thought  of  moving  by  himself.  He 
now  enjoys  moving,  even  runs  a  few  steps. 

The  average  sighted  child  runs  errands  for  his  mother, 
uses  his  father's  tools,  plays  on  the  street,  participates  in 
sports  and  social  events.  Most  blind  children,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  often  sedentary,  idle,  and  isolated.  Because  he 
grows  up  lacking  the  motivation,  experience,  and  pleasure

of  varied  movement,  the  blind  child  is  often  limited  in  an 
understanding  of  spatial  relationships  and  in  interest  in 
his  surroundings.  He  grows  up  seeing  himself  as  an  im- 
mobile, dependent,  limited  person — different,  inferior  to 
his  seeing  peers. 

As  a  result  of  lack  of  exercise  and  opportunities  for 
release  of  tension,  many  students  made  random  move- 
ments, in  some  instances  forty  per  minute  (sticking  fingers 
in  the  eyes,  rocking,  etc.).    These  have  been  reduced. 

Evidence  of  the  change  in  spatial  orientation  and  self- 
concept  may  be  gleaned  from  some  of  the  parents'  reports: 
Quoting  her  six-year-old  daughter,  one  mother  said:  "Here 
are  some  dances  we  learned  today.  Now  I  can  go  to  the 
next  school  dance."  A  teen-age  boy's  mother  reports  that 
her  son  took  her  by  surprise  when  he  heard  music  on  the 
radio.    "There's  music,  Mom,  come  on,  let's  dance." 

Another  mother  said  that  her  little  girl  had  always  been 
painfully  self-conscious.  "We  think  she's  losing  some  of 
that  since  her  Creative  Movement  classes.  She  skips  to 
the  refrigerator  these  days  and  doesn't  continually  demand 
lo  know,  'Am  I  doing  it  right?'  " 

There  is  still  a  long  way  to  go.  But  both  parents  and 
teachers  are  sure  the  children  have  greater  pleasure  in 
moving,  that  they  feel  in  these  classes  some  identification 
with  seeing  children's  activities  which  will  have  great  carry- 
over value  as  they  move  on  through  school  to  adulthood 
and  the  social,  working  wi

All  teachers  are  reminded  that  the  Salary  Schedule 
requires  that  university,  college,  and  in-service  units 
shall  be  filed  in  the  Salary  Office  by  the  teacher  before 
December  1,  if  salary  increases  are  to  be  made  for 
this  year.

Tax  Guide  Now  Available 

The  Internal  Revenue  Service  announces  that  it  has  pub- 
lished a  new  teaching  aid,  Understanding  Taxes,  a  colorful 
pamphlet  which  is  available  free  to  teachers  for  use  in  the 
classroom. 

The  publication  explains  the  important  features  of  the 
federal  tax  system  and  contains  instructions  on  how  to 
prepare  income  tax  forms  and  some  sample  forms,  illus- 
trated tax  problems,  a  federal  budget  summary,  and  a 
history  of  United  States  taxation. 

A  free  teacher's  guide  contains  solutions  to  problems, 
background  information  on  the  teaching  taxes  materials, 
and  enlarged  samples  of  the  tax  form.  Films  may  also  be 
obtained  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  for  use  in 
teaching  the  unit.

Most  studies  indicate  the  great  concern  of  parents  with 
discipline  or  classroom  control.  To  many  people  classroom 
control  means  submission,  compliance,  and  almost  blind 
obedience  to  authority. 

Let  me  suggest  that  teachers  and  administrators  carry 
out  their  responsibilities  best  when  students  are  able  to 
make  decisions  on  their  own  from  choices  which  are  pro- 
vided to  them.  The  type  of  control  which  provides  few 
or  no  choices  and  does  not  accept  the  value  of  freedom 
with  responsibility,  builds  in  problems. 

Let  me  share  with  you  five  levels  of  classroom  control 
moving  trom  what  I  consider  to  be  the  least  desirable  to 
the  most  beneficial  to  young  people: 

1.  85  to  90%  of  the  classrooms  in  America  are  under 
authoritarian  control. 

2.  Some  teachers  maintain  authoritarian  control  but 
allow  small  group  discussion,  provided  such  dis- 
cussion is  related  to  classroom  work. 

3.  Some  teachers  will  allow  children  to  relax  even  fur- 
ther and  discuss  ideas  not  directly  related  to  class- 
room work  as  long  as  the  classroom  work  is 
completed  within  the  same  time. 

4.  A  few  teachers  will  accept  the  importance  of  chil- 
dren having  considerable  freedom  and  independence 
to  decide  their  activities,  their  learnings,  their  cur- 
riculum, provided  the  children  remain  within  the 
confines  of  the  classroom  or  the  school  building. 

5.  A  very  high  level  control  used  by  a  very  small  num- 
ber of  teachers  is  to  provide  opportunities  for  chil- 
dren to  learn  on  their  own,  often  away  from  the 
classroom  and  away  from  the  school  building. 

I  invite  you  to  determine  which  level  of  classroom  con- 
jtrol  you  are  now  using.  Let  me  also  suggest  that  you 
accept  the  challenge  of  moving  ahead  one  or  two  levels 
in  your  classroom  control  during  this  school  year.  ■ 

,  It  is  important  that  you  and  I  recognize  that  as  you 
gain  sophistication  in  classroom  control  we  are  not  con- 
doning disruption  of  the  class  or  inattention  of  the  stu- 
dents. In  fact,  there  is  much  evidence  to  indicate  that 
classroom  control,  as  identified  by  items  four  and  five,  is 
more  likely  to  eliminate  the  problems  in  behavior  with 
which  teachers  and  parents  are  concerned.

Music  for  the  in-school  and  community  concerts  was 
selected  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  cultural  interests 
of  the  individual  audiences.  Professional  music  arrangers 
were  engaged  to  expand  folk  musical  themes  familiar  to 
the  various  neighborhood  groups  and  to  arrange  the  themes 
for  performance  by  the  Little  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Students  at  the  schools  visited  had  the  opportunity  of 
attending  at  least  one  concert-demonstration  and  one 
classroom  workshop.  Concert-demonstrations  had  three 
specific  areas  of  emphasis:  simple  concert  presentation,  in 
which  whole  short  works,  or  portions  of  larger  symphonic 
works  were  presented;  audience  participation,  during  which 
the  students  were  asked  to  respond  by  singing,  clapping, 
and  participating  directly  in  the  performance;  and  ensem- 
ble sections,  which  demonstrated  the  sound  peculiar  to  one 
section  of  a  symphony  orchestra.

students  had  direct  contact  and  dialogue  with  the  orche- 
stra's professional  musicians.  The  Little  Symphony  was 
divided  into  eight  working  groups  according  to  the  various 
divisions  of  a  symphony  orchestra  and  visited  classrooms 
in  which  they  performed  and  demonstrated  their  particular 
instruments. 

A  relative  degree  of  spontaneity  existed  in  workshop 
sessions,  with  the  informal  atmosphere  providing  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  development  of  rapport  between  students  and 
musicians.  Musicians  had  a  basic  repertoire  of  musical 
excerpts  specific  to  the  demonstration  of  their  instrumental 
styles.  The  focus  of  this  phase  of  the  program  was  to 
re  exposure  of  non-musical  students  to  symphonic 
music  and  instruments  and  to  create  a  degree  of  apprecia- 
tion in  the  students  for  a  genre  of  music  about  which  they 
may  have  previously  known  nothing. 

Study  guides,  prepared  by  the  School  District's  Music 
Department,  were  forwarded  to  schools  in  advance  of  the 
orchestra's  arrival  for  distribution  to  teachers  and  older 
students.  The  guides  contained  a  summary  and  discussion 
of  the  music  to  be  performed,  a  short  history  of  instru- 
mental development,  a  section  on  listening  skills,  biog- 
raphies of  composers,  and  a  list  of  related  listening  sources 
in  the  state  music  textbooks  which  could  be  used  by  teach- 
ers both  before  and  after  the  orchestra's  visit. 

The  community  concerts  were  performed  in  the  evening 
in  a  location  convenient  to  the  students  and  parents  of 
schools  visited  during  the  preceding  week,  and  it  was  felt 
that  the  concerts  served  to  bring  the  orchestra  into  closer 
communication  with  the  San  Francisco  community  in  a 
useful  and  meaningful  way.

(The  following  is  a  report  presented  by  Superintendent  Thomas  A.  Shaheen  to  the  Board  of  Education  at  its 
November  19,    1970   meeting  on    the   results   of  the  staff  survey   conducted  in   September   and  October-    Certifi- 
cated and  classified  staff  members  were  asked  to   react  to   two  statements:  "The  two  or  three  things  I  like  most 
about  San  Francisco  Schools  are  .  .   .  ."  and  "My  greatest  concern  about  the  San  Francisco  Schools  is  .  .  .   .") 


TO:  Staff  of  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 

trict— Certificated  and  Classified 

FROM:     Dr.  Thomas  A.  Shaheen,  Superintendent 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  the  results  of  the 
tabulation  of  the  2115  questionnaire  returns.  Your 
answers  have  helped  me  to  gain  an  insight  into  our 
District  which  would  otherwise  have  been  impossible 
in  the  short  time  I  have  been  here. 

The  responses  came  from  a  broad  section  of  the 
staff  —  from  administrators,  teachers,  clerks,  cus- 
todians. I  believe  that  2100  employees  represent  a 
solid  and  representative  proportion  of  the  school 
community.  The  thoughtfulness  and  frankness  of 
the  answers  give  me  a  much  clearer  picture  of  "where 
it's  at,"  as  the  youngsters  say,  and  will  enable  me 
to  make  decisions  with  a  much  surer  hand. 

Let  me  assure  you  of  the  great  value  I  place  in 
your  replies.  We  have  already  begun  to  follow  up  on 
your  responses.  Some  actions  have  already  been 
taken.  The  questionnaire  has  been  tabulated,  the 
responses  broken  down  into  categories,  and  a  sum- 
mary of  them  is  being  released  publicly  tonight. 
Furthermore,  I  have  held  two  meetings  with  my 
administrative  staff  to  concentrate  on  what  we  can 
do  to  improve  relations  with  the  staff  in  the  schools. 
And  in  hundreds  of  cases  where  specific  complaints 
or  suggestions  have  been  listed,  the  respondents  have 
either  received  a  phone  call,  a  letter,  or  a  personal 
visit  to  discuss  what  we  could  do  together  to  help 
improve  the  schools  of  San  Francisco. 

You  have  in  overwhelming  numbers  indicated 
concerns  about  many  elements  of  the  school  district. 
You  have  not  hesitated  to  point  out  where  you  feel 
the  system  has  failed  children  and  has  failed  you. 
In  some  of  your  responses  you  have  openly  and 
constructively  criticized  a  superintendent  of  only  a 
few  weeks  tenure.  Although  the  school  board  has 
not  escaped  your  displeasure,  the  small  number  of 
such  criticisms  in  the  midst  of  your  great  concerns 
pays  tribute  to  the  quality  of  the  Board.  You  are 
more  concerned  with  the  bureaucracy  of  135  Van 
Ness,  the  institutional  red  tape,  the  lack  of  resources, 
the  ugliness  of  buildings,  the  people  and  things  that 


keep  you  from  doing  the  job  most  of  you  want  so 
urgently  to  accomplish. 

We  have,  through  your  responses,  begun  to  find 
where  we  are.  We  are  now  ready  to  consider  how 
we  can  work  together  to  meet  the  needs  of  San  Fran- 
cisco children.  Before,  however,  I  place  further 
judgment  in  your  responses,  let  me  provide  you  with 
the  tabulated  results.

Our  staff  member  appreciates  San  Francisco  with  its  ( 
tural  richness  and  the  opportunity  to  work  among  pec 
with  diverse  backgrounds.  A  sizable  per  cent  spoke 
integration  as  part  of  what  they  like  about  the  sch 
system. 

Our  professional,  you  will  be  glad  to  know,  is  fa: 
well  satisfied  with  his  salary — 10%  of  the  answers  cc 
mented  on  the  willingness  of  the  Negotiating  Council  < 
teacher  organizations  to  work  for  better  salaries  and  fri 
benefits.  Descriptions  on  salaries  ranged  from  "isn't 
bad"  to  "excellent". 

At  the  same  time,  our  staff  member  feels  overwheln 
with  responsibilities.  While  he  is  willing  to  accept  fh< 
he  sees  himself  with  little  authority  and  is  frustrated 
his  inability  to  change  situations. , 

Fully  35%   of  the  returns  expressed  concern  about 
Central  Office  staff  at  135  Van  Ness  Avenue.   They  qt 
tioned  the  number  of  administrative  positions,  the  cost 
these  positions,  and  the  degree  to  which  they  are  fail 
to  help  to  meet  their  goals.    Complaints  cited  the  Sch 
District's   bureaucracy  and  its  inability   to   respond   a 
quately  to  needs  of  the  staff  because  of  red  tape.    Parti 
lar  complaints  were  voiced  against  the  inability  to  obi 
instructional    materials    and   equipment    when    they 
needed.    This,  too,   was  blamed  on  the  bureaucracy 
red  tape. 

Our  staff  member  is  especially  sensitive  to  the  unattr 
live,  rundown  conditions  of  many  of  the  school  buildi 
in  San  Francisco  and  their  poor  maintenance. 

Against  these  odds,  however,  the  professional  has  a  h 
regard  for  his  colleagues.  Ten  per  cent  commented 
the  caliber  of  their  fellows.  There  seems  to  be  a  real  fi 
ing  of  pride  and  esprit  de  corps  among  most  to  be  as 
ciated  with  each  other.  A  few  staff  members  indicatec 
need  for  review  and  possibly  some  changes  made  in 
placement  of  staff.  They  feel  that  administrators 
teachers  at  individual  schools  should  be  involved  in

Responses  show  he  is 
vrking  with  materials  he  often  feels  are  inadequate,  in 
esses  that  are  too  large  and  consequently  difficult  to  dis- 
cline. Sixteen  per  cent  said  that  classes  are  too  large  for 
||m  to  do  a  good  job.  He  thinks  there  should  be  a  better 
'  r'ding  program,  more  bilingual  classes,  and  more  voca- 
■ftial  and  special  education  classes.

The  Superintendent  and  his  staff  will  set  up  open

hearings  at  which  staff  members  will  be  urged  to  present 
constructive  suggestions  for  the  1971-72  budget. 

c.  The  Superintendent's  administrative  cabinet  meetings 
have  been  opened  to  members  of  the  teaching  staff  through 
their  organizational  representatives. 

d.  We  have  already  begun  to  be  introspective  and  ana- 
lytic about  the  composition  and  purposes  of  135  Van  Ness 
Avenue.  Dr.  Marshall  Rosenberg  and  Mrs.  JoAnn  Ander- 
son have  been  brought  in  on  a  consulting  basis  to  work 
with  the  administrative  staff  and  to  help  find  out  the  needs 
and  desires  of  staff  in  the  schools.  We  are  studying  ways 
that  some  responsibility  for  the  selection  of  personnel  can 
be  returned  to  the  building  principal  and  his  staff.  I  have 
discussed  in  some  detail  the  matter  of  personnel  selection 
with  Milt  Reiterman,  Associate  Superintendent  for  Admin- 
istration, and  with  George  Boisson,  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent of  Personnel.  Both  Milt  and  George  are  as  anxious 
as  I  that  the  selection  of  personnel  meet  the  requirements 
in  the  field,  and  allow  for  involvement  of  our  staff  in  some 
stages  of  the  selection  process.  We  do  not  feel  we  can 
hold  a  building  principal  truly  accountable  unless  he  has 
a  greater  share  in  staff  selection. 

e.  The  report  of  Booz,  Allen  and  Hamilton  has  estab- 
lished a  pattern  and  procedures  for  strengthening  business 
functions  and  reducing  delays  and  red  tape.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Ed  Egly,  Associate  Superintendent  for 
Business,  and  members  of  his  staff,  we  have  begun  to  seek 
different  and  better  solutions  for  getting  materials  to  you 
sooner,  and  greater  responsiveness  to  your  requests  for 
building  repairs,  and  for  more  rapid  completion  of  school 
buildings  under  construction.  I  have  shared  with  you  even 
this  early  in  my  tenure  the  frustrations  of  unfilled  requi- 
sitions, and  unanswered  requests.  We  must  find  a  way  and 
funds  to  move  quickly  and  responsibly  to  eliminate  these 
justifiable  concerns. 

f.  In  another  effort  to  cut  through  red  tape,  I  have  dis- 
cussed an  idea  with  Central  Office  personnel  with  which 
they  agree  and  which  they  support.  Effective  tomorrow, 
any  staff  member  may  question  procedures  he  feels  are 
causing  unnecessary  delays  and  problems.  I  invite  you  to 
reject  requests  which  we  cannot  satisfactorily  support, 
and  whose  necessity  we  cannot  justify  to  you.  We  seek 
your  help  to  eliminate  wasted  motions  and  limiting  red 
tape  procedures. 

g.  We  will  involve  the  Negotiating  Council  in  preparing 
the  budget  for  1971-72  with  the  hope  that  many  ideas  in 
the  questionnaire  can  serve  as  a  springboard  for  the  im- 
provement of  schools. 

h.  Early  in  the  tabulation  of  your  responses  we  recog- 
nized your  disappointment  and  frustration  over  the  lack 
of  a  prep  period  for  fourth  grade  teachers.  At  the  Board 
meeting  of  November  5,  1970  I  recommended  that  funds 
be  provided  and  steps  taken  to  make  such  prep  time  avail- 
able. A  supportive  Board  of  Education  approved  this  rec- 
ommendation. Our  staff  has  moved  steadily  toward  imple- 
menting this  resolution. 

i.    Similarly,  the  concern  of  many  staff  members  over 
(Continued  on  Page  4) 
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the  lack  of  science  materials  to  implement  the  inservice 
program  (SCIS)  was  heard,  and  funds  have  been  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

j.  Careful  and  thoughtful  review  has  been  under  way 
on  the  number  and  function  of  personnel  at  135  Van  Ness 
Avenue.  Several  positions  now  open  have  not  been  filled 
while  such  an  assessment  is  under  way.  I  have  submitted 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  major 
restructuring  of  the  functions  and  numbers  of  Central 
Office  and  administrators  and  supervisors — recommenda- 
tions which,  if  I  hear  your  concerns  clearly,  will  strengthen 
our  services  to  you  in  the  schools.  In  reaching  these  rec- 
ommendations I  have  talked  with  many  of  our  Central 
Office  administrators.  They,  too,  recognize  the  need  for 
bringing  about  better  understanding  with  our  staff.  They, 
too,  want  to  restructure  many  of  the  Central  Office  func- 
tions so  that  their  contributions  to  the  field  supplement 
your  work. 

I  am  convinced  that  our  vote  from  135  Van  Ness  is  to 
give  support  to  you,  to  help  you  to  get  the  resources  and 
people  you  need,  to  utilize  the  unique  skills  so  many  of  you 
have  for  the  education  of  children.  These  things  we  can- 
not do  under  the  pressure  of  authority,  nor  without  ade- 
quate involvement  of  those  of  you  who  must  have  so  much 
to  give. 

We  are  not  impotent  to  solve  problems.  I  have  seen 
nothing  in  my  three  months  as  superintendent  to  indicate 
that  we  are  not  capable  and  resourceful  enough  to  meet  the 
challenge.  On  the  contrary,  the  many  people  and  com- 
munity groups  who  are  concerned  indicate  the  hope  they 
have  in  our  success  for  educating  the  children  of  San 
Francisco. 

I  cannot  relieve  this  system  of  its  anguish.  If  I  could 
wave  a  magical  wand,  as  we  sometimes  suggest  to  young- 
sters, it  would  be  inappropriate.  For,  part  of  what  America 
stands  for  is  to  provide  avenues  for  risk,  creativity,  invest- 
ment, and  of  course,  reward.  These  are  the  cornerstones 
of  our  free  enterprise  system.  They  apply  just  as  much 
to  our  school  system.  Those  of  you  and  those  of  the  com- 
munity who  are  able  to  risk  themselves — to  study,  prob- 
lem-solve, to  invest  time  and  effort  will  find  rewards. 

I  make  you  some  promises,  not  lightly,  but  professional 
promises  I  will  attempt  to  keep. 

I  will  work  to  do  my  best  to  provide  the  leadership  to 

give  you  the  resources  and  appropriate  authorities  you  need 

d  programs  which  will  help  each  of  you  and  the 

ystcm  to  move  towards  its  goals.   I  ask  that  you  continue 

to  accept,  your  professional  responsibilities. 

open  as  many  avenues  as  possible  so  that 

e  ideas  of  ;  and  community  may  be  heard  and 

to  continue  to  provide   those   which   have   already  been 


opened  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  through  the 
operation  of  the  news  media. 

I  will  attempt  to  use  your  criticisms  constructively  a 
give  you  reasons  for  the  criticisms  I  make. 

Let  me  say  one  more  thing:  If  there  is  any  one  of  y 
who  believes  that  he  does  not  have  the  personal  com] 
tency  or  potency  to  continue  to  meet  the  challenge 
working  with  youngsters  and  to  move  to  right  what 
wrong  with  our  system,  and  to  keep  and  refine  what 
right,  I  want  to  hear  from  you.  I  want  you  to  write  i 
personally.  Although  my  contact  with  most  of  you  h 
of  course,  been  inadequate  to  assess  your  professioi 
competencies,  I  doubt  that  there  is  more  than  1  %  of  t 
staff  who  is  not  capable  of  helping  San  Francisco  to  bu 
a  model  program.  But,  if  there. are  among  you,  some 
you  who  believe  that  you  must  continue  to  work  with< 
professional  respect,  without  the  satisfactions  which  shoi 
come  from  working  with  the  children,  then  I  need  to  km 
it.  I,  too,  have  found  that  my  hours  will  be  long  in  S 
Francisco  and  the  job  is  a  gigantic  one.  At  the  same  tin 
unless  I  can  value  each  one  of  you  and  show  my  conct 
for  you,  beyond  the  impersonal  message  level,  I  do  i 
believe  that  I  can  ask  you  to  work  in  similar  ways  w 
each  other,  with  the  parents  of  the  community,  and  mi 
importantly,  with  the  children  of  this  community. 

I  believe  it  is  wrong  to  ask  you  to  do  more  for  childi 
than  I  am  willing  to  do  for  you. 

I  will  give  you  my  professional  best.  I  ask  only  I 
same  from  you.  Not  only  because  it  is  our  professioi 
responsibility,  but  because  I  am  more  and  more  convinc 
that  San  Francisco  can  achieve  educational  greatness 
but  only  if  we  close  ranks  quickly  and  work  effectively 
gether. 

The  problems  of  education  in  the  major  cities  of  Am 
ica  have  few  simplistic  solutions.  Our  problems  are 
directly  associated  with  the  problems  of  society — the  n 
jor  issues  of  discipline,  crime,  poverty,  emerging  strenj 
of  minority  groups,  and  so  many  other  pressing  challeng 
The  solutions  are  complex.  We  need  to  seek  the  solutii 
together.  No  superintendent,  no  staff,  can  find  such  a  rot 
alone

■  'eachers  in  the  pilot  program  have  discovered  that 
pltography  can  be  a  strong  motivating  force  in  encour- 
ajig  children  to  learn  and  can  be  easily   and  naturally 


integrated  into  various  subject  matter  studies  such  as  lan- 
guage arts,  science,  social  studies,  and  mathematics. 

As  the  District-produced  guide  states,  "We  believe  that 
every  area  of  learning  can  be  expanded  and  motivated  by 
utilizing  comprehensive  photographic  experiences  in  the 
classroom.  Sensitivity,  imagery,  science,  skill  building 
concepts,  and  creativity  are  integrated  in  this  learning  ex- 
perience. Language,  whether  it  is  expressed  visually,  ver- 
bally, or  in  writing  is  the  binding  ingredient.  The  camera 
is  the  catalyst,  the  teacher,  the  provider  of  opportunities, 
and  the  children  are  the  creators,  hypothesis-makers,  and 
the  communicators  in  this  visual-verbal  approach  to  lan- 
guage. Children  will  develop  self-image,  self-confidence, 
and  will  express  themselves  more  willingly  if  allowed  the 
freedom  to  do  so." 

An  example  of  how  learning  can  be  enhanced  through 
photography  is  well-illustrated  by  the  program  at  Parkside 
School.  Under  the  guidance  of  Ann  Schwan,  compensa- 
tory education  teacher,  students  have  constructed  a  large 
pin-hole  camera,  large  enough  for  an  individual  to  sit  in- 
side and  learn  what  goes  on  in  a  camera,  which  expands 
the  student's  understanding  of  the  photographic  process. 

A  darkroom  has  been  set  up  and  equipped  with  develop- 
ing, printing,  and  enlarging  facilities.  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  photography  students  have  been  assisting  the 
students  in  some  of  the  schools  in  refining  darkroom  tech- 
niques.

Few  schools  in  an  urban  setting  are  fortunate  enough 
have  a  nature  trail  close  enough  for  students  to  utilize 
it  one  District  school — Twin  Peaks — has  two  of  them, 
id  both  have  been  blazed  and  staked  out  by  children  at 
e  school  with  the  encouragement  of  a  resource  teacher. 
The  resource  teacher,  Ernestine  Fox,  had  the  vision, 
lagination,  and  drive  to  see  the  untapped  resources  wait- 
g  to  be  developed  around  the  school  and  to  do  something 
jout  the  situation. 

Twin  Peaks  School  is  located  on  the  east  side  of  San 
rancisco's  two  most  outstanding  hills  on  four  acres  of 
ound  which  offer  one  of  the  most  spectacular  views  of 
e  Bay  Area.  Much  of  the  area  has  remained  in  a  natural 
tting  with  original  plant  and  animal  life  much  in  evi- 
ince. 

About  a  year  ago  Miss  Fox  conceived  the  idea  of  devel- 
)ing  a  nature  trail  right  on  the  school  premises  which 
uld  be  used  to  teach  the  children  about  plants  and  ani- 
als  in  at  natural  setting. 

Today,  two  trails  have  been  forged  on  the  steep  slopes 
the  hills  by  the  students.  One  of  the  nature  trails  deals 
ith  native  plants  and  how  they  were  utilized  by  the 
dians  of  the  area,  and  the  other  is  used  for  a  study  of 
sects,  birds,  and  animals,  including  raccoons,  found 
ere. 

When  word  of  the  Twin  Peaks  nature  trails  spread,  the 
hool  received  many  requests  from  visitors  to  see  what 
children  had  uncovered.  In  order  to  better  tell  the 
sry,  Miss  Fox  recruited  volunteer  student  guides  who  can 
ke  guests  on  the  trails  and  tell  them  many  fascinating

things  about  the  ecology  of  the  area. 

In  order  to  continuously  add  to  the  storehouse  of  knowl- 
edge being  accumulated,  various  classes  in  the  school  have 
investigated  specific  subjects  during  the  year.  For  exam- 
ple, Mrs.  Rosina  Jones'  5th  grade  class  has  studied  "Heroes 
and  Villains  of  the  Insect  World,"  in  which  the  students 
have  collected,  dissected,  and  made  slides  of  insects  found 
on  the  four  acres  for  purposes  of  comparative  study. 

Olivia  Fisher's  6th  grade  class  has  studied  birds  which 
frequent  the  area.  Elmer  Eckart's  6th  grade  class  has 
investigated  the  native  trees,  and  Mrs.  Maxine  Fullendorf's 
4th  graders  have  identified  plants  Indians  used  for  food, 
medicine,  and  utilitarian  purposes. 

Class  projects  have  included  the  making  of  tapes  and 
slides  which  depict  and  tell  of  animal,  insect,  and  plant 
life  on  the  Twin  Peaks  slopes.  The  natural  interest  of 
children  in  their  environment  has  been  expanded  and  in- 
tensified through  the  work  of  Miss  Fox,  the  teachers,  and 
the  school  principal,  Mrs.  Ellamae  Beseman. 

Motivation  to  learn  and  be  an  active  participant  in  de- 
veloping and  maintaining  the  nature  trails  has  been  very 
high.  Miss  Fox  states  that  so  many  students  in  the  school 
want  to  serve  as  nature  trail  guides  that  she  has  to  revolve 
the  task  among  the  many  volunteers,  a  process  which  con- 
tinuously reinforces  the  concepts  and  information  the 
children  are  learning. 

The  Twin  Peaks  example,  though  somewhat  unique  be- 
cause of  the  school's  setting,  is  illustrative  of  what  positive 
results  in  education  can  be  achieved  through  capitalizing 
on  inherent,  though  previously  latent,  resources.

971-1972  School  Budget  Comes  Under  Study 


I  For  the  past  several  weeks  Dr.  Edgar  C.  Egly,  Asso- 
cte  Superintendent  for  Business,  has  been  meeting  with 
giups  of  principals  from  the  secondary,  elementary,  and 
cnplex  areas  on  the  general  subject  of  the  budget,  en- 
C!iraging  principals  to  work  with  their  staffs  in  developing 
Ornate  budget  proposals  for  the  1971-72  year, 
jfn  addition,  Superintendent  Thomas  A.  Shaheen  an- 
runced  some  time  ago  that  at  least  three  public  sessions 
B'l  be  made  available  for  any  staff  persons  to  propose 
tt'v  modifications  in  programs  directly  to  the  Superinten- 
tt'dent  and  Board  of  Education.

5.  What  shall  be  the  determination  on  salary  increases 
for  certificated  and  classified  personnel? 

6.  To  what  extent  shall  federal,  state,  and  foundation 
programs  be  absorbed  for  funding  before  they  run  out? 
Shall  the  School  District  include  in  its  budget  funds  for 
any  or  all  of  these  programs:  (some  examples  follow) 

Federal  and  Local  Funds — National  Defense  Education

Eugene  R.  Howard  has  been  named  by  the  Board  of 
Education  as  the  School  District's  new  Associate  Super- 
intendent for  Instruction,  effective  as  of  January  1,  1971. 

Mr.  Howard,  who  has  been  serving  as  director  of  the 
University  School  at  Nova  University  in  Fort  Lauderdale, 
Florida,  replaces  Dr.  Edward  D.  Goldman,  who  was  killed 
in  an  automobile  accident  in  May  of  1970. 

The  Nova  School  Complex  has  received  national  recog- 
nition for  its  creative  and  innovative  teaching  techniques.

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  he  received  his 
master  of  education  degree  and  advanced  certificate  in 
administration  from  that  university. 

Upon  university  graduation  he  spent  five  years  as  a 
senior  high  school  teacher  of  English,  Spanish,  and  social 
studies.

Nature  Trails — Graduate  students  from  local  universities 
ire  working  with  the  Center  to  develop  nature  trails  in 
arious  parts  of  San  Francisco.  They  are  assisted  by  the 
igh  potential  high  school  students  who,  in  turn,  act  as 
■ocents  to  classes  walking  the  trails.  Materials  related  to 
le  trails  are  being  developed  for  the  study  of  specific 
spects  of  study  such  as  flora,  fauna,  and  earth  sciences 
1eculiar  to  the  area.

Trails  can  be  covered  in  about  an  hour's  time,  and  stu- 
dents are  given  maps  to  follow  as  they  move  along.  It  is 
the  goal  of  the  Center  to  have  every  elementary  child  in 
the  District  walk  a  nature  trail  in  his  neighborhood  once 
a  month  for  a  year  to  discover  the  cycle  of  life  that  is  con- 
stantly evolving  and  changing. 

Mini-Museums — Each  school,  or  cluster  of  schools,  has 
a  mini-museum  where  classes  prepare  exhibits  from  the 
nature  trail.  Exhibits  can  be  shared  between  schools,  and 
students  learn  how  to  establish  and  maintain  an  environ- 
ment for  animals  which  have  been  "borrowed"  from  the 
trail. 

Inservice  Help — Before  and  after  school  workshops  for 
teachers  can  be  given  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Ryder,  the  Cen- 
ter's director,  and  Roberta  Posz  and  William  Campbell, 
resource  teachers.  Special  workshops  can  be  arranged  at 
any  time  to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  any  school  or 
small  group  of  teachers. 

Library  and  Information  Service — There  is  a  large  li- 
brary of  books  and  pamphlets  and  other  materials  to 
supplement  the  usual  classroom  materials.  Teachers  may 
ask  for  any  science  information,  and  the  staff  will  either 
secure  the  information  immediately  or  research  it  from 
other  sources.

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S.  F.  Ballet  Comes  to  Schools 

For  the  first  time  the  San  Francisco  Ballet  Company 
will  bring  a  program  of  dance-demonstration  to  the  city's 
public  schools. 

On  January  18,  19,  and  20,  the  company  will  bring  this 
unique  service  to  three  schools:  Lowell  High,  Longfellow, 
and  Marina  Junior  High,  respectively. 

Content  of  the  program  will  be  adjusted  to  fit  the  de- 
mands of  the  various  age  groups. 

The  format  to  be  followed  will  provide  for  an  opening 
excerpt  from  a  ballet  in  the  current  repertoire,  followed 
by  a  verbal  description  by  the  ballet  master  of  exercises 
at  the  barre,  as  well  as  the  basic  movements  of  the  classi- 
cal ballet — all  to  be  illustrated  by  the  dancers.  The  pro- 
gram will  conclude  with  excerpts  from  several  other  bal- 
lets. 

The  San  Francisco  Ballet  is  the  oldest  resident  ballet 
company  in  the  United  States,  having  its  beginning  in 
1933.  It  was  founded  under  the  aegis  of  Gaetano  Merola 
as  an  adjunct  of  the  San  Francisco  Opera. 

Adolph  Bohm  was  its  first  director,  followed  by  Serge 
Oukrainsky  in  1936.  The  first  production  of  the  Nut- 
cracker was  presented  in  1 943  and  is  now  an  annual  event. 

The  present  director.  Lew  Christensen,  came  to  the 
company  in  1951,  and  under  his  leadership  the  full  com- 
pany has  performed  in  almost  every  major  city  of  the 
United  States  and  on  all  three  major  television  networks. 

The  San  Francisco  Ballet  hopes  to  enlarge  its  new  serv- 
ice to  the  schools  in  subsequent  years. 

This  program  is  one  of  the  special  music  projects  ad- 
ministered by  the  District's  Music  Department  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Albert  A.  Renna  and  is  a  gift  of  the  ballet 
to  the  schools  through  the  efforts  of  the  president,  Derk  R. 
TeRoller.

SABBATICAL  LEAVE  APPLICATIONS 

Teachers  and  administrators  who  are  considering 
applying  for  Sabbatical  Leave  for  fall  1971  are 
urged  to  submit  their  applications  prior  to  March  1, 
1971.  Forms  may  be  obtained  from  principals  or 
from  the  Personnel  Services  Office,  room  116,  Cen- 
tral Office. 

The  Administration  Regulations  Manual  states 
that  applications  for  Sabbatical  Leave  must  be  sub- 
mitted prior  to  October  1  or  March  1  of  the  semes- 
ter preceding  that  in  which  the  leave  is  desired. 

State  law  requires  a  minimum  of  seven  years  of 
service  for  eligibility.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  limits  the  total  number  of  Sabbatical 
Leaves  to  two  per  cent  of  the  certificated  force,  with 
not  more  than  one-half  of  the  grants  to  be  allotted 
during  a  single  semester. 

Seniority  is  considered  in  determining  precedence 
in  case  the  number  of  applications  exceeds  two  per 
cent  of  the  certificated  staff.

(Editor's  note:  At  the  December  3,  1970  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  Dr.  Thomas  A.  Shaheen,  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  in  a  report  to  the  Board  on  the  Park-South 
Complex,  detailed  his  philosophy  regarding  the  compo- 
nents of  "good"  education.  What  Dr.  Shaheen  said  is 
printed  here  so  that  School  District  staff  members  can 
share  in  his  philosophical  position  in  this  regard.) 

Speaking  as  your  Superintendent  I  claim  "good"  educa- 
tion is  achieved  thusly: 

1.  Good  education  accepts  the  position  that  the  biggest 
change  in  our  schools  must  be  attitudinal,  and  that  the 
children  are  more  important  than  the  institution. 

2.  Good  education  is  education  which  eliminates  the 
3  R's  of  Restraint,  Rote  memory,  Regurgitation. 

3.  Good  education  seeks  to  educate  children,  is  not 
compelled  to  place  emphasis  on  control.  Good  education 
does  not  confuse  compliance,  obedience  and  meekness 
with  desirable  attitudes. 

4.  Good ,  education  puts  into  use  the  findings  of  good 
educational  research  and  psychology. 

5.  Good  education  recognizes  that  practically  every 
youngster  can  learn,  and  that  he  deserves  a  chance  to  learn. 

6.  Good  education  allows  children  to  live  in  the  now. 

7.  Good  education  provides  the  opportunity  for  all 
children  to  succeed.  It  does  not  pit  youngster  against 
youngster  in  grossly  unequal  and  unfair  contest. 

8.  Good  education  places  an  emphasis  on  such  tech- 
niques as  continuous  progress,  individualization,  person- 
alization, independent  learning,  diagnosis.  From  such  ap- 
proaches come  better  academic  results  and  improved  work 
skills  and  habits. 

9.  Good  education  makes  of  learning  an  exciting,  life- 
long activity. 

10.  Good  education  gives  young  people  practices  in 
democratic  practices,  and  participation  in  civic  responsi- 
bilities. 

1 1 .  Good  education  allows  students  opportunities  to 
search,  seek,  and,  yes,  even  to  blunder.  "Wadjaget"  does 
not  get  to  be  the  overriding  pressure  of  the  school  pro- 
gram. 

12.  Good  education  makes  for  a  better  society.  It 
allows  for  adaptation  to  change,  to  acceptance  of  people.

The  bicultural  aspects  of  the  project  are  centered  on  the 
24  social  studies  individualized  instructional  packages  pro- 
duced during  the  summer  production  workshop. 

Students  learning  each  other's  language  are  more  readily 
able  to  appreciate,  learn,  and  internalize  the  other  culture. 
The  cultural  units  are  being  further  supplemented  by  El 
Dorado  Educational  Materials  for  the  Spanish-speaking 
which  will  result  in  the  development  of  multi-media  units. 

Provisions  have  been  made  to  evaluate  every  aspect  of 
the  project.  These  range  from  a  systematic  management 
system  to  standardized  testing  of  the  children  in  both  Span- 
ish and  English.  Diagnostic  testing  helps  place  each  child 
at  the  appropriate  level  in  an  individualized  program  of 
instruction. 

This  broad  evaluation  program  enables  continuous  as- 
sessment of  project  strengths  and  weaknesses  and  provides

The  thrust  of  the  course  is  to  approach  drug  education 
from  the  student's  point  of  view.  This  is  accomplished 
through  small,  informal  group  discussions  planned  by  all 
of  the  participants.

The  course  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  family  life  education 
class  held  last  year  at  the  school  in  which  participants 
recommended  the  small  group  discussion  format,  prefer- 
ably in  an  off-campus  location  to  reduce  the  formality 
associated  with  large,  lecture-type  classes. 

The  focus  of  the  course  as  it  has  evolved  this  semester 
has  been  on  a  study  of  the  misuse  of  drugs  and  hazardous 
substances  and  the  study  of  problems  in  interpersonal 
relationships  within  peer  groups  and  with  parents. 

Students  have  been  attempting  to  develop  an  increased 
understanding  of  the  stresses  and  problems  young  adults 
face,  to  define  problems  in  society  which  concern  them, 
and  to  find  ways  of  solving  the  problems. 

In  the  process,  they  have  studied  factual  information 
about  drugs  and  the  possible  alternatives  to  drug  use. 

A  major  task  of  the  15  students  has  been  to  learn  to 
develop  the  ability  to  convey  accurate  drug  information  to 
other  students.  Early  in  the  course,  class  members  agreed 
that  students  listen  to  students — that  students  learn  from 
students — and  that  a  "youth  to  youth"  emphasis  is  essen- 
tial.

Students  have  been  developing  materials  and  approaches 
which  they  will  use  when  they  meet  with  younger  students 
in  the  junior  high  and  elementary  schools  during  the  sec- 
ond half  of  the  school  year. 

Members  of  the  class  have  already  met  with  6th  grade 
girls  at  Sarah  Dix  Hamlin  School  as  part  of  that  school's 
drug  abuse  education  program. 

In  addition,  they  have  met  with  teacher  groups  from 
the  Richmond  Educational  Complex  schools,  have  ap- 
peared before  prospective  student  teachers  from  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College  who  will  teach  next  term,  and  have 
served  as  resource  persons  for  a  Santa  Cruz  County  train- 
ing program  for  teachers  held  at  Cabrillo  College  under 
the  auspices  of  the  University  of  California  at  Santa  Cruz 
— all  with  the  purpose  of  improving  communications  in 
the  drug  abuse-social  problems  area.  They  will  also  be  on 
leadership  teams  at  a  San  Francisco  State  College  course 
on  drug  abuse  this  month. 

Students  have  spent  time  visiting  community  agencies 
(thanks  to  Red  Cross  transportation  facilities),  have  in- 
vited community  agency  speakers  to  meet  with  them,  and 
have  planned  and  executed  speaking  engagements  and 
workshops  at  other  schools. 

Mrs.  Haskin  and  Mr.  Reedy  are  enthusiastic  about  the 
program's  development  to  date.  Student  involvement, 
student  planning,  and  student  decision-making  have  been 
factors  contributing  to  a  high  degree  of  interest  in  the 
course.  Both  admit  that  they  have  learned  a  great  deal 
from  the  close  contact  afforded  by  the  course  and  by  the 
fact  that  they,  too,  are  participants  with  the  students  in 
working  out  solutions  to  problems  encountered. 

Evaluation  of  the  program  is  on-going — from  reactions 
of  students  visited  in  other  schools,  through  self-evalua- 
tion by  participants,  and  by  observation  of  the  two  adults 
involved. 

The  George  Washington  program  has  proceeded  under 
the  direction  of  Saul  Madfes,  principal,  and  with  the  help 
and  support  of  Dr.  Frances  Todd,  Supervisor,  Health  and 
Family  Life  Education.

Aid  to  Non-English  Speakers 

A  system  to  more  effectively  handle  telephone  calls  to 
the  Central  Office  by  non-English  speaking  persons  has 
been  initiated  this  month. 

Volunteers  from  eight  ethnic  groups  have  agreed  to 
serve  on  a  foreign  language  switchboard  auxiliary  to  assist 
individuals  who  have  school-related  business  and  who  have 
difficulty  with  English. 

When  such  an  individual  calls  the  school  department, 
the  telephone  operator  will  attempt  to  get  the  person's 
telephone  number  and  have  one  of  the  auxiliary  call  him 
back  and  determine  the  exact  nature  of  the  call. 

The  auxiliary  member  will  then  call  the  Central  Office, 
secure  the  necessary  information,  and  pass  it  back  to  the 
original  caller  in  the  appropriate  language. 

In  some  cases  a  conference  call  will  be  set  up  with  the 
caller,  the  translator,  and  the  appropriate  staff  member 
being  able  to  converse  on  the  same  line. 

This  procedure  has  been  worked  out  through  the  efforts 
of  Eugene  Block,  Executive  Director  of  the  Council  for 
Civic  Unity,  and  Hugh  E.  Wire,  Administrative  Assistant, 
Educational  Information.

SABBATICAL  LEAVE  APPLICATIONS 

Teachers  and  administrators  who  are  considering 
applying  for  Sabbatical  Leave  for  fall  1971  are 
urged  to  submit  their  applications  prior  to  March  1, 
1971.  Forms  may  be  obtained  from  principals  or 
from  the  Personnel  Services  Office,  room  116,  Cen- 
tral Office. 

The  Administration  Regulations  Manual  states 
that  applications  for  Sabbatical  Leave  must  be  sub- 
mitted prior  to  October  1  or  March  1  of  the  semes- 
ter preceding  that  in  which  the  leave  is  desired. 

State  law  requires  a  minimum  of  seven  years  of 
service  for  eligibility.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  limits  the  total  number  of  Sabbatical 
Leaves  to  two  per  cent  of  the  certificated  force,  with 
not  more  than  one-half  of  the  grants  to  be  allotted 
during  a  single  semester. 

Seniority  is  considered  in  determining  precedence 
in  case  the  number  of  applications  exceeds  two  per 
cent  of  the  certificated  staff.

Burl  Toler;  principal,  has  announced  that  the  State 
oard  of  Education  has  again  funded  the  program  for  the 
(970-71  school  year  in  the  amount  of  $133,419  as  a  result 
f  the  report. 

Initially,  the  proposal  for  this  program  was  submitted 
the  State  Office  of  Compensatory  Education  in  Novem- 
1969,  and  was  reviewed  by  a  blue  ribbon  committee 

ong  with  other  programs  submitted  from  schools  through- 

ut  the  state. 

Benjamin  Franklin's  program  was  chosen  along  with  16 
thers  as  worthy  of  receiving  a  grant.  If  future  objectives 
in  be  reached  the  program  will  be  funded  again  in  Sep- 
mber,  1971.   This  means  that  the  program  would  follow 

e  students  for  two  and  a  half  years  in  an  attempt  to 
isure  that  the  average  student  performs  at  grade  level. 


Special  Board  Meeting  Set 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  voted  at 
its  last  meeting  on  February  18,  1971  to  waive  the 
provisions  of  Board  Policy  P4119  until  the  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  held  at  7:30  p.m.  on 
March  9,  1971. 

Normal  procedure  under  P4119  would  require  the 
Superintendent  to  notify  the  Board  not  later  than 
the  first  meeting  in  March  of  changes  affecting  cer- 
tificated personnel. 

Superintendent  Shaheen  will  make  his  budget  rec- 
ommendations to  the  Board  on  March  9  and  will  in- 
corporate any  staff  re-organization  recommendations 
into  this  presentation. 


William  Diamond,  mathematics  teacher,  and  Burl  Toler,  prin- 
cipal, observe  students  at  work  in  one  of  the  electronic 
listening  centers  now  in  full  operation  in  the  AB  938  Pro- 
gram at  Benjamin  Franklin  Junior  High  School.

Especially  satisfying  to  the  project  teachers  was  a  stu- 
dent questionnaire  which  indicated  that  68  per  cent  of  the 
students  felt  they  were  learning  more  in  English  classes 
under  the  program  with  only  ten  per  cent  feeling  they 
were  learning  less.  Some  65  per  cent  stated  English  was 
more  interesting  now  with  nine  per  cent  indicating  it  was 
less  interesting.  Similar  results  were  obtained  in  mathe- 
matics. 

Written  by  Benjamin  Franklin  teachers  and  adminis- 
trators, the  program  provides  that  classes  not  exceed  20 
pupils,  that  they  be  grouped  heterogeneously,  and  that  each 
teacher  be  provided  with  a  full  time  community  aide. 

In  addition,  two  completely  equipped  laboratories  .  .  . 
one  reading  and  one  mathematics  .  .  .  each  staffed  by  a 
teacher  and  two  full  time  community  aides,  provide  inten- 
sive instruction  in  reading  and  mathematics.  Each  labora- 
tory is  equipped  with  listening  centers  and  some  of  the 
most  recently  developed  educational  equipment. 

The  teacher  and  the  aide  attend  a  daily  inservice  session 
where  mutual  problems  are  discussed  and  the  latest  teach- 
ing techniques  are  reviewed  for  implementation  in  the  in- 
structional centers.

Students  Make  Brailled  Recipes 


Mrs.  Wanda  Henderson,  school  volunteer,  is  seen  working 
with  students  at  Ulloa  School  in  making  brailled  recipes 
which  will  be  collected  into  cookbooks  for  use  by  people 
who  are  blind.  With  Mrs.  Henderson  are  Ultra,  her  seeing- 
eye  dog,  and  some  of  the  students  who  are  working  on  the 
project,  Mary  Ann  Boyle,  Masha  Waserman,  and  Evelyn 
Masuda. 

Few  people  are  probably  aware  of  the  limited  availa- 
bility of  cookbooks  in  braille  for  use  by  individuals  who 
are  blind. 

A  group  of  students  at  Ulloa  School,  however,  is  very 
much  aware  of  the  situation  and  is  doing  something  about 
it. 

Twice  each  week  Mrs.  Wanda  Henderson  comes  to 
Ulloa  to  teach  a  group  of  students  the  braille  alphabet  and 
how  to  make  brailled  recipes.  Mrs.  Henderson  is  a  volun- 
teer with  the  San  Francisco  Education  Auxiliary  and  is 
blind. 

On  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  she  comes  to  the  school, 
often  with  her  German  shepherd,  Ultra,  from  Guide  Dogs 
for  the  Blind,  and  works  with  small  groups  of  Ulloa  stu- 
dents in  producing  the  brailled  recipes. 

When  enough  are  collected,  they  will  form  a  brailled 
cookbook  which  can  be  utilized  by  blind  people. 

Mrs.  Henderson  states  that  her  pupils  learn  very  fast 
and  work  very  hard  at  their  tasks.  The  students  bring 
recipes  to  the  sessions  which  they  personally  like  and  then 
transcribe  them  into  brailled  form. 

The  students  have  found  their  lessons  very  rewarding 
and  have  developed  a  deeper  appreciation  of  the  world 
of  the  blind  person.  Mrs.  Henderson  is  proud  to  state  that 
she  has  a  grandson  who  is  a  student  at  Ulloa.

The  students  in  the  Community  Service  Program  spent 
e  fall  term  in  the  classroom  phase  of  an  interdisciplinary 
ire  curriculum  with  civics  as  the  base  course.  The  em- 
lasis  here  has  been  on  urban  problems,  racial  disturb- 
ices,  drug  abuse,  human  welfare,  civil  liberties,  crime 
id  juvenile  delinquency,  as  well  as  government  agencies 
id  opportunities. 

Mathematics  and  English,  both  specifically  designed  for 
e  program,  complement  the  study  of  the  social  sciences, 
i  all  three  disciplines  the  curriculum  has  been  organized 
ound  student  goals,  the  development  of  necessary  skills, 
xupational  orientation,  and  a  large  amount  of  field  work, 
he  laboratory  for  the  project  is  the  community  itself. 

During  the  present  spring  term,  in  addition  to  continu- 
g  with  their  core  studies,  the  students  are  working  in 
lblic  service  assignments.  They  are  actively  engaged  in 
le  process  of  preparing  for  entry  level  jobs  in  eight  areas 
E  the  community  service  spectrum:  police,  fire,  federal 
id  local  civil  service,  library,  youth  organizing,  city  plan- 
ing, welfare,  and  juvenile  justice. 

The  goals  of  the  Community  Service  Program  are  to 

pose  the  high  school  students  to  government  processes 
id  to  inform  them  of  career  opportunities  while  con- 
lrrently  stimulating  their  interest  in  educational  advance- 
ent.   By  dealing  with  the  world  outside  of  the  classroom, 


student  motivation  towards  learning  hopefully  will  be  im- 
proved and  constructive  and  positive  attitudes  toward  per- 
sonal improvement  and  the  improvement  of  society  will 
develop. 

Three  Mission  High  teachers  have  been  instructing  the 
students  in  the  interdisciplinary  core  curriculum  and  work- 
ing with  them  as  they  become  more  involved  in  their  com- 
munity work  stations.  The  three  are  Maria  Vargas  (mathe- 
matics), John  de  Z.  Greenebaum  (civics  and  English),  and 
Mrs.  Marigrace  Cohen  (counseling).

Study  Miwok  Indian  Excavations 


Geary  School  students  are  hard  at  work  uncovering  evidence 
of  Coast  Miwok  Indian  life  in  Lucas  Valley  in  Marin  County 
where  the  tribe  lived  for  more  than  2,000  years. 

Gone  are  the  days  when  students  had  to  wait  until  col- 
lege to  learn  the  techniques  of  archaeological  digging  and 
study  anthropological  findings. 

Some  1 8  5th  and  6th  graders  from  Geary  School  in  the 
Richmond  Educational  Complex  have  been  going  to 
Marin  County  on  Wednesday  mornings  where  they  have 
been  taking  part  in  an  archaelogical  dig  at  a  site  in  Lucas 
Valley. 

It  was  in  this  area,  adjacent  to  the  present  Miller  Creek 
School,  that  the  Coast  Miwok  Indians  had  their  head- 
quarters for  more  than  2,000  years. 

Students  have  been  working  under  the  direction  of  a 
graduate  student  from  San  Francisco  State  College  in  large 
rectangular  diggings  (see  photograph  above). 

They  have  uncovered  remains  of  basket  weaving  awls, 
beads,  a  human  earbone,  crab  claws,  and  various  dietary 
items. 

The  children  have  shown  great  enthusiasm  in  the  project 
and  have  adapted  well  to  using  the  established  methods  of 
excavating  a  site  and  recording  the  results,  according  to 
George  Fouke,  supervising  teacher  at  Geary  School.

In  Elementary  Classes 


Computer  Teaches  the  Gifted 


Loreen  Dunn  and  Steven  Grigsby  of  Raphael  Weill  School  are 
intent  on  learning  how  to  utilize  a  computer  in  their  gifted 
class.  Intermediate  grade  students  have  been  expanding 
their  understanding  of  the  number  system  with  the  use  of 
the  WANG  Programmable  Calculator,  introduced  by  their 
instructor,  Richard  Boede. 

The  computer  has  arrived  in  the  elementary  school 
classroom  ...  at  least  for  the  students  in  the  classes  of 
Richard  Boede. 

Mr.  Boede,  a  teacher  with  the  District's  Programs  for 
the  Gifted,  instructs  children  at  Sherman,  Grant,  Raphael 
Weill,  Robert  Louis  Stevenson,  and  Mark  Twain  Schools 
who  are  part  of  the  gifted  classes. 

In  searching  for  ways  to  expand  the  students'  under- 
standing of  the  number  system,  Mr.  Boede  was  able  to 
borrow  a  WANG  250  Programmable  Calculator  and  to 
teach  the  students  how  to  operate  it. 

He  reports  that  the  students  were  fascinated  by  the 
computer  and  spent  many  sessions  exploring  the  number 
system  and  programming  with  punched  cards. 

Never  in  his  teaching  experience  has  Mr.  Boede  had 
so  many  "Why?"  questions  about  the  number  system  as 
when  the  children  were  working  with  the  machine.  He 
feels  it  is  a  useful  tool  which  could  well  be  employed  in 
regular  classes  also. 

After  working  several  weeks  with  the  machine,  the  stu- 
dents from  the  gifted  classes  took  the  WANG  250  to  their 
home  classrooms  and  taught  their  fellow  classmates  many 
of  the  things  they  had  learned,  reaching  some  15  class- 
rooms in  the  various  schools.

Environmental  Field  Studies  Progress 


jl  District  elementary  school  children  now  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  take  part  in  the  preservation  and  study  of  the 
rapidlv  disappearing  natural  resources  of  San  Francisco 
through  an  environmental  field  studies  program  which  uti- 
lizes the  nature  trail  concept  and  which  has  been  planned 
kind  executed  by  the  Elementary  Science  Resource  Center. 
I  Four  nature  trails  in  each  quadrant  of  the  city  have  been 
lleveloped  by  the  Center's  staff  and  are  now  in  use.  They 
lire  located  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  Lake  Merced, 
Ihe  bay  front,  and  John  McLaren  Park. 
1  One  class  from  each  elementary  school  in  San  Fran- 
Lisco  will  take  a  scheduled  walk  conducted  by  trained 
llocents  on  the  nature  trail  closest  to  his  neighborhood 
libout  once  a  month  for  a  year  so  that  students  may  dis- 
cover for  ihemselves  the  cycle  of  life  that  is  constantly 
Involving  and  changing. 

[  San  Francisco  is  particularly  rich  in  its  variety  of  biotic 
Communities.  These  include  rocky  shore,  coastal  strand, 
freshwater  marsh,  coastal  scrub,  redwood  forest,  closed- 
Cone  pine  forest,  broadleaf  evergreen  forest,  chaparral, 
rrassland,  riperian  woodland,  and  bay  and  estuary. 
I  One  or  more  of  these  communities  are  included  within 
lach  nature  trail.  Each  trail  has  its  own  unique  flavor  and 
8>ffers  an  opportunity  for  exchange  visits  of  schools  and  a 
Ihance  for  classes  to  study  a  wide  range  of  environments. 
I  It  takes  approximately  one  hour  to  walk  over  a  trail, 
lillowing  time  to  wonder  and  investigate.  Classes  follow 
llocents  along  the  way  as  the  trails  are  not  marked.  Pupils 
Inake  their  own  observations,  and  many  keep  a  log  and 
lield  sketches  as  a  scientist  in  the  field  would  do.

Field  work  on  the  nature  trails  is  individualized  by 
offering  options  as  to  the  materials  especially  prepared  for 
the  study  of  the  flora,  fauna,  and  earth  sciences  peculiar 
to  the  area.  Some  students  who  walk  the  trails  assemble 
afterwards  to  write  poetry,  to  paint,  or  to  discuss  field 
problems  in  ecology. 


Students  from  Garfield  School  take  a  moment  out  to  feed 
and  observe  the  ducks  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  in  the 
Marina  as  they  walk  one  of  the  Elementary  Science  Resource 
Center  nature  trails  which  includes  the  bay  front  area.  Four 
nature  trails  have  been  set  up  in  the  city  to  give  children 
in  the  elementary  schools  an  opportunity  to  study  the  cycle 
of  life  as  it  is  constantly  evolving  and  changing. 

Four  nature  trails  are  currently  in  use,  and  four  different 
trails  will  be  activated  next  year  to  prevent  over-use  of 
any  one  trail  and  to  ensure  that  each  student  be  exposed 
to  as  many  different  biotic  communities  as  are  available 
within  the  city. 

Graduate  students  in  science  from  local  universities  work 
as  ecolocists  at  the  Center  on  a  part-time  basis.  One  of 
their  assignments  has  been  the  development  of  the  nature 
trails  with  each  graduate  student  contributing  his  particular 
knowledge  to  the  total  ecological  study. 

The  graduate  students  are  assisted  by  high-potential  high 
school  students  who  act  as  docents  to  the  classes  walking 
the  trails.  Pupils  who  have  been  over  the  trails  already 
serve  as  junior  naturalists  and  docents  on  their  nature  trail 
to  the  other  classes  in  their  own  school.

Math  Tutoring  Program  Starts 


Mrs.  Marian  Fillbrandt,  Galileo  Math  Department  head;  Sam 
Cohen,  Sherman  principal;  and  Robert  Golton,  mathematics 
teacher  specialist,  observe  as  Galileo  High  School  students 
tutor  Sherman  School  students  in  mathematics.

The  Galileo  High  School  Mathematics  Task  Force  has 
organized  a  tutoring  program  this  year  with  a  difference. 

Proceeding  from  the  theory  that  one  of  the  best  ways 
to  learn  a  subject  is  to  teach  it,  a  class  of  12th  grade  stu- 
dents who  have  failed  the  mathematics  achievement  test 
is  the  tutoring  group. 

The  students  spend  one  period  working  with  elementary 
children  from  Hancock,  Sherman,  Winfleld  Scott,  and 
Yerba  Buena  Schools.  This  experience  takes  the  place  of 
their  regular  math  class. 

Mrs.  Marian  Fillbrandt,  head  of  the  Galileo  Math 
Department,  reports  that  the  high  school  students  now  are 
motivated  sufficiently  by  their  experiences  as  tutors  that 
they  are  seeking  books  and  guides  related  to  mathematics 
on  their  own.  They  are  also  noting  significant  gains  in 
their  computational  skills. 

The  elementary  schools  report  that  the  high  school  stu- 
dents are  producing  positive  results  with  the  younger 
children  because  of  the  empathy  they  have  with  the  ele- 
mentary student  who  is  having  difficulty  in  mathematics. 

The  current  program  is  being  evaluated  this  spring  with 
an  eye  toward  expanding  it  in  the  fall  of  1971.

liiicrobiology,  dialysis,  and  dentistry. 


The  goals  of  the  Allied  Health  Careers  Program  are  to 
expose  the  students  to  the  possibilities  available  to  them 
in  the  health  profession  and  to  demonstrate  such  to  them. 

The  students  study  the  academic  and  occupational  train- 
ing requirements  for  entry  into  the  allied  health  fields.  The 
students  eventually  will  be  able  to  demonstrate  the  scien- 
tific concepts  and  methodologies  common  to  most  disci- 
plines in  the  variety  of  health  services'  occupations  and 
professions. 

Two  Polytechnic  High  School  teachers,  Ruth  Taylor 
(counseling  and  English)  and  Marian  Murphy  (science) 
are  working  closely  with  the  departments  at  the  hospital 
in  developing  a  specific  allied  medical  curriculum  to 
broaden  the  scope  of  the  high  school  science  curriculum. 

Dean  Jules  Fraden  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  has 
offered  assistance  in  the  development  of  the  curriculum  to 
provide  closer  articulation  with  the  various  health  career 
programs  offered  there.

Superintendent  Discusses  Tenure  Position

1  (Editor's  note:  The  following  presentation  was  made  by 
\)r.  Thomas  A.  Shaheen,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  on 
Aarch  18,  1971,  before  the  Legislative  and  Personnel 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  was  meeting 

0  discuss  a  proposed  city  Charter  amendment  by  Super- 
■isor  Robert  Gonzales  which  would  eliminate  tenure  for 
ktblic  school  administrators.  Dr.  Shaheen's  statement  is 
•ublished  here  for  the  information  of  all  staff  members.) 

Although  the  events  of  the  last  two  weeks  in  administra- 
te staffing  reductions  have  highlighted  some  of  the  basic 
■roblems  with  the  administrative  tenure  law,  this  is  a  situ- 
tion  which  is  serious  at  all  times. 

Illustrative  of  this  are  the  resolutions  at  the  Board  meet- 
ig  of  January  21  when  upon  the  return  of  five  (5)  admin- 
itrators  from  leave,  and  with  the  need  for  a  small  number 
f  adjustments  in  certain  situations  to  strengthen  a  few 
chools,  it  became  necessary  to  make  52  shifts  in  admin- 
itrative  assignments.  The  shifts  created  tremendous  dis- 
jcations  of  administrative  and  staff  relationships,  result- 
!ig  in  many  legitimate  protests  on  the  part  of  students, 
sachers,  administrators,  and  community. 

The  administrative  tenure  law,  as  it  now  exists,  makes 
.  almost  impossible  to  maintain  administrative  continuity 
fithin  the  school  community.  This  disruption  to  adminis- 
fative  continuity  is  not  in  any  way  associated  with  deci- 
lons  of  the  School  Board  and  the  Superintendent.  Such 
'isruptions  are  unavoidable  as  long  as  the  administrative 
mure  law  limits  so  sharply  the  opportunity  to  place  admin- 
;trators  in  positions  based  upon  their  competency. 

These  situations  are  even  further  complicated  because 
ventually,  and  almost  exclusively,  administrative  positions 

1  San  Francisco  have  been  filled  by  personnel  who  have 
one  through  successive  steps  on  the  administrative  ladder, 
loving  from  teacher  eventually  to  principal.  This  proce- 
ure  has  placed  in  today's  schools  in  San  Francisco  some 
dminislrators  with  very  limited  experience,  some  ill- 
quipped  to  handle  the  massive  problems  that  exist  in  to- 
ay's  schools;  but  some  administrators  who  under  the 
dministrative  tenure  law  have  a  hold  on  positions  whether 
ley  have  sufficient  competency  or  not. 

The  future  success  of  San  Francisco  schools  is  tied  very 
irectly  with  an  opportunity  for  the  School  Board,  the 
uperintendent,  and  the  community  to  review  the  ability 
f  each  administrator  to  handle  the  problems  of  today's 
:hools. 

Based  upon  the  ideas  and  concerns  expressed  above,  I 
lbmit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
tat  a  charter  revision  in  the  administrative  tenure  law 
'ould  be  desirable  to  encompass  one  or  both  of  the  fol- 
>wing  points: 

1.  The  replacement  of  the  administrative  tenure  law 
'ith  a  contract  period  of  three  (3)  years  during  which  the 
ork  of  each  administrator  will  be  reviewed  for  possible 
jappointment.  In  taking  such  action,  all  present  adminis- 
ators  now  under  the  protection  of  the  tenure  law  shall 
e  protected  for  at  least  a  period  of  three  (3)  years.  Admin- 


istrators who  have  come  to  look  upon  the  administrative 
tenure  law  as  protection  shall  not  be  subject  to  abrupt  dis- 
missal because  of  a  change  in  the  charter. 

2.  All  administrators  to  be  appointed  in  the  future  shall 
be  subject  to  a  review  of  their  work  for  each  of  their  first 
two  (2)  years  of  employment.  Upon  satisfactory  review, 
a  three  (3)  year  contract,  renewable  every  three  (3)  years, 
shall  be  provided.  Decision  upon  the  continuance  of  the 
contract  shall  be  made  no  later  than  March  1st  preceding 
September  1st  of  the  school  year  during  which  the  contract 
extension  shall  be  effective.

made  available  to  all  science  teachers  in  San  Francisco. 

Materials  have  been  loaned  to  several  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  as  well  as  the  Junior  Museum.  Many 
teachers  have  visited  the  Center  to  obtain  advice  and 
ideas.  The  resource  activity  will  allow  teachers  in  dif- 
ferent schools  to  present  the  course  without  having  each 
school  buy  all  the  equipment. 

One  of  the  Center's  functions  is  to  continually  evaluate 
new  materials  and  distribute  them  to  teachers.  Students 
who  have  questions  or  are  doing  projects  about  the  ocean 
or  San  Francisco  Bay  are  invited  to  send  letters  to  the 
Center.  The  staff  will  provide  reading  lists  and  helpful 
suggestions. 

Field  trips  are  a  valuable  educational  experience  and 
are  utilized  by  the  Center's  staff.  Marine  science  field  trips 
are  preceded  by  a  study  of  maps,  charts,  readings,  and  the 
viewing  of  films  which  describe  the  actual  event  students 
will  see. 

The  Center  is  open  (by  appointment)  to  classroom 
groups  which  can  avail  themselves  of  a  slide  lecture  pro- 
gram on  the  uses  of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  a  look  at  the 
organisms  that  inhabit  it.  Students  can  observe,  handle, 
and  learn  about  live  marine  animals  such  as  snails,  crabs, 
sea  stars,  and  so  forth. 

There  is  a  growing  display  of  preserved  marine  animals 
and  seaweed.  Oceanographic  instruments  are  demonstrated 
and  the  students  take  them  to  Aquatic  Park  Pier  for  actual

Special  Education 

Philosophy  Statement  Adopted 

On  April  15,  1971,  the  Board  of  Education  adopted  the 
following  statement  of  philosophy  on  special  education 
programs  and  services  for  handicapped  minors  in  the  San 
Francisco  public  schools: 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  should 
provide  the  fullest  possible  opportunities  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  all  handicapped  minors,  regard- 
less of  economic  or  social  status,  race,  religion,  or 
abilities. 

Although  all  children  have  common  needs  for  which 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  family,  the  community  and  the 
public  schools  to  provide,  some,  with  educational, 
mental  or  physical  handicaps,  have  particular  needs 
which  require  special  consideration. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  to  identify  as  early  as  possible  those 
children  with  problems  which  interfere  with  learning, 
and  to  provide  services  and  programs  which  offer 
diagnosis,  remediation,  education,  training  and  coun- 
selling. 

To  that  end  of  providing  the  best  education  pos- 
sible, programs  for  handicapped  children  will  be  or- 
ganized as  a  part  of  the  total  educational  program, 
located  and  operated  in  regular  schools  and  as  a  part 
of  regular  classes  whenever  feasible,  or  in  special 
classes  or  buildings  provided  with  necessary  space  and 
equipment. 

Services  and  programs  shall  be  continuous  through- 
out the  handicapped  child's  school  life  and  shall  be 
aimed  at  achieving  independent  and  productive  living 
as  an  adult. 


•    COOPERATIVE  ELEMENTARY  PLAN 

The  four  professional  associations  for  teachers  of  Eng- 
lish, mathematics,  science,  and  social  studies  are  cooper- 
ating to  give  elementary  teachers  a  simplified  system  for 
enrolling  as  regular  members  in  all  four  organizations, 
using  one  form  and  one  payment.

Studies,  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  English,  and 
National  Science  Teachers  Association.

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Superintendent  States  Views 


I  have  been  very  troubled  by  my  inability  to  talk  with 
each  of  you  who  have  called  or  written  to  me  about  the 
changes  that  are  being  made  in  the  administration  of  the 
schools.  Many  of  those  who  have  asked  me  for  informa- 
tion are  directly  affected  by  the  decisions  which  have  been 
made,  and  for  them  my  concern  and  desire  to  discuss  the 
problems  that  have  arisen  is  certainly  the  strongest.  But 
even  those  who  are  not  directly  affected  are  no  doubt  aware 
that  the  decision  to  affect  a  relatively  small  number  of 
administrative  positions  has  been  hounded  by  legal  and 
technical  complications.  If  I  were  at  all  to  think  that  the 
actions  which  are  being  taken  were  not  in  the  long  run 
3  a  better  educational  system  for  our  stu- 
dents, I  would  have  been  the  first  to  put  a  halt  to  these 
proceedings.  However,  I  am  certain  that  we  are  moving 
in  the  right  direction,  and  that  we  are  following  the  cor- 
rect procedures  in  doing  so. 

I  wish  I  could  discuss  the  procedures  and  decisions  per- 
sonally with  everyone  who  has  asked  me  to  do  so.  How- 
ever, when  it  became  clear  that  the  legal  and  technical 
difficulties  accompanying  my  decisions  would  in  fact  be 
quite  complex,  the  Board  of  Education  decided  to  appoint 
special  attorneys  for  the  purpose  of  advising  me  and  the 
Board  as  to  the  law  and  the  proper  procedures.  There 
has  already  been  some  litigation  about  these  decisions,  and 
I  suppose  that  there  is  a  likelihood  of  more  litigation  before 
everything  is  completed.  For  that  reason,  counsel  has 
specifically  instructed  me  and  my  staff  not  to  discuss  the 
decision  or  procedures  with  anyone  else.  I  am  sure  that 
the  decision  of  counsel  is  a  necessary  one,  but  I  deeply 
regret  that  it  had  to  be  made  at  a  time  when  so  many 
people  could  benefit  from  a  full  and  open  discussion  of 
the  issues  involved.  It  is  for  that  reason  that  I  have  chosen 
this  forum  to  respond  to  the  many  people  who  have  re- 
quested information  from  me. 

Because  of  the  procedures  which  must  be  followed  ac- 
cording to  state  law,  and  because  of  San  Francisco's 
unique  Charter  provision,  which  provides  for  administra- 
tive tenure,  the  decision  to  change  the  nature  of  a  few 
administrative  services  in  the  district  has  needlessly  affected 
a  great  many  administrators.  This  results  from  the  "snow- 
ball" effect  of  the  seniority  system,  whereby  the  discon- 
tinuance of  an  administrative  service  in  the  district's 
central  office  has  inevitably  affected  the  positions  of  prin- 
cipals and  assistant  principals  whom  I  would  have  pre- 
ferred, and  would  still  prefer,  to  leave  in  their  present 
positions. 

Certainly  the  problems  and  confusion  which  have  ac- 
companied my  decision  to  change  some  of  the  adminis- 
trative services  have  been  compounded  by  the  decision  to 
strictly  follow  the  district's  affirmative  action  program.

The  committee  is  evaluating  8mm  loops,  filmstrips,  tape 
and  disc  recordings,  slides,  transparencies,  programmed 
instructional  materials  for  student  use,  art  and  study  prints, 
maps,  and  globes. 

Mrs.  Pauline  K.  Levie,  research  librarian,  Audio  Visual 
Education,  will  assist  the  school  site  committee  with  the 
selection  of  materials.

Another  major  facet  of  the  school's  program  is  directed 
to  changing  and  enforcing  behavioral  attitudes  of  reluctant 
learners  and  providing  such  students  with  opportunities 
for  a  meaningful  education  to  insure  economic  self- 
sufficiency  in  adult  life.  The  media  library  is  expected  to 
be  very  helpful  in  meeting  these  goals. 

The  grant  approval  was  developed  by  Mary  Lins,  assist- 
ant principal,  curriculum  and  instruction,  and  Eugene 
Brussell,  librarian,  working  closely  wtih  Mrs.  Alice  E.  Wil- 
son, principal,  Miss  Ferring,  and  Walter  Odone,  adminis- 
trative assistant,  Division  of  Instructional  Materials.

The  students  are  involved  in  a  legal  education  unit  de- 
I  signed  to  demonstrate  the  necessity  for  laws,  to  provide 
•them  with  a  working  knowledge  of  law  that  is  relevant  to 
■their  lives,  to  teach  them  to  make  reasoned  judgments,  to 
■develop  positive  attitudes  toward  the  legal  system  and  its 
■representatives,  to  foster  respect  for  life  and  real  and  per- 
Isonal  property,  and  to  teach  that  the  best  method  of 
■resolving  conflict  is  by  compromise,  adjustment,  and  reso- 
lution through  lawful  processes  and  legal  institutions. 

The  unit  started  with  a  study  of  what  is  law,  which  was 

■  followed  by  research  into  the  United  States  governmental 

■  structure  and  history  with  the  focus  on  the  legislature  and 
ljudiciary.  Attention  was  given  to  the  Bill  of  Rights  and 
I  how  a  bill  becomes  law. 

Students  studied   and  discussed   such   questions  as   the 

I  following:    What  is    society?     Who    comprises  a  society? 

J  What  effect  does  environment  have  on  society?    What  are 

the  sources  of  our  law?   Why  are  laws  necessary.    What 

makes  a  good  law?    What  is  right  and  wrong?   What  is 

justice?  How  does  one  achieve  justice? 


Sample  lawsuits  involving  consumer  rights,  torts,  civil 
rights,  and  drug  abuse  have  been  reviewed  in  class.  Role 
playing  of  the  events  leading  to  the  litigation  was  incor- 
porated as  an  activity. 

The  physical  layout  of  a  courtroom,  courtroom  per- 
sonnel, and  the  steps  in  trial  procedure,  including  jury 
selection,  were  researched.  The  students  then  went  on  to 
conduct  mock  trials  utilizing  the  information  they  had 
uncovered. 

Harley  Hardesty  of  the  law  firm  of  Hardesty,  Lau,  and 
Dalziel  was  invited  by  the  class  to  assist  its  members  in 
conducting  trial  procedures  and  in  refining  the  asking  of 
questions  and  the  giving  of  testimony.  On  a  number  of 
occasions  Mr.  Hardesty  acted  as  judge. 

The  manual,  Lessons  in  Conflict (  by  William  M.  Gibson, 
Law  and  Poverty  Project,  Boston  University  School  of 
Law,  was  used  by  Mrs.  Harris.  The  unit  is  an  outgrowth 
of  an  inservice  course  presented  in  conjunction  with  the 
San  Francisco  Bar  Association  and  the  Constitutional 
Rights  Foundation.

Study  of  Volunteer  Tutoring  Planned 


A  federally  funded  research  program,  Project  Upswing, 
Which  will  be  directly  concerned  with  studying  the  effec- 
tiveness of  volunteers  as  tutors  for  children  with  identified 
learning  problems,  will  begin  in  15  San  Francisco  public 
schools  in  the  fall  of  1971. 

The  project  will  be  a  cooperative  effort  involving  the 
San  Francisco  Education  Auxiliary,  San  Francisco  State 
College,  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

Volunteers  will  be  recruited  through  the  Education 
Auxiliary,  and  the  entire  project  will  be  directed  and  evalu- 
ated by  San  Francisco  State  College. 

Project  Upswing,  under  a  United  States  Office  of  Edu- 
cation grant,  will  test  and  identify  150  first  grade  children 
who  appear  to  have  learning  difficulties.  An  individual 
learning  program  will  then  be  developed  for  each  child  to 
aid  him  in  achieving  his  potential  achievement  level. 

Each  child  will  work  with  and  be  assisted  by  his  own 
volunteer  tutor  during  the  school  year,  on  a  one-to-one 
ibasis. 

Half  of  the  volunteers  recruited  by  the  Education  Auxil- 
iary will  be  trained  to  work  with  children  by  the  Auxiliary, 
and  the  other  half  will  be  trained  through  San  Francisco 
State  College. 

All  persons  volunteering  for  the  program  will  be  asked 
to  commit  themselves  to  working  four  hours  weekly  for 
the  entire  school  year.  No  special  educational  training  or 
background  is  required  of  the  volunteers.  A  desire  to  work 
with  and  help  public  school  children  on  the  part  of  the 
individual  is  important.

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Pilot  Program  Stresses  Field  Trips 


Mrs.  Virginia  Nordstrom's  5th  grade  class  at  Madison 
School  in  the  Richmond  Educational  Complex  has  been 
taking  part  in  a  pilot  program  this  spring  entitled  "Base 
Learning,"  which  stands  for  business  and  science  educa- 
tional learning. 

The  "Base  Learning"  program  involves  the  students  ex- 
eriencing  daily  morning  field  trips  over  a  20-day  period, 
iach  morning's  field  trip  is  followed  up  by  an  afternoon 
evaluation  session  where  the  students  answer  specific  ques- 
tions on  a  prepared  question  and  answer  form. 

The  questions  asked  are  related  to  what  they  have 
learned  during  the  field  trip  for  that  day. 

The  kinds  of  questions  asked  of  each  student  include  the 
following:  1.  What  new  facts  have  I  learned  today  that  I 
did  not  know  before?  2.  How  can  I  apply  these  facts  at 
school  in  my  other  studies?  3.  Would  I  like  to  work  in 
this  type  of  business  later  on  in  life?  4.  Do  you  feel  that 
the  men  and  women  who  showed  you  around  on  your  field 
trip  truly  enjoy  their  work?  How  could  you  tell  about 
this?  5.  What  subjects  are  taught  in  our  school  that  would 
help  a  person  become  successful  in  this  kind  of  work? 

6.  Draw  an  illustration,  graph,  etc.  showing  something 
that  you  learned  today  that  is  of  great  importance  to  you. 
7.  List  five  new  words  you  learned  today  (new  vocabulary 
words).  8.  Use  the  above  five  words  by  writing  them  in 
complete  sentences.  9.  Using  new  facts  or  ideas  you 
learned  today,  create  three  math  problems;  be  creative  in 
your  thinking.  10.  Make  any  additional  comments  or 
criticisms  of  today's  field  trip.

to  obtain  knowledge  and  skills  which  will  help  the  secon 
dary  schools  to  do  a  better  job  in  their  vocational  educa 
tion  programs. 

Students  are  learning  how  important  reading,  spelling.!! 
language  arts,  science,  and  mathematics  are  as  basic  tools 
for  them  to  master  in  order  to  achieve  success  in  "real 
life"  situations. 

Through  the  daily  evaluation  sheets  and  the  written  and 
oral  work  of  the  students,  a  special  test  will  be  devised 
which  will  be  administered  to  future  students  who  will 
embark  on  similar  trips  next  fall.  The  test  will  be  repeated 
at  the  end  of  each  of  the  planned  programs  to  measure 
the  educational  growth  that  has  taken  place. 

The  test  will  gain  insight  into  the  various  academic  sub 
ject  areas  and  vocationally  oriented  concepts. 

Parent  reaction  to  the  program  has  been  positive.  They 
have  indicated  that  they  are  learning  new  concepts  along 
with  students  as  they  discuss  the  day's  trip  each  evening 
after  the  children  have  returned  home.

Diagnostic  Classes  Offer  Needed  Services 


The  Park  Diagnostic  Classes  are  an  ESEA  Title  VI-B 
funded  project  which  was  initiated  by  the  School  District 
in  1968-69  in  order  to  design  an  educational  and  research 
program  to  serve  the  needs  of  a  group  of  disturbed- 
retarded  children  and  their  parents  who  had  not  previously 
been  served  by  the  existing  educational  programs  of  the 
District. 

The  objective  of  the  project  was  to  test  the  effectiveness 
of  a  specialized  program  in  improving  the  intellectual 
functioning,  academic  skills,  social  and  physical  maturity, 
and  family  relationships  so  that  its  successful  aspects  could 
be  used  in  the  educational  planning  for  functionally  re- 
tarded children. 

Those  working  with  the  project  hope  that  all  of  the 
children  involved  will  be  sufficiently  improved  so  that  they 
can  eventually  be  returned  to  regular  or  special  ongoing 
classes  of  the  District.  Five  such  children  were  success- 
fully returned  last  year. 

Currently,  20  students,  ages  seven  through  12,  are  en- 
rolled in  the  Park  Diagnostic  Classes,  housed  at  750  -  31st 
Avenue.  They  were  selected  because  they  were  considered 
"functionally  retarded,"  that  is,  children  whose  IQ  scores 
would  qualify  them  for  participation  in  classes  for  the 
educable  mentally  retarded.  Complete  evaluation  and 
assessment,  however,  indicated  that  their  low  scores  might 
be  caused  by  or  associated  with  emotional  disturbance. 
Many  also  have  neurological,  speech,  and  physical  handi- 
caps. 

Preliminary  research  findings  of  the  project  have  shown 
significant  academic  and  cognitive  gains  by  a  number  of 
students.  A  comprehensive  health  counseling  program,  in- 
volving project  personnel  and  community  medical  re- 
sources, resulted  in  major  gains  in  physical  health  and 
remediation  or  amelioration  of  disabilities  in  multiply- 
handicapped  students. 

Every  family  has  been  involved  in  group  or  individual 
counseling  and/or  school  activities.  The  project  staff  gives 
on-the-job  training  to  student  teachers,  interns,  student 
social  workers,  student  nurses,  and  numerous  volunteers 
in  various  ways  of  working  with  the  disturbed-retarded.

For  the  past  nine  months  Balboa  High  School  students 
have  been  involved  in  a  pilot  program  funded  by  the  Voca- 
tional Education  Act  which  is  designed  to  prepare  students 
for  employment  in  the  child  care  field. 

Termed  the  Child  Care  Aides  Occupational  Education 
Program,  the  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  offer  selected 
high  school  students  intensive  training  in  occupations  of 
less  than  professional  level  related  to  the  care  of  children. 

Course  content  and  training  are  geared  to  qualify  the 
students  for  employment  as  child  care  aides  in  nursery 
schools,  children's  centers,  day  care  centers,  "Head-start" 
programs,  early  childhood  education  centers,  recreation 
programs,  summer  camps,  department  store  nurseries, 
mothers'  aides  in  private  homes,  and  aides  in  institutions. 

Students  displaying  unusual  competance  are  encouraged 
to  continue  their  training  in  the  field  of  early  childhood 
education  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  San  Francisco 
State  College,  or  other  state  colleges. 

Dorothy  Bergquist,  head  of  the  Balboa  homemaking  de- 
partment, is  the  school-site  coordinator  of  the  program. 
She  states  that  job  opportunities  in  the  field  of  child  care 
services  are  increasing  due  to  the  initiation  of  programs 
for  disadvantaged  children  which  involve  teacher  aides  and 
:he  upward  trend  in  the  employment  of  working  mothers 
A'hich  has  resulted  in  an  increased  demand  for  public  and 
private  day-care  centers. 


She  adds  that  the  increased  personnel  needs  of  public 
and  private  schools  and  institutions  providing  care  for 
normal  and  atypical  children  and  the  general  affluence  of 
American  society  which  enables  many  homemakers  to 
pay  for  skilled  assistance  with  the  care  of  children  in  the 
home  have  also  played  a  part  in  the  child  care  staff  em- 
ployment picture. 

The  Balboa  course  has  been  planned  so  that  students 
who  complete  it  will  have  a  functional  understanding  of 
the  basic  concepts  of  child  development,  will  be  able  to 
help  children  develop  good  personal  habits  relative  to 
cleanliness  and  safety,  and  will  have  an  increased  under- 
standing of  their  role  in  the  care  and  guidance  of  young 
children. 

The  child  care  course  meets  daily  for  a  two-hour  period. 
The  first  four  weeks  of  the  semester  were  spent  in  child 
care  orientation  sessions.  The  remaining  12  weeks  have 
been  devoted  primarily  to  supervised  laboratory  experi- 
ences involving  the  Balboa  students  with  young  children. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  of  each  week, 
the  students  spend  two-hours  in  District  elementary  schools 
serving  as  aides  to  teachers  of  grades  K  through  2.  Teach- 
ers at  San  Miguel,  Sheridan,  Cleveland,  and  Monroe  ele- 
mentary schools  agreed  to  work  with  the  Balboa  students 
as  aides  in  their  classes.

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Balboa  Pilot  Program  Provides  Training  in  Child  Care  Education

The  students  have  assisted  the  classroom  teachers  with 
planned  activities,  helped  organize  materials,  aided  on 
class  field  trips,  and  worked  with  individual  children  who 
were  having  difficulties  in  their  classroom  studies. 

On  Thursday  of  each  week,  discussion  and  evaluation 
sessions  are  held  at  Balboa  in  which  the  previous  days' 
experiences  are  reviewed  and  planning  for  the  Friday 
session  is  conducted.  On  Friday,  members  of  the  class 
bring  pre-school  age  children  to  a  center  created  in  the 
homemaking  department  at  Balboa.  Here,  a  play  school 
has  been  developed  for  the  two  and  a  half  to  four  year 
old  visitors. 

The  small  children  are  relatives,  family  friends,  and 
neighborhood  residents  recruited  by  the  classs  members. 
The  play  school  center  is  equipped  with  play  and  teaching 
materials  through  VEA  and  District  funds. 

The  two-hour  Friday  period  is  devoted  to  setting  up 
the  play  school,  helping  the  small  children  get  adjusted, 
and  conducting  such  activities  as  free  play,  creative  play, 
activity  time,  quiet  time,  snack  time,  and  clean  up.  All 
of  these  activities  are  carefully  planned  by  the  Balboa 
students. 

Through  the  assistance  of  Arthur  Andre  of  the  District's 
Office  of  Occupational  Preparation,  it  was  possible  to  have 
the  students  who  work  in  the  elementary  schools  enroll  in

the  work  study  program  so  that  they  can  be  paid  for  the 
jobs  they  are  performing,  adding  a  further  incentive  to 
the  project. 

Mrs.  Bergquist  reports  that  she  has  noticed  a  number  of 
positive  results  from  the  pilot  program.  She  has  observed 
decided  growth  in  the  personality  development  of  many 
of  the  Balboa  students  since  the  course  began.  Many  have 
developed  in  maturity,  have  accepted  increased  responsi- 
bility, and  have  improved  their  attendance  records  to  a 
noticeable  degree.  Many  have  become  more  self-analytical 
and  have  expressed  serious  intentions  of  continuing  child 
care  studies  after  high  school. 

Several  of  the  students  from  the  fall  1970  child  care 
class  have  enrolled  in  the  teacher  aide  program  at  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  this  spring  and  one  is  now  taking 
the  early  childhood  education  program  at  San  Diego  State 
College. 

A  District  advisory  committee  was  formed  at  the  pro- 
gram's inception  last  fall  and  has  been  studying  and  as- 
sisting its  development  and  progress  through  the  year.

Acting  Supervisor,  Chinese  Bilingual  Education 

The  position  is  for  the  fall  semester,  August  16,  1971  to  January 
31,  1972,  acting  in  place  of  the  present  supervisor  who  is  on  sab- 
batical leave. 

Responsibilities:  Plans  and  coordinates  an  articulated  program 
for  Chinese  Bilingual  Education  in  the  elementary,  junior  high,  and 
senior  high  schools,  serving  in  a  staff  relationship  to  the  heads  of 
the  instructional  divisions;  develops  and  disseminates  curricular 
and  instructional  materials  and  evaluates  and  recommends  instruc- 
tional equipment;  assists  in  the  supervision  of  bilingual  teachers  in 
the  instructional  program;  cooperates  with  Personnel  Services  in 
the  recruitment,  selection,  placement,  and  valuation  of  staff;  inter- 
prets the  program  to  parents,  individuals,  and  groups;  acts  as  the 
School  District  liaison  person  with  community  advisory  groups, 
agencies,  and  institutions;  plans  and  conducts  inservice  training; 
conducts  a  summer  bilingual  program  for  Chinese-speaking  students; 
develops  and  submits  budget  recommendations  for  the  Chinese 
bilingual  program;  develops  means  of  evaluation  of  the  program; 
and  performs  other  duties  as  as-signed. 

Requirements:  Candidates  must  hold  the  Master's  degree  or  be 
enrolled  in  a  program  leading  to  it.  They  must  be  eligible  for  the 
general  or  standard  administration  or  supervision  credential.  They 
must  have  knowledge  of  San  Francisco's  ethnic  groups,  be  sensitive 
to  their  sociological,  linguistic,  and  cultural  problems.  They  must 
be  bilingual  in  Cantonese  and  have  experience  working  with  Canto- 
nese-speaking people. 

Salary:  Salary  will  be  that  of  Supervisor  A  as  established  in  the 
Salary  Schedule. 
Evaluator  for  the  Park  South  Complex 

Responsibilities:  The  Evaluator  will  develop  an  over-all  plan  for 
research  in  the  Park  South  Complex  which  not  only  evaluates  the 
achievement  of  students,  but  also  coordinates  the  evaluation  of 
the  socio-political  factors  within  the  Complex;  will  be  knowledgable 
about  current  research  and  evaluation  m  urban  education,  state- 
mandated  tests,  and  the  multi-ethnic  community  of  the  Complex; 
will  coordinate  the  evaluation  in-put  of  consultants,  agencies,  foun- 
dations, and  institutions  of  higher  learning  and  will  encourage  the 
development  of  on-site  evaluation  committees  in  the  Complex. 

Requirements:  Applicants  must  possess  or  be  able  to  obtain  the 
appropriate  state  credentials  and  have  had  adequate  training  and 
experience  to  achieve  the  objectives  set  forth  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph. The  length  of  the  school  year  is  the  same  as  the  teaching 
calendar  —  179  service  days.  Up  to  five  increments  may  be  granted 
to  applicants  from  outside  the  District  to  achieve  the  maximum 
starting   salaries  based   on  former  teaching   service. 

Salary:  The  salary  of  Evaluator  is  comparable  to  that  of  a  re- 
search assistant  in  the  Division  of  Research  and  it  carries  the  pay 
of  a  teacher  on  the  Basic  Single  Salary  Schedule,  based  on  the 
individual's  training  and  experience.

Under  the  proposed  Elementary  School  Bond  Issue  in  the  November  2,  1971  election,  some  11  elementary  schools  like 
Monroe,  on  the  left,  will  be  replaced  or  closed  as  the  cost  of  rehabilitating  them  would  exceed  60  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  replacement.  Some  16  other  elementary  schools  like  Winfield  Scott,  on  the  right,  will  be  modernized  and  re- 
constructed as  the  rehabilitation  cost  is  indicated  to  be  under  60  per  cent  of  the  replacement  cost.  If  approved  by 
the  voters,  the  school  bond  issue  will  insure  that  every  elementary  school  student  will  be  able  to  attend  a  safe  earth- 
quake-resistant building  by  July  1,  1975. 


$56  Million  Elementary  School  Vote  Set 


San  Francisco  voters  will  be  asked  to  decide  on  a  bond 
measure  totaling  $56,180,000  to  insure  that  every  elemen- 
tary school  student  can  attend  a  safe  earthquake-resistant 
school  by  July  1,  1975. 

The  issue,  which  will  appear  on  the  November  2,  1971 
ballot,  calls  for  the  construction  of  two  new  elementary 
school  buildings  and  the  modernization  and  replacement 
of  27  existing  elementary  schools. 

The  1971  Elementary  School  Bond  Issue  is  prompted  by 
the  necessity  to  close  public  schools  by  1975  which  do  not 
comply  with  the  earthquake  safety  standards  defined  by 
structural  engineers  as  set  forth  in  the  Field  Act. 

The  State  Education  Code,  15516  (1968),  states,  "No 
school  building  examined  and  found  to  be  unsafe  for 
school  use  pursuant  to  Section  15503  and  not  repaired  or 
reconstructed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
article  shall  be  used  as  a  school  building  for  elementary 
and  secondary  school  or  junior  college  purposes  after  June 
30,  1975." 


Past  experience  with  earthquakes  in  San  Francisco,  as 
well  as  major  earthquakes  in  Bakersfield,  Long  Beach,  and 
most  recently  in  Los  Angeles,  are  constant  reminders  of 
the  prevalence  of  building  failures  due  to  seismic  activity. 

Approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  elementary  classrooms 
available  to  the  School  District  are  in  buildings  which  do 
not  comply  with  the  Field  Act.  Of  the  non-complying 
schools,  the  majority  do  not  lend  themselves  to  modern 
teaching  techniques. 

The  School  District  is  faced  with  a  crisis  situation  which 
necessitates  the  securing  of  funds  to  finance  the  strength- 
ening of  its  elementary  schools  that  do  not  meet  the  provi- 
sions of  law.  The  Education  Code  provides  a  June  30, 
1975  deadline  for  completing  structural  changes.  The 
penalty  for  non-compliance  with  the  act  will  force  the 
abandonment  of  schools  so  designated  following  that  date. 

Prior  to  presenting  the  plans  for  the  1971  bond  program, 
the  School  District  conducted  a  demographic  study  with 
David  Bradwell  Associates  as  consultants.  Data  generated 
(Continued  on  Page  2) 
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by  this  study  were  evaluated  by  the  staff. 

The  factors  of  school  enrollment,  housing  starts,  popu- 
lation growth  rates,  and  regeneration  of  neighborhoods 
were  considered  as  background  information  for  a  future 
needs  assessment.  The  report  of  the  structural  engineers, 
the  Corlett  study  on  building  modernization,  and  the  study 
on  providing  integrated  ceilings  at  the  Le  Conte  School 
were  also  included  prior  to  the  time  of  final  decision  mak- 
ing. 

Four  alternatives  for  non-Field  Act  Schools  were  estab- 
lished: 1)  bring  up  to  compliance  only,  2)  modernize  and 
reconstruct  for  compliance,  3)  replace,  and  4)  defer  action 
to  a  future  date. 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  has  recom- 
mended that  the  structural  strengthening  of  elementary 
school  buildings  be  included  with  building  modernization. 
This  action  would  result  in  school  buildings  which  comply 
not  only  with  the  provisions  of  law  for  earthquake  safety, 
but  also  provide  a  facility  compatible  with  modern  educa- 
tional needs. 

Should  the  designated  buildings  be  abandoned  in  1975, 
it  would  be  impossible  for  the.  School  District  to  provide 
school  housing  for  the  children  in  the  remaining  buildings 
which  do  meet  structural  specifications. 

The  primary  goal  of  the  bond  issue  is  the  provision  of 
safe  schools  for  students.  It  will  provide  the  alterations 
necessary  for  safe  occupancy  and  will  modernize  these 
schools  to  conform  with  the  best  educational  standards 
of  contemporary  school  construction. 

The  School  District  has  developed  the  following  guide- 
lines for  future  school  facilities: 

•  Safe  schools  in  compliance  with  the  Field  Act. 

•  Recommend  replacement  rather  than  modernization 
when  reconstruction  costs  exceed  60  per  cent  of  replace- 
ment. 

•  Modernization  to  educationally  upgrade  elementary 
school  facilities. 

•  Flexible  open  spaces  provide  the  best  learning  envi- 
ronment for  elementary  students. 

•  Portable  classrooms  for  temporary  housing  of  stu- 
dents attending  abandoned  or  renovated  schools  thereby 
minimizing  double  sessions. 

•  Optimum  size  of  600  to  700  students  for  elementary 
schools. 

•  Integration  needs  requiring  large  schools  drawing 
from  a  larger  radius  and  located  geographically  so  that 
one-half  of  the  students  can  walk  to  school. 

•  Action  on  19  schools  deferred  pending  study  regard- 
ing integration,  demographic  need,  size  of  school  or  site, 
educational  program,  planning,  and  community  involve- 
ment. 

This  program  will  provide  San  Francisco  with  a  feasi- 
bility model  for  considering  the  alternatives  such  as  edu- 
:  parks  or  other  larger  units  as  a  means  of  deter- 
"■  'est  educational  practice  in  keeping  with  the

I  have  wanted  and  still  want  very  much  to  have 
you  leave  for  your  summer  vacation  with  full  knowl- 
edge of  your  school  assignment  for  the  fall.  I  am 
sure  this  is  very  important  to  you  and  to  the  children. 

We  must,  however,  face  the  realities  of  the  present 
situation.  Until  the  court  accepts  a  specific  plan  for 
the  desegregation  of  the  elementary  schools,  until 
specific  grade  designations  are  set  for  each  school, 
until  a  decision  is  made  on  the  recently  closed  "earth- 
quake" schools — until  all  these  major  factors  have 
adequate  resolution,  the  determinations  we  can  make 
are  very  limited. 

I  want  to  assure  you,  however,  that  we  will  work 
steadily  toward  early  information.  Your  school 
assignment  will  be  a  top  priority  for  our  central  office 
staff  and  our  personnel  department.  We  will  inform 
you  soon  after  we  know  by  direct  mailing,  by  televi- 
sion question-answer  programs,  by  other  mass  media. 

In  the  meantime,  I  am  asking  through  this  memo- 
randum that  each  building  administrator  share  with 
me  the  questions  that  staff  members  are  raising  about 
their  September  assignments.  With  a  knowledge  of 
these  questions,  we  can  answer  your  concerns  more 
thoroughly. 

Do  know  that  I  take  your  cares  much  to  heart, 
and  want  to  help.  We  are  going  through  a  difficult 
period  in  our  schools,  but  I  am  convinced  that  the 
problems  and  difficulties  of  today  mean  a  brighter 
future  for  the  children  and  for  San  Francisco.
